In preparing this cyclopzedia of noted women of all 
countries and times, the compiler has restricted his descrip- 
tions to sketches merely biographical. He has not criticized 
the individual, nor reviewed her works, where she has 
acquired fame in art or literature, but has confined himself 
to a brief notice of her life. 

Classical history, in its earlier stages, borders so closely 
on the legendary, that the compiler has deemed it advisable 
to include in the present work the prominent female beings 
of mythology. 

For dates he is indebted in large degree to Dr. Thomas’

Sister of Haroun al Raschid, caliph of the Saracens. Beauti- 
ful and accomplished. A poetess, reduced to extreme 
misery. 8th century. 


Abbott, Emma A. 


American vocalist. Educated in part by the aid of Clara 
Louise Kellogg. Born in Chicago, 1849. Married to 
E. J. Wetherill, an American. Died January, 1891. 


Abdy, Mira C. 
Authoress of English verses and tales. 1818-1867. 


Abella 
Italian medical writer. 14th century. 
Abigail 
Wife of Nabal, a rich, dissolute Hebrew. On his death she 


became King David’s wife. She was wise and beautiful. 
11th century B. C. 


Abijah 
Hebrew wife of Ahaz, and mother of Hezekiah, king of 
Judah. 8th century B.C. 


Abington, Frances 
English actress. Unrivaled incomedy. Elegant in man- 
ners, tasteful in dress, but corrupt in morals. 1731-1815. 
Abishag 
Last wife of King David. A beautiful woman. 
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Abisch, Anna B. 
Swiss painter on glass. Date unknown. 


Abrota 
Wife of Nisus, king of Megaris. On her death, her husband 
ordered a garment she wore to become the model of female 
attire in the kingdom, whence the term ‘‘ Megarian robe.”’ 


Acca Laurentia 
Nurse of Romulus and Remus. Wife of Faustulus, a Latin 
shepherd. 8th century B. C. 


Acciola 
Italian poetess, noted for her beauty and genius. Died 
1610. 


Accoramboni, Vittoria 
An Italian beauty. Murdered by Luigi Orsini. 16th 
century. 

Achiroe 
Daughter of Nilus, wife of Belus, and mother of A‘gyptus 
and Danaus. 


Acidalea 
A surname of Venus, from a fountain in Bceotia, in which 
the Graces bathed. 


Ackland, Lady Harriet 
English patriot. Accompanied her husband to America in 
General Burgoyne’s expedition. Died in 1815. 


Ackerman, Louise V. 
French authoress. 1813-1890. 


Acme 
A Roman Jewess, employed by Livia, wife of Augustus. 
Executed for forging a letter to her mistress. 1st century. 


Acrea 
Daughter of a river god, and nurse of Juno. 
Acte 


A freed woman of Asiatic origin, whom Nero desired to 
wed. 1st century. 
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Ada 

Queen of Caria. Conquered by Alexander, 344 B.C. 
Ada 

Dutch countess. Deprived of her estates. Died 1218. 


Adam, Mad. Edmond Juliette 
French authoress. Married twice. Wrote on literature, 
politics, social questions and education. Agent of the 
extreme republicans of Paris. Born 1836. 


Adamanthea or Amalthzea 
The Cretan nurse of Jupiter, who suspended him in his 
cradle from a tree, that he might be found neither in earth, 
heaven nor sea. 

Adams, Abigail 
American letter writer. Wife of President John Adams. 
1764-1818. 

Adams, Hannah 
American religious writer. 1755-1832. 


Adams, Jean 
Scotch poetess. A school teacher, a peddler, and finally 
a pauper in an almshouse. 1710-1765. 
Adams, Sarah F. 
English poetess. Wrote the hymn, ‘‘ Nearer my God, to 
Thee.’’ 1805-1848. 
Adelaide 
Queen of England. Wife of Wilham IV. 1792-1849. 
Adelaide 
Empress of Germany, wife of Otho I. After his death, she 
reigned with ability. 931-999. 
Adelaide 
Wife of Louis II of France, and mother of Charles the 
Simple. gth century. 
Adelaide 
Queen of Louis VI of France. Died 1151. 
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Adelais 
English queen, wife of Henry I. She was called the Fair 
Maid of Brabant. 1103-1151. 


Adorni, Catharine 
Italian religious writer. Died 1510. 


Adriam, Marie 
French patriot, who, at the age of sixteen in 1793, fought 
valiantly in defending the city of Lyons. 


Adrichomia, Cornelia 
Dutch religious writer. Became a nun. 16th century.

Wife of Polytechnus, the artist. She was changed by 
Jupiter into a nightingale. 
fEga 
One of Jupiter’s Cretan nurses. ‘Transformed into a star. 
fEgiale 
Unfaithful wife of Diomedes, a Grecian warrior at the siege

Daughter of Jupiter and Naira, and the most beautiful of 
the Nereides.

A German countess and poetess. 1637-1706. 


Aerope 
Granddaughter of Minos, king of Crete, and mother of 
Agamemnon and Menelaus. 

Aesara 


Grecian philosopher. Daughter of Pythagoras. 6th century 
Barc. 
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fEthra 
A Grecian. The mother of Theseus. Taken captive to 
Sparta by Castor and Pollux, where she became the servant 
of Helen. 

fEthusa 
A daughter of Poseidon, loved by Apollo. 


Afra 
Cretan martyr, during the Diocletian persecution of the 
4th century. 

Agarista 
Daughter of Hippocrates and mother of Pericles. sth 
century B. C. 

Agatha, Saint 
A virgin martyr of Sicily. 3d century. 


Agathoclea 
The favorite of the profligate Ptolemy Philopator. She 
headed a revolt and plundered the public treasury. The 
enraged populace literally tore her in pieces. B. C. 220. 
Agave 
Daughter of Cadmus and mother of Pentheus, whom she 
destroyed in a frenzy, believing him to be a wild beast. 


Agesistrata 
Mother of King Agis III of Sparta. She aided him in 
instituting national reforms, but ultimately was executed 
therefor. 3d century B. C. 


Agigan, Lucrezia 

Italian vocalist. Died 1783. 
Aglaia 

One of the Graces. 
Aglaonice 

A Thessalian astrologer. 
Agnes 


Daughter of Albert I of Austria., Terribly avenged her 
father’s death. Died 1369. 
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Agnes 
Widow of Henry III of Germany. As regent she ruled 
with much ability. Died 1077. 

Agnes 
Wife of Philip Augustus of France, from whom she was 
forcibly divorced by the pope. 13th century. 

Agnes, Saint 
A Christian martyr at Rome in the Diocletian persecution, 
303. She was but thirteen years old. Many young noble- 
men sought her in marriage, but she asserted she was conse- 
crated to heaven. For this she was denounced and tortured, 
and dragged before idols, which she refused to worship. 


Agnes-Sorel 


Mistress of Charles VII of France. Her influence over 
this monarch was most excellent. She roused him from his 
apathy, and incited him to resist the attacks of the English, 
who were ravaging France. 15th century. 


Agnese 


French abbess, who excelled in miniature painting and 
embroidery. Died 1205. 


Agnesi, Maria Gaetana 
Italian authoress. A mathematician and_ philosopher. 
1718-1799. 

Agnodice 
Greek physician, who disguised herself as a man. 3d 
century. 

Agoult, Countess Marie d’ 


French novelist. Eccentric and ill-directed genius. Occa-_ 
sionally she dressed in male attire. Her pseudonym was 
‘¢Daniel Stern.’’ 1800-1876. 


Agostina 
The Maid of Saragossa. A Spanish patriot. During the 
terrible siege of the city by the French in 1808, this 
heroine, who had been selling liquors to the soldiers, seized 
a lighted match from the hand of a dying artilleryman and 
fired a cannon into the enemy, who were pouring into the 
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city through a breach in the walls. Clad in white raiment, 
bearing a cross, with loosened hair she traversed the city, 
urging resistance. ‘Through her efforts, the French were 
driven from the walls. Died 1857. 


Agraulos 


A daughter of Cecrops, who offended Athena by opening a 
forbidden chest. 


Agreda, Marie 


A Spanish nun, who wrote a fanatical work on the life of 
the Virgin Mary. Died 1665. 


Agrippina I 

Daughter of Julia, and granddaughter of the Emperor 
Augustus. Of noble character and of great talent, but very 
ambitious. She accompanied her husband Germanicus in 
the German war. During his temporary absence, she 
assumed command of a wing of the army.in the defense of 
a bridge. On her return she received an ovation in Rome. 
She was hated and feared by Tiberius, who banished her to 
an island, where she died of voluntary starvation. One of 
her nine children, Caius, became the Emperor Caligula. 
Died A. D. 31. 


Agrippina II 

Daughter of the above. Immoral, intriguing and inordi- 
nately ambitious, for which she was temporarily banished. 
Subsequently she married her uncle Claudius, and took his 
life by poison. Her son Nero succeeded Claudius on the 
throne, and plotted her destruction. He ordered a boat to 
be so constructed, as to fall to pieces in a slight storm. 
This occurred, but Agrippina swam to the shore where she 
was murdered. A. D. 60. 


Aguilar, Grace 
A Jewish Englishwoman of Spanish descent. She was an 
authoress of excellent reputation, and a woman of un- 
doubted piety. 1816-1847. 

Agujari, Lucretia 
Italian vocalist. Died 1783. 
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Ahlborn, Lea L. 


Swedish engraver. Born 1820. 


Ahlefeld, Charlotte S. 
German novelist. 1781-1849. 


Aiguillon, Duchesse Marie d’ 
French philanthropist. Niece of Cardinal Richelieu. 
1610-1675. 

Aikin, Lucy 
English writer. Niece of Mrs. Barbauld. 1781-1864. 


Aird, Marion P. 
Scotch poetess. Born 1815. 


Airolo 
Italian painter, of noble family. 17th century. 

Aisha 
Spanish poetess, during the Moorish conquest. 12th 
century. 


Aisse, Demois 
French letter writer. Originally a Circassian slave of 
wondrous beauty. Her letters were published with notes 
by Voltaire. Died 1727. 


Akerhielm, Annie M. 
Swedish scholar. 1642-1698. 


Alacocque, Marie or Marguerite 
French abbess and religious writer. She wrote a book of 
visions, relating to her heart, which she gave to Jesus, who 
appeared to her in a vision. Her wild imaginings, when 
published, had an astonishing effect. ‘The Jesuits distributed 
everywhere imitations of the heart of Jesus, cut out of red 
cloth. 1647-1690. 


Albani, Emma 
Canadian vocalist. Her first appearance was in the city of 
Albany, from which fact she always afterward called herself 
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Albani. Her family name was La Jeunesse. In 1878 she 
married Ernest Gye, son of the director of an Italian opera 
company. She was a famous soprano and a universal 
favorite. Born 1851. 


Albany, Countess Louisa 


The German wife of Charles James Edward the Pretender, 
grandson of James II of England. ‘They resided at Rome, 
held a little court, and were addressed as king and queen. 
In 1780, Louisa left her husband and retired to a convent. 
After her husband’s death, she married the Italian poet 
Alfieri. Her house in Florence was the resort of the liter- 
ati. Alfieri’s poems abound in touching allusions to her. 


1753-1824. 


Albedyhl 
A Swedish poetess and letter writer. 1gth century. 


Albemarle, Anna C., Duchess of 
English duchess, daughter of a blacksmith, and bred as a 
milliner. She became the wife of General Monk, whose 
tyrannical mentor she assumed. She materially aided in the 
restoration of Charles II, and derived a lucrative trade by 
selling offices. 17th century. 


Alberti, Sophie 


German novelist. Pseudonym ‘‘ Sophie Verena.’’ Born 
1826. 


Albertazzi, Emma 
An English vocalist. 1814-1847. 


Alboni, Madame Marie 
Celebrated Italian vocalist. A pupil of Rossini. Her 
vocalization was astonishingly facile and pure. She was 
very fat, and hence ungraceful as an actress. While on the 
stage, she became Countess Pepolo, and on the death of 
the count, married Captain Zieger. 1824-1894. 


Albrecht, Sophie 
German poetess. 1757-1837. 
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Albret, Jeanne d’ 

Daughter of Henry d’ Albret, king of Navarre. At the 
age of eleven, she was compelled to marry the duke of 
Cleves, but the nuptials were declared void by the pope. 
Subsequently she married the duke de Vendome. Her 
third son was Henry IV of France, the Great. On the death 
of her father she became the queen of Navarre, and was 
a protectress of the reformed religion. She made a public 
proclamation of her faith in Calvinism, and overthrew the 
Romish altars. She was declared a heretic by the pope, 
and left her dominion to join the chiefs of the Protestant 
party and harangue the troops. Her death, at the age of 
43, was presumably by poison. 1489-1572. 


Albrizzi, Isabella T. 
Italian writer. Born on the island of Corfu. Married to 
Carlo Marino, a Venetian nobleman. Her house in Venice 
became the resort of noted people. Byron termed her the 
Venetian de Stael. 1770-1836. 


Alcestis 

Daughter of Pelias, and wife of Admetus. Her father 
offered to give her in marriage to him if he would yoke 
lions and bears to a chariot. Admetus accomplished this. 
Subsequently, when he was about to die, theFates promised 
to spare his life, provided another willingly died in his 
stead. Alcestis did this, but was rescued from the lower 
world by Hercules. Euripides founded upon this story his 
most celebrated tragedy. 


Alcithoe 
A Theban, who with her sisters was changed into a bat for 
ridiculing the orgies of Bacchus. 


Alcmena 
Mother of Hercules. 


Alcott, Louisa May 
Popular American writer. Born at Germantown, Philadel- 
phia, 1832. At an early age her parents removed to 
Massachusetts. Her father was a visionary and mystic 
philosopher, and the family was very poor. She began to 
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write fairy tales in her teens. These were followed by news- 
paper stories. In 1862 she volunteered as a hospital nurse 
in the army. Her ‘ Little Women’”’ was the most popular 
of her works. She had a strong dramatic instinct, and at 
one time thought of going on the stage. She died March 
6, 1888, two days after her father. Her works netted her 
200,000 dollars. 


Alcott, May 
Sister of the foregoing. Painter. 1840-1886. 


Alcyone | 
Daughter of AXolus, god of the winds. Upon the drown- 
ing of her husband, Ceyx, she threw herself into the sea. 
To reward their affection, the gods turned them into birds 
called Halcyon. It is fabled that the sea is always calm 
during the fourteen days while these birds are making their 
nests, whence these days are called halcyon days. 


Aldrude 
Italian countess. Commanded her army against the imperial 
troops, who besieged her city, Anconia, in 1172. 


Alecto 
One of the Furies. 


Alexander, Mrs. Cecil F. 
Irish poetess, who wrote ‘‘ The Burial of Moses.’’ Born 
1830. 

Alexander, Mrs. 


Irish writer. Contributor to magazines. Pseudonym ‘‘Annie 
Hector.’’ rgth century. 


Alexandra 
Queen of Judea, and wife of Herod the Great. Imprisoned 
by her husband, she tried to escape in a coffin, but was 
discovered. She attempted to obtain possession of the 
fortresses near Jerusalem, and become mistress of the city. 
She was put to death by Herod’s orders, B.C. 27. 


Alice, Princess 
Daughter of Queen Victoria. By marriage she became the 
grand duchess of Hesse. 1843-1878. 
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Alice, Queen of France 
Wife of Louis VII. She was the mother of Philip Augustus. 
In a dispute with her son, she left the court and appealed 
to Henry II of England, who thereupon invaded France. 
After the reconciliation, she acted as regent during the 
absence of King Philip in the Holy Land. 12th century. 


Alice 
Daughter of the above, who at the age of fourteen was 
betrothed to Richard I of England. She visited that 
country to learn its language, when her beauty infatuated 
Henry II, father of Richard, although an old man. He 
confined her in a castle and broke off her engagement with 
Richard; she afterward married a French count. 12th 
century. 


Allart, Hortense 
French historian. Niece of Sophie Gay. Married Louis 
de Meritens. Born 1801. 


Allart, Mary Gay 


French novelist. 1750-1821. 


Allen, Elizabeth A. 
American poetess. Wrote under the pseudonym of 
‘“¢ Florence Percy.’’ Married Paul Akers, the sculptor, and, 
after his death, E. M. Allen. Born in Maine, 1832. 


Alleyne, Sarah F. 
English philanthropist. 1836-1885. 


Allin, Abby 
American poetess. Born in Connecticut. Displayed warm 
sympathy for the working classes. 19th century. 


Allingham, Helen 
English artist. Designer of drawings for the London 
Graphic, etc. Her maiden name was Paterson. Ruskin 
praised her highly. Born 1848. 


Allish, Madame 
German Jewish religious writer. 18th century. 
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Aloara 
An Italian princess, who reigned with wisdom and courage. 
Died 992. 


Aloysia, Sigea 
A Spanish scholar, who wrote a Meer to Pope Paul IIT in 
1540 in Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Arabic and Syriac. 


Alpaide 
Wife of the French king Pepin, and mother of Charles 
Martel. <A beautiful but cruel woman. Eventually retired 
toaconvent. 8th century. 


Alphaizuli 


Spanish poetess. Called the Arabian Sappho, as she was 
of Moorish extraction. 8th century. 


Altenheym, Gabrielle d’ 
French writer. Daughter of the poet Soumet. She has 
been a prolific author on a variety of subjects. Born 1814. 


Altoviti, Mlle. 
Italian poetess. Died 1609. 


Amalasontha 
Daughter of Theodoric, king of the Ostrogoths. A remark- 
able linguist. She married her cousin, Theodatus, who 
strangled her in a bath, 534. Belisarius afterward dethroned 
him. 

Amalie, Anna 


Duchess of Saxe Weimar. A patron of genius and learning. 
Aided Wieland, Herder and Goethe. Niece of Frederick 
II of Prussia. 1739-1807. 


Amalie, Catharine 
German poetess. Died 1696. 


Amalie, Elizabeth 
Granddaughter of William I of Orange. As regent, she 
displayed extraordinary energy, wisdom and virtue. 1602- 
1651. 
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Amalie, Marie F. 
Duchess of Saxony. German dramatist. 1794-1870. 


Amalthza 
Nurse of Jupiter. Fabled to have been a goat. 


Amaltheza 
Sybil of Cuma, who offered Tarquin the Proud, the last 
king of Rome, B.C. 524, nine books, containing the 
Roman destinies, for 300 pieces of gold. He derided her 
for demanding so high a price. She went away, and burn- 
ing three of them, returned and demanded the same price 
for the remaining six. This being again denied, she burnt 
three more and again demanded 300 pieces. After consulta- 
tion with the pontiffs, Tarquin purchased these. These 
books, the ‘‘Sibylline Oracles,’’ were held in the highest 
esteem, and were frequently consulted. 6th century B. C. 


Amastris 


Queen of Pontus, and founder of a city which bore her name. 
She was murdered by her sons. 4th century B.C. 

Amata 
Wife of King Latinus, and mother of Lavinia. She hung 
herself in despair, on finding that she could not prevent the 
marriage of her daughter to Aineas. 12th century B. C. 


Amazons 

Female warriors. ‘The name is Greek, and signifies ‘‘ with- 
out a female breast,’’ because it was believed that they 
burnt off their right breasts, in order to handle the bow 
more conveniently. The men among them were inferior, 
and attended to menial duties, while the Amazons took 
charge of all things relating to government and warfare. 
The Amazons of Africa were the most ancient, and were 
remarkable for the splendor of their achievements. They 
lived in the western region of Africa, occupying an island 
in the Lake Tritonis, near the ocean. Hercules annihilated 
them. The island and lake disappeared and were swallowed 
up in the ocean. The Amazons of Asia lived in Pontus, 
from whence they invaded Greece. They were defeated, 
and a portion of them retired to Scythia. They mutilated 
the legs and arms of their male offspring, so as to unfit 
them for war. The Amazons are probably mythical. 
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Amboise, Frances 


Duchess of Brittany in France. Celebrated for the improve- 
ment she introduced in the manners and sentiments of the 
Bretons. Retired toa convent. Died 1485. 


Amelia 
See ‘* Amalia.’’ 


Amelia 


Princess of Saxony. German dramatist. A popular writer 
and an excellent woman. Born 1794. 


Amelie, Marie 


Queen of France, and wife of Louis Philippe. A perfect 
example of a devoted wife and an intensely pious woman. 
Her lofty character was in marked contrast to the king’s 
folly, treachery and meanness. He was a professed infidel, 
and the great effort of her life was to accomplish his conver- 
sion. 1782-1866. 


Amet, Josephine 
French authoress. Born 1802. 


Amestris or Amastris 


Queen of Persia, and wife of Xerxes. She mutilated the 
mother of a rival woman by cutting off her breasts, nose, 
ears, lips and tongue, and then sent her home. On one 
occasion, she sacrificed fourteen Persian youth of noble 
birth to propitiate the gods. 5th century B. C. 


Ammaniti, Laura B. 
Italian poetess of remarkable talent. 1513-1589. 


Amoretti, Maria P. 
Italian philosopher. Obtained degree of Doctor of Laws. 
1756-1787. 
Amory, Josephine 
Belgian miscellaneous writer. Born 1831. 
Amphitrite 
Wife of Neptune, and mother of Triton. 
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Anaitis 
Goddess of Armenia, identical with the Venus of the west- 
ern nations. She was also the goddess of nature. 


Anastasia 
A Christian martyr at Rome in the Diocletian persecution. 
Her father and husband were Pagans, her mother a Christian. 
As a widow, her whole fortune was expended in relieving 
the poor. Her three sisters and herself were put to death 
for refusing to sacrifice to idols. Died 303. 


Anastasia, Saint 


A martyr in Corinth, who was probably converted under 
the preaching of St. Paul. 


Anaxarete 


A young female of Salanus, who was turned into stone for 
witnessing without emotion the funeral of Iphis, who had 
committed suicide from unrequited love for her. 


Ancelor, Virginie 
French dramatist and novelist. Born 1792. 


Anchita 


Spartan queen, and mother of Pausanias, the victor in the 
battle of Platea. The general, being found guilty of 
treason, took refuge in the temple of Minerva, from which 
it was not lawful to force him. ‘The door was therefore 
blocked with stones, the first of which was placed there by 
his own mother, Anchita. 5th century B.C. 


Anderson, Elizabeth 
English physician and warm advocate of woman suffrage. 
Born 1837. 
Anderson, Lucy 
English musician. Remarkable pianist. Music teacher to 
Queen Victoria and her children. 1790-1878. 
Anderson, Mary 


American actress. Born at Sacramento in 1859. Her 
father, General Anderson, was killed in the Civil War, and 
her mother subsequently married Dr. Hamilton Griffin of 
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the Confederate army, who resided in Louisville. At the 
age of thirteen, Miss Anderson began to study for the stage 
under Charlotte Cushman. On November 27, 1875, she 
made her first appearance as an actress in Louisville, in the 
character of Juliet, and achieved an instant success. In 
the season of 1877-78, she made her début in Philadelphia, 
Boston and New York. In 1883 she played at the Lyceum 
Theatre, London, before large audiences. Her remarkable 
beauty and grace aided materially in making her a social as 
well as a dramatic success. In 1890 she married Mr. 
Navarro of New York, and retired from the stage. 


Andre, Leo 


French writer and socialist. She was banished from France 
after the defeat of the Commune, and retired into Switzer- 
land. She married M. Champseix, and on his death M. 
Malon. Born 1829. 


Andreini, Isabella 


An Italian actress of great fame, and also the writer of 
many beautiful poems. She was a woman of elegant figure, 
beautiful countenance and melodious voice, of taste in her 
profession, and was conversant with the French and Spanish 
languages. 1561-1604. 


Androclea 


A Theban patriot, who, with her sister Alcis, suffered a 
voluntary death to propitiate the gods and ensure victory 
over the Orchomeneans. 


Andromache 


Wife of the valiant Hector, who was the son of Priam, the 
king of Troy. After the destruction of Troy, B. C. 1184, 
she married Pyrrhus, the son of the noted Greek warrior, 
Achilles. The tragedy of Euripides is a monument to her 
memory. 12th century B. C. 


Andromeda 


Daughter of Cassiopeia, queen of Ethiopia, who boasted 
that her daughter surpassed in beauty the Nereides or even 
Juno herself. Neptune, to avenge the insult offered his 
daughters, sent a sea monster, which threatened universal 
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destruction. The oracle declared that Andromeda must be 
sacrificed to the monster. She was secured to a rock over- 
hanging the ocean, awaiting death, when Perseus, who was 
returning through the air from the conquest of the Gorgons, 
saw her and rescued her by showing the monster the fright- 
ful head of Medusa, which he had severed from the Gorgon’s 
form, and which turned the animal into astone. Andromeda 
married her preserver, and after his death was made a con- 
stellation in the heavens. 


Angelberga or Ingelberga 
Wife of Louis II, king of Italy. A woman of courage 
and ability, but proud and venal. In 881, Charles the Fat 
carried her prisoner into Germany, lest she should assist 
her daughter, Hermengarde. 


Angell, Mrs. Helen C. 
English painter of flowers. 1847-1884. 


Angerona 
Goddess of anguish and fear. 
Angitia 
Daughter of A‘tes, king of Colchis, and sister of Medea. 


She was skilled in preparing antidotes for poison. 13th 
century B.C. 


Angouleme, Maria Therese 


French duchess. Daughter of Louis XVI and Marie Antoi- 
nette. She was but eleven years old when the revolution 
commenced, the horrors of which gave a strong tinge of 
melancholy to her nature. She herself was released from 
imprisonment and sent to Austria, where, in 1799, she 
married the duke d’ Angouleme. The Emperor of Russia 
signed the contract. In 1805 they returned to France, but 
were compelled after some years to take refuge in England. 
After Napoleon’s downfall, she returned to Paris. On the 
revolution of 1830, which placed Louis Philippe on the 
throne, she fled with her husband, the unfortunate Charles 
X, first to England, and then to Germany. She possessed 
sound mental qualities of a high order, was very religious, 
was austere in manner and speech, and exercised a great 
influence over her husband. 1778-1851. 
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Angusciola, Lucia 
An Italian artist, noted asa portrait painter. 19th century. 


Angusciola, Sophonisba 
An Italian painter of great eminence. Her principal pictures 
are portraits. The attitudes of her figures are peculiarly 
graceful. She became blind from over exertion. Vandyke 
greatly admired her, 1533-1620. 


Ann Amelia 
Sister of Frederick the Great. The ambition of Baron 
‘Trenck to obtain her hand after he had won her heart was 
probably the cause of his imprisonment. Frederick would 
not allow a subject to aspire to the hand of his sister. 


1723-1787. 


Anna 

A Roman goddess usually called Anna Perenna. Believed 
to be Anna the sister of Dido, queen of Carthage. She 
visited A‘neas in Italy, and her death was plotted by Lavinia, 
the Roman wife of Atneas. Thereupon she threw herself 
into a river and was transformed into a naiad. The Romans 
instituted an annual festival on March 15 in her honor. 
12th century B. C. 


Anna 


Jewish prophetess, who died about the beginning of the 
Christian era. 


Anna Comnena 
Greek princess, daughter of Alexius Comnenes, emperor 
of the East. She married Nicophorus. She _ plotted 
against her brother John, who succeeded her father on 
the throne at Constantinople. She then retired to a con- 
vent, where she wrote a history of her father’s reign, called 
the Alexias. 1083-1148. 


Anna Iwanowna 
Empress of Russia. Successor of Peter the Great. She 
managed the affairs of the empire with great ability, but 
was not a popular sovereign. 1694-1740. 
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Anne of Austria 


Daughter of Philip II of Spain, and wife of Louis XIII 
of France. She was regent during the minority of Louis 
XIV, her son. Cardinal Richelieu was an enemy whom 
she could not overcome. He endeavored to implicate 
her in a conspiracy with Gaston, the king’s brother. 
Her person was searched, her papers were seized, and she 
was examined by the king’s counsel. She was a woman 
of goodness of heart rather than of extraordinary capacity, 
but with Spanish haughtiness and cold demeanor, coupled 
with love of power. When regent, she appointed Cardinal 
Mazarin as her minister, which resulted in the civil war of 
the Fronde, in which the queen and Mazarin triumphed. 
She was a handsome woman and celebrated for the beauty 
of her hands and arms. Her latter years were passed in 
tranquillity. 1602-1666. 


Anne of Bohemia 


Daughter of the Emperor Charles IV, and wife of Richard 
II of England, to whom she was married when she was 
fifteen years of age. This was directly after the Wat Tyler 
insurrection, and at her earnest request, a full pardon was 
given to those who took part with him. She afterward 
saved the life of Wickliffe. 1367-1394. 


Anne Boleyn 


or more properly Bullen. She was the daughter of an 
English nobleman, and while a child of seven years was 
carried to France by Mary the sister of Henry VIII who 
married Louis XII of France. On his death, she remained 
in the service of the queen of Francis I. Her beauty and 
accomplishments were greatly admired in the French court. 
She returned to England and became maid of honor to 
Catharine of Arragon, wife of Henry VIII. The king fell 
violently in love with her, and having divorced Catharine 
against the orders of the pope, he privately married Anne. 
She was afterward crowned. Elizabeth was born to them. 
The fickle king transferred his affections to Jane Seymour, 
a maid of honor to the queen. To rid himself of Anne, 
he had her indicted for high treason, accusing her of infi- 
delity. Four noblemen were probably unjustly implicated 
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with her, three of whom were executed. No legal advisers 
were allowed her at her private trial, and she defended her- 
self. Judgment was, however, passed against her and her 
brother, and her daughter Elizabeth was declared illegiti- 
mate. She was beheaded and her body buried in a common 
elm chest in the town. Her innocence is not questioned 
by historians. On the day after the execution Henry 
married Jane Seymour. 

It was through the influence of Anne Boleyn, that the 
translation of the scriptures was sanctioned by Henry VIII. 
She was a woman of highly cultivated mind. 1507-1536. 


Anne of Beaujeau 
Daughter of Louis XI of France. Her husband, Pierre of 
Beaujeau, was an indolent man of moderate capacity. 
During the minority of her brother she was regent of 
France, and acquired renown by the acquisition of Brittany. 
1462-1522. 


Anne of Brittany 

When but five years old she was betrothed to Edward, 
the son of Edward IV of England. His tragical death, 
two years later, dissolved the contract. She was married 
by proxy to Maximilian, emperor of Austria. Anne 
of Beaujeau ignored this compact, and surrounding 
Brittany with French soldiers forced Anne to marry her 
brother Charles VIII. The marriage proved a happy one, 
and on his death, Anne abandoned herself to the deepest 
grief. Louis XII of France, her former lover, obtained a 
divorce from his deformed wife, Jeanne, daughter of Louis 
XI. She retired to a convent, and he married Anne. She 
retained great influence over him by her beauty, amiability 
and purity of life. Her piety was fervent but somewhat 
superstitious. 1476-1514. 


Anne of Cleves 
Fourth wife of Henry VIII of England. He fell in love 
with her through a portrait painted by Holbein. He soon 
became disgusted with her and obtained a divorce. She 
passed the rest of her life in England as a private personage. 
Died 1557. 
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Anne of Denmark 


Wife of James I of England and mother of Charles I. 
1574-1619. 


Anne, Queen of England 


Second daughter of James II by his first wife Anne 
Hyde. She was educated in the religion of the church 
of England, and married Prince George, brother of 
the king of Denmark. In the revolution of 1688, she 
and her husband adhered to the party of her brother-in-law 
William III. She ascended the English throne on the death 
of William III in 1702, and two months later her country 
aided by Germany and Holland declared war against France 
and Spain. The duke of Marlborough led the English 
forces. In 1706, through her efforts, the legislative union 
of England and Scotland was effected. Anne during her 
entire reign was under the control of favorites, first of the 
duchess of Marlborough and afterward of Mrs. Masham. 
The former, an imperious, ambitious and avaricious character 
kept the queen in subjection by terror for twenty years. 
Anne was the mother of seventeen children, all of whom 
died young. She finally banished Marlborough and made 
every effort to arrange that her brother should be chosen 
to succeed her. 

Her reign was not only distinguished by the brilliant 
successes of English arms, but also as the golden age of 
English literature. Pope and Addison were prominent 
authors. Her private character was amiable and she was 
termed the good Queen Anne. She was an excellent wife 
and mother. She sadly lacked energy, but was very popular 
with her people. 1664-1714. 


Anne of Ferrara 


Wife of the French duke of Guise. She behaved with 
great spirit and courage during the wars of the League. 
16th century. 


Anne of Warwick 


Wife of Richard III of England, whom she was compelled 
to marry, when he was the duke of Gloucester. To evade 
his suit she disguised herself as a house servant in London. 
He, however, discovered her and married her. At that 
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time she was the widow of Edward of Lancaster, son of 
Henry VI of England and Margaret of Anjou. This prince 
was barbarously murdered after the fatal battle of Tewksbury. 
1454-1485. 

Anne of Russia 
Wife of Henry I of France. After his death she married 
his cousin Raoul, for which act she was excommunicated. 
11th century. 


Anspach, Elizabeth B. 
English countess. Dramatist, actress and musician. Her 
moral character was bad. 1750-1828. 


Anthony, Susan B. 

American orator and journalist. Born in 1820 at South 
Adams, Mass. Her father was a Quaker, and was proprietor 
of a small cotton mill, in which his daughter worked from 
an early age. Subsequently she attended school in Phila- 
delphia, and taught school in the state of New York. She 
has participated in temperance and reformatory movements. 
She is chiefly known as an ardent supporter of the political 
enfranchisement of women. At one time she edited a Bares 
in New York, called ‘‘ The Revolution.’ 


Anticlea 
Mother of Ulysses, who committed suicide on receiving a 
false report of his death. 12th century B. C. 


Antigone 
Daughter of Cédipus, king of Thebes, by his mother 
Jocasta, whom he had married in ignorance of the relation- 
ship. It was Ci#dipus, who solved the riddle propounded 
by the Sphinx, who was ravaging the country around Thebes. 
The riddle was: What animal is that, which walks on four 
feet in the morning, two at noon, and three in the evening? 
CEdipus who was a stranger in Thebes, having been banished 
when an infant, solved the riddle, asserting that it was a 
man, who in childhood walked on all fours, in manhood on 
two feet, and in the decline of life used a staff. The 
Sphinx thereupon threw himself from a rock and perished, 
and CXdipus was rewarded by the hand of Jocasta, the queen 
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who was the widow of Laius. Upon the oracle declaring 
that the marriage was incestuous, Jocasta slew herself, and 
(Edipus put out his own eyes. Antigone his faithful 
daughter then took care of him. She was afterward im- 
mured in a tomb for endeavoring to give her brother 
Polynices, who was dead, proper sepulture. He had com- 
mitted treason and his body was forbidden interment. 
Antigone thereupon hung herself. Her sad history formed 
the plot of the best tragedy of Sophocles. 


Antiope 
Daughter of the king of Thebes, who was the son of Neptune. 
Beloved by Jupiter, by whom she had two sons, one of 
whom was Amphion, the famous musician. 


Antiope 
Often called Hippolyta. A queen of the Amazons, captured 
by Hercules and given by him to Theseus. 


Antonia, Major 
The eldest daughter of Marc Antony and Octavia, sister of 


Augustus. Nero and Messalina were her grandchildren. 
Born B. C. 39. ? 


Antonia, Minor 


Sister of the preceding. Born B.C. 38. She married 
Drusus, the brother of the Emperor Tiberius. She was the 
mother of Germanicus and the Emperor Claudius. She was 
celebrated for her beauty and her virtues. Her life was an 
unhappy one. Her son, the great general, Germanicus, was 
poisoned ; her son, Claudius, dishonored his family by his 
stupidity and vices; her grandson, the Emperor Caligula, 
hastened her death by his neglect and contempt of her ; 
and her daughter, Lavilla, was convicted of immorality and 
murder. 


Antonina 
The infamous wife of Belisarius, the general of the army of 
the Emperor Justinian. She was the boon companion of 
the Empress Theodora in her licentious revels. 6th century. 
Anyta 
Grecian poetess, who flourished about 300 B. C. 
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Aphrodite 
Grecian name of Venus, because she was born from the 
foam of the sea. 


Apollonia, Saint 
A Christian martyr of Alexandria. Burnt at thestake, 248. 


Arachne 
A Meonian maiden, who was so proud of her skill in weav- 
ing and embroidering, in which arts Minerva had instructed 
her, that she challenged Minerva to a trial of skill. Minerva 
treated her so badly that she hung herself, whereupon the 
goddess transformed her into aspider, as her name indicates. 


Aragona 


A celebrated Italian poetess and musician. She was also 
noted for her beauty. 16th century. 


Arblay, Madame d’ 


Better known by her maiden name, Frances Burney. English 
novelist. Her father was an English physician and scholar, 
who superintended her education. Her hospitable house 
was the resort in London of most of the intellectual element 
of the metropolis, prominent among whom was the famous 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, whose favor she soon gained. When 
only seventeen, she wrote her first novel ‘‘ Evelina,’’ which 
is probably her best work, although she sold it for twenty 
pounds. Her next publication was ‘‘ Cecilia.’’ About this 
time she accepted a position in the household of Queen 
Charlotte. ‘This situation was one of splendid slavery, and 
the stiff etiquette of the court involved irksome duties. 
She was emancipated from this thraldom in 1793 by her 
marriage to a Trench refugee officer, count d’ Arblay. 
She then resumed her pen, and produced a tragedy, ‘* Edwin 
and Elgitha.’’ Her next effort was her novel of ‘‘ Camilla,’’ 
from which she realized 3,000 guineas. Her last literary 
effort was a memoir of her father. Her husband joined 
the army of Napoleon, and his wife resided in Paris ten 
years. 1752-1840. 


Arbouville, Countess d’ 


French writer. Her poems were principally elegies and 
ballads. Died 1850. 
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Arc, Joan of 
Called the Maid of Orleans. See ‘‘ Joan.’’ 


Archidamea 

Daughter of the king of Sparta. Grecian patriot. When 
Pyrrhus, the renowned general, with his army approached 
Sparta, the senate resolved to send all the women out of the 
city. Thereupon Archidamea, with a large body of armed 
women, entered the senate house and administered a severe 
reproof to the members. ‘The women declared they would 
not leave the city, nor survive its fall. 3d century B,C. 


Archinta, Margherita 
An Italian lady of high rank. A poetess and musical com- 
poser. 16th century. 


Aretaphila 

Wife of Nicocrates, tyrant of Cyrene. Upon the failure of 
her attempt to poison this usurper, she incited her brother, 
Lysander, to rebel against him. ‘The tyrant was deposed 
and assassinated. Lysander, on his accession, imitated the 
cruelties of Nicocrates whereupon Aretaphila invited 
Anabus, a prince of Lybia, to invade Cyrene. He did so, 
and by a stratagem took Lysander a prisoner. The people 
of Cyrene, when they were apprised of the capture of their 
hated ruler, flocked to the camp of Anabus and _ hailed 
Aretaphila as their savior and queen. She declined the 
honor, preferring the privacy of domestic life, Lysander 
was tied in a bag and cast into the sea. 


Arete 
Daughter of the philosopher, Aristippus of Cyrene. On 
his death, she taught his system with great success. She 
imparted the same tenets to her son, Aristippus, Jr. 4th 
century B.C. 


Arethusa 


A nymph of Elis, daughter of Oceanus and one of Diana’s 
attendants. Enticed by her beauty, a river god pursued 
her through Arcadia. Diana rescued her by turning her into 
a fountain. 
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Argiva 
A surname of Juno, as worshiped at Argos. 


Argyll, Duchess of 


Formerly Lady Villers. Scotch philanthropist. Organized 
a society for alleviating the miseries of prisoners in Scotch 
jails. 1817-1841. 


Ariadne 


Daughter of Minos, king of Crete. She fell in love with 
Theseus and gave him a clew of thread, which enabled him 
to find his way back after he had wandered through the 
labyrinth to slay the minotaur. This monster was half man 
and half bull. He was fed on human flesh, and afterward 
on youth and maidens sent from Athens annually. He was 
sent by Neptune to avenge an insult offered the god by 
Minos. Under promise of marriage, Ariadne fled with 
Theseus from Crete. On their way to Athens, she was 
slain on the island of Naxos by Diana. One story asserts 
that she became the bride of Bacchus. She was eventually 
placed among the stars. By some she is the emblem of 
immortality ; by others a sort of Proserpina—Venus, who 
presides over the birth and death of our species. She takes 
the soul through the labyrinth of life, and leads it forth to a 
new existence. She has been rendered famous in art. The 
statue of Ariadne in a partly recumbent position on a tiger, 
is a well-known piece of sculpture in a small museum in 
Frankfort. 


Ariadne 


Daughter of Leo I, emperor of the East. Buried her 
drunken husband, Zeno, while alive, in a sepulchre. A. D. 
515. 


Arignote 


A Greek philosopher. Pupil and probably the daughter of 
Pythagoras. 6th century B. C. 


Arkwright, Mrs. 
English musician. Died 1849. 
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Arlotta 
A beautiful Frenchwoman, the daughter of a tanner. She 
became the mistress of Robert, the duke of Normandy, and 
the mother of William the Conqueror. 11th century. 


Armyne, Lady Mary 


English writer and philanthropist. Endowed three hospitals. 
Died 1675. 


Arnaud, Fanny 
French novelist. Wife of Charles Reybaud. Born 1803. 


Arnauld 


Three sisters, Frenchwomen, noted for their piety and 
executive talent. They all were abbesses of large convents. 
17th century. 


Arne, Cecilia 


One of the most distinguished of English vocalists of her 
time, Wife of Thomas Arne, an eminent composer. Died 


1780. 
Arnim, Bettina von 


A gifted German writer. Daughter of General Brentano, 
who died of wounds, in the Prussian service. She is best 
known by her letters, published as the ‘‘ Correspondence of 
Goethe with aChild.’’ Mrs. Hale, in her excellent work, 
<¢Woman’s Record,’’ thus describes the Platonic affection : 
<< lhe very remarkable intercourse between the great poetical 
artist and the ‘child’ is of a character which could never 
have happened but in Germany, where philosophy is half 
sister to romance, and romance appears half the time in the 
garb of philosophy. * * * Little Bettina became the 
favorite of Goethe’s mother, who resided in Frankfort, and 
whose love for her talented son savored almost of idolatry. 
This completed the infatuation of Bettina. * * * We 
cannot read her burning expressions without sadness, when 
reflecting that she, a maiden of sixteen summers, thus 
lavished the rich treasures of her virgin affections on a man 
sixty years old, whose head had been indurated by such a 
long course of gross sensuality as must have made him 
impenetrable in his selfish egotism to any real sympathy 


wen 
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with her enthusiasm. Moreover Goethe was a married man, 
having married his housekeeper, who for sixteen years had 
been his mistress. He did not love Bettina, but her admira- 
tion flattered his vanity, and he drew her on to make these 
passionate confessions, which seem more like the ravings of 
an opium eater than the feelings of a female soul.’’ She 
was but sixteen when the correspondence began, and thirty- 
three when it terminated. She then married Ludwig von 
Arnim, a well-known poet and novelist. In Berlin, where 
they removed, she became a star in the fashionable as well 
as the literary world. After his death, Bettina divided her 
time between literature and charities. 1791-1859. 


Arnould, Sophie 


A French actress and vocalist of the highest rank. For her 
wit and personal attractions she was compared to Aspasia 
and Ninon del’ Enclos. 1740-1802. 


Arragon, Joan of 


Wife of Prince Ascanio Colonna. He assisted the Imperial 
forces, when Rome was besieged by Bourbon in 1527. Little 
is known of her life, but no woman of her age attained 
greater celebrity or elicted more praise. Eulogies were 
composed to her by the literati in ten different languages. 
DIETS. 


Arragon, Tullia d’ 


An Italian poetess, possessing great beauty and genius. 
16th century. 


Arria 


A brave Roman, wife of Paetus, a consul under the Emperor 
Claudius. Her husband aided Scribonius in a revolt against 
Claudius in Illyria. He was captured and condemned to 
death. Upon his hesitating to commit suicide, Arria seized 
a dagger and plunged it into her own breast. ‘Turning to 
Paetus and handing him the bloody weapon, she said, ‘‘ It 
is not painful, Paetus.’’ 1st century. 


Arsinoe 


Two queens of Egypt, who were the first to introduce 
incestuous marriages, which afterward became common in 
the reigning family of that country. 
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Artemis 


Greek name of the goddess Diana. 


Artemisia I 


Queen of Caria in Asia Minor. One of the most distinguished 
women of antiquity. She joined the fleet of Xerxes when 
he invaded Greece. Her five vessels were the best equipped 
of the entire fleet. In the naval battle of Salamis she dis- 
played such valor, that Xerxes said: ‘‘ The men behave like 
women, and the women like men.’’ ‘The Greeks offered 
10,000 drachme to anyone who would take her prisoner. 
Xerxes entrusted his children to her. She fell in love with 
a youth of Abydos, named Dardanus, whom she deprived 
of sight because her affection was unrequited. Like the 
poetess Sappho, she made a fatal leap from a promontory 
in Leucadia and was drowned. 5th century B. C. 


Artemisia II 


Also a queen of Caria and wife of Mausolus. Upon his 
death she erected a stately tomb, the Mausoleum, which was 
one of the seven wonders of the world. Subsequently she 
led her army against the Rhodians, displayed undaunted 
bravery and captured their city. She treated the inhabitants 
with great severity. 4th century B.C. 


Artimpasa 


A goddess of the Scythians, whose attributes resembled 
those of Venus. 


Artner, Marie Therese 


German poetess and dramatist, and daughter of an Austrian 
Officer. 1772-1829, 


Arundel, Lady Blanche 


Gained distinction by her defence of Wardour Castle against 
the English parliament. 1583-1649. 


Arundel, Mary 


English countess and learned writer. 16th century. 


Ascham, Margaret 


Wife of Roger Ascham, the preceptor of Queen Elizabeth. 
A scholar. 16th century. 
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Asenath 


Daughter of Potiphar of Egypt, a high priest, and wife of 
Joseph the Hebrew. 


Ashtoreth or Astarte 
A Syrian goddess, who was worshiped by many Israelites. 


Askew, Anne 
English protestant martyr. Burnt at the stake by order of 
Henry VIII. 1529-1546. 

Asmar, Maria Theresa 
Born near Nineveh in 1804. Wrote interesting memoirs. 

Aspasia 
Grecian scholar. Wife of Pericles, who divorced his first 
wife to marry her. In eloquence, she surpassed her con- 
temporaries. She was the friend and intellectual companion 
of Socrates. On the death of Pericles, she became con- 
nected, possibly by marriage, with Lysicles, a grazier. 5th 
century B. C. 

Aspasia, of Milto 
Beautiful mistress of Cyrus, the Younger, of Greece. She 


was taken prisoner by Artaxerxes of Persia, who made her 
the first in his harem. 5th B.C. 


Assing, Rose M. 
German poetess, sister of von Ense. 1783-1840. 


Astarte 
A powerful divinity of Syria. 300 priests administered in 
her temple at Heiropolis. 

Asteli, Mary 
English religious writer. 1608-1731. 


Asteria 
Daughter of Coeus, the Titan. Sister of Latona. Threw 
herself into the ocean and was transformed into the island 
of Delos. 

Asten, Louise 


German authoress. Nurse in the Berlin hospital. Born 
1820. 
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Astra 


Goddess of Justice. Descended from the Titans. 


Atalanta 


Her father, a king of Arcadia, insisting upon her marriage, 
she agreed to wed any man who could surpass her in run- 
ning. The suitor was to start a few feet in advance, while 
she pursued him with a lance. After a number had failed 
and were slain, and their heads placed on stakes around the 
arena, Milanion, her cousin, entered the lists. Venus 
had presented him with three golden apples from the garden 
of the Hesperides, and as soon as he had started he artfully 
threw the apples at some distance from each other. While 
Atalanta, charmed at the sight, stopped to gather the apples, 
Milanion won the race. They were married, and were 
subsequently turned into lions. 


Atargatis 


Até 


An Eastern deity, the same as Derceto. 


Goddess of Evil. Daughter of Jupiter. Her character is 
almost the same as that of Nemesis or Erinnys. She 
deceived Jupiter on one occasion, which he afterward 
resented, whereupon, seizing her by the hair, he hurled her 
from Olympus. ‘Thenceforward, she took up her abode 
among men. 


Athaliah 


Daughter of King Ahab and Jezebel, and wife of Jehoram, 
king of Judah. Upon the death of her husband and also 
of her son, Ahaziah, who reigned but a single year, 
Athaliah slew all but one of the seed royal of the house of 
Judah, although they were her grandchildren, and ascended 
the throne B. C. 884. She reigned six years and worshiped 
idols. At that time, Joash, a son of Ahaziah, who had 
been concealed six years in the temple, was produced by the 
high priest before the soldiers, and anointed king. Atha- 
liah failed to stem the revolt, and was slain, B. C. 878.

Daughter of Cyrus the Great, king of Persia. She married 
her own brother, Cambysses, the first instance of incest 
among the Persians. After his death, she became the wife 
of the impostor, Smerdis, and subsequently of Darius 
Hystaspes. She was the mother of Xerxes. 5th century B. C. 


Attenduli, Margaret d’ 


Italian heroine. She was the daughter of a day laborer 
and the sister of the great Sforza, who became the grand 
constable of Naples, and afterward was the founder of the 
house of Sforza, dukes of Milan. Upon her brother being 
imprisoned subsequently for interfering with the prospective 
marriage of Joanna II, queen of Naples, Margaret took 
command of the troops and effected his release. Born 1375. 


Auber, Harriett 
English religious poetess. 1773-1862. 


Aubert, Constance 


French novelist. Eldest daughter of the duchess of Abrantes. 
Born 1803. 


Aubert, Pauline 
French actress. Born 1802. 


Aubespine, Madeleine de L. 
French poetess ; a wit and beauty. Died 1596. 


Audouard, Olympe 
French journalist. Born at Marseilles 1835. Her father 
was a Spaniard and her mother an Englishwoman. At 
sixteen she married her cousin, from whom she separated 
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five years later. She resumed her maiden name of DeJouval, 
and started a journal in Paris, called the ‘‘ Papillon,’’ to 
which Gautier, Dumas, Michelet and Houssaye contributed. 
The journal was succeeded by ‘‘ La Revue Cosmopolite,”’ 
which was suppressed by the government. Her writings 
were voluminous, and one feature of her romances was her 
inveterate hatred to men as a class. Her religious views 
were spiritualistic. 


Auer, Adelheid von 
German miscellaneous writer. Daughter of general Cosel, 
and has always written under the pseudonym of Charlotte 
von Cosel. Born 1818. 


Aunoy, Marie C. 
French novelist. Also wrote historical memoirs. Her 
writings are light and somewhat frivolous. She was of high 
social rank. 1650-1705. 


Aurelia 
Daughter of Cotta the Roman consul. Mother of Julius 
Cesar. An illustrious Roman matron. She lived with 
her son, and was treated by him with great respect. Died 
Bas 4 


Aurelia, Orestilla 


A beautiful, but profligate woman, whom Catiline married. 
1st century B. C. 


Aurenhammer, Josepha 
Celebrated German musician. 18th century. 

Aurinia 
A prophetess held in great veneration by the early Ger- 
mans. 


Aurora 
Goddess of the dawn. The Eos of the Greeks. She car- 
ried off Orion, the giant, and retained him, until he was 
slain by the darts of Diana. 


Austen, Jane 
English novelist. Daughter of a clergyman, who died 
while she was yet young. She wrote ‘‘Sense and Sensibility,”’ 
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‘¢ Pride and Prejudice,’’ ‘¢ Mansfield Park,’’ and ‘* Emma,’’ 
which were all published anonymously during her life. Her 
other two works ‘‘ Northanger Abbey ’’ and ‘‘ Persuasion ’’ 
were posthumous publications. The characters in her 
novels were mainly taken from the middle ranks. Although 
not beautiful, she possessed many personal attractions. 
She was gentle, with a sweet voice, and perfect placidity of 
temper. The disease, consumption, of which she ultimately 
died, apparently increased her mental efforts. She wrote 
as long as she could hold a pen. 1775-1817. 

Austin, Jane 
American novelist. Her maiden name was Goodwin. 
Born 1831 in Massachusetts. Died 1894. 

Austin, Sarah 
English scholar. Distinguished as a translator of German 
works. 1793-1867. 

Auxesia 
A. goddess, who granted crops to the fields. 

Avellaneda, Gertrude d’ 
A popular Spanish poetess, born in Cuba. 1816-1873. 


Avogadro, Lucia 
Italian poetess, who won even the praise of Tasso. Died 


1568. 
Avrillot, Barbe 
Better known by her married name Acarie. French 


religious writer. She founded the order of Reformed 
Carmellites. 1565-1618. 

Axiothea 
Greek philosopher in the time of Plato. She attended his 
lectures in male attire. 5th century B. C. 

Ayeshah 
Favorite wife of Mohammed, to whom she was married at 
the ageof nine. She bore a conspicuous part in the warlike 
events which occurred after his death. Died 677. 

Azzi, Faustina 
Italian poetess, under the name of Eurinomia. Died 1724.

1777-1820. 

Bache, Sarah 
The only daughter of Benjamin Franklin, and wife of 
Richard Bache, a merchant of Philadelphia. American 
philanthropist. She collected 2,200 ladies, who made gar- 
ments for the Revolutionary soldiers. 1744-1808. 


Bacon, Anne C. 
English scholar. She was distinguished for her piety, 
virtue and learning. Daughter of Anthony Cooke, pre- 
ceptor of Edward VI. She was a remarkable linguist. 
1528-1610. 

Bacon, Delia 
American novelist. Daughter of Dr. Leonard Bacon. 
She was born in Detroit. She also wrote ‘‘ Philosophy of 
the Plays of Shakspeare,’’ in which the Baconian theory 
as to the authorship of the dramas of Shakspeare was first 
announced. 1811-1859. 

Bader, Clarisse 
French philosopher. Born at Strasburg 1840. 


Badere, Clemence 
French novelist. Born 1813. 
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Baffa, Francesca 
Italian poetess. 16th century. 


Bailey, Margaret 
An American journalist. Born in Virginia in 1812. 


Baillie, Joanna 
The best of female Scotch dramatists. Her ‘‘ Plays on the 
Passions’’ are the best known of her works. She also 
wrote poems. Salutary moral effect. 1762-1851. 


Baker, Harriet Newell 
American writer, principally of books for the young. 
Daughter of Leonard Woods, of Andover. Known by 
her pseudonyms, ‘‘ Madeline Leslie’’ and ‘‘Aunt Hally.’’ 
She has published 190 volumes. Born 1815. 


Balard, Marie F. 
French poetess. 1776-1822. 


Balicour, Marguerite T. 
A popular French actress. 1700-1743. 


Ballestrem, Countess 
German novelist and poetess. Born 1854. 


Ballin, Louise B. 
French religious writer. A nun who founded the sister- 
hood of the reformed Benedictines. Date unknown. 


Balsamina, Camilla 
Italian vocalist. Died 1810. 


Bancroft, Marie 
English actress. In 1856 she appeared at the Lyceum 
Theatre, London, and soon became recognized as the queen 
of burlesque. She subsequently became manager of the 
Prince of Wales’ Theatre, and produced English comedies. 
In 1880 she reopened the Haymarket Theatre. She was 
unrivaled in her command of stage resources. Born 1842. 


Bandettini, Teresa 
Italian poetess of great celebrity and lovely character. 
1763-1837. 
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Banks, Isabelle Varley 
English writer. Wife of George L. Banks. Born 1821. 


Banti, Georgiana B. 
Italian vocalist. 1757-1806. 


Barbara, Saint 


A celebrated martyr, who was instructed by Origen. 
Suffered death under Galerius. 4th century. 


Barbara 
Wife of the Emperor Sigismund. To escape from imprison- 
ment in Hungary, he promised to marry this creature. She 
was shameless in her immoralities and a _ pronounced 
atheist. 15th century. 


Barbauld, Anna Letitia 


English writer of great merit. Her writings excel in 
originality of thought and vigor of expression. Many of 
her works were devotional. She was the daughter as well 
as the wife of a clergyman. 1743-1825. 


Barbe de Verrue 


French poetess. A remarkable improvisatrice, and a female 
troubadour. Sheacquired a fortune by traveling from town 
to town singing her own verses. She was illegitimate, and 
was adopted by the count de Verrue. 13th century. 


Barber, Mary 
Irish poetess. Friend of Dean Swift. 1712-1757. 


Barber, Mary A. 
American educator. 1789-1860. 


Rarbier, Marie A. 
French dramatist. Died 1742. 


Barker, Lady Mary A. 
English writer. A native of Jamaica. roth century. 


Barker, Lucy D. 


English writer of books for children. Editress of a maga- 
zine. Born 1841. 
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Barnard, Lady Anne 
Scotch poetess. Wrote ‘‘ Auld Robin Gray.’’ 1750-1825. 


Barnes, Susan R. 
American poetess. Bornin New Hampshire. 19th century. 


Baroni, Adriana B. 


Italian scholar. Celebrated also for her beauty. 17th 
century. 


Baroni, Leonora 
Italian vocalist. Daughter of above. 17th century. 


Barr, Amelia E. 
American journalist. Born 1831. 


Barry, Helen 


English actress. A favorite in London and New York. 
Born 1850. 


Barry, Marie Jeanne 


French countess, and a mistress of Louis XV. She exer- 
cised a powerful influence at court, and many distinguished 
men were forced to solicit her aid for their advancement. 
During the Reign of Terror she was arrested as a royalist 
and executed in 1793. 


Bartley, Mrs. 


English actress. Daughter of Williamson, the actor. She 
made her début at the age of sixteen. Her career was 
successful in Europe and America. 1785-1850. 


Bartoli, Minerva 
Italian poetess. 16th century. 


Barton, Clara 


American philanthropist in the late Civil War in this country. 
At one time she was a clerk in the Patent office. After- 
ward she acted as nurse in the Franco-German War. 
She established at her own expense, a bureau of record of 
missing men. Born 1830. 
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Barton, Elizabeth 

English fanatic, or impostor, during the reign of Henry 
VIII. . She was known as the ‘‘ Maid of Kent,’’ and was 
one time a servant in Allington, but was taught by designing 
persons to throw her face and limbs in contortions, to 
pretend prophetical power, and to denounce divine vengeance 
on heretics. Prophesying that Henry VIII would lose his 
crown in seven months if he divorced his wife Catharine, 
she was executed in 1534. ‘The Bishop of Rochester shared 
the same fate for crediting her prophecies. 


Barwell, Elizabeth 
English writer for the young. 1800-1885. 


Basalina 


Mother of Julian the Apostate. Favored the doctrines of 
the Arians.” ‘Died331. 


BRashkirtzeff, Marie 


Russian artist. Writer of a most unique diary. Daughter of 
a general. s1gth century. 


Basine 
Mother of Clovis, king of the Franks. 5th century. 


Bassanville, Countess Anais 


French journalist. Educated under Madame Campan. 
Edited three periodicals. Born 1806. 


Basseporte, Madeleine F. 


French painter of flowers and birds. She was designer of 
the Jardin de Plantes in Paris. 1700-1780. 


Bassi, Laura M. 
Italian scholar. A most precocious child and a marvelous 
linguist. At an early age she publicly discussed philosophy. 
She received the highest honors conferred on literary per- 
sons, and a pension was granted her. She married Dr. 
Vérati, a professor in the University, and was an excellent 
wife, attending to the most minute domestic duties. She 
trained her children admirably, and yet continued her suc- 
cessful literary labors. Her writings were mostly in the 
Latin language. 1711-1778. 
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Bastide, Jeanne 
French novelist. 19th century. 


Bateman, Isabel 
American actress. Her family removed to England in 1863. 
Two years later she made her début in a child’s character in 
London. For six years after 1872 she played the leading 
characters with Henry Irving. Most of her acting has been 
done in the theatres of London. Born in Cincinnati 1854. 


Bateman, Kate J. 


Sister of theabove. Americanactress. Her father became 
the manager of the Lyceum Theatre in London. She was 
introduced to the London public by P. T. Barnum in con- 
junction with her young sister as the ‘‘ Bateman Children.’ 
Her married name was Crowe. Her best character was that 
of ‘‘ Leah’’ ina play of thatname. Born in Baltimore 1842. 


Bates, Charlotte F. 
American poetess. Born in New York 1838. 


Bathilda, Saint 


Originally an Anglo Saxon. Became the wife of Clovis I, 
king of France. Celebrated for her talents and piety. Can- 
onized by Pope Nicholas I. Died 680. 


Bathori, Elizabeth 


Niece of a king of Poland and wife of a Hungarian count. 
She enticed to her castle a great number of young girls and 
massacred them. She bathed in their blood, that she might 
restore her own beauty. Died 1614. 


Bathsheba 


Wife of Uriah the Hittite, a soldier in King David’s army. 
David, infatuated with Bathsheba’s beauty, placed Uriah in 
the van of the army, where he was soon killed by the enemy. 
The king then married Bathsheba, and to please her, chose 
her son Solomon as his successor on the throne to the exclu- 
sion of several older sons. Solomon, when king, treated 
her with respect. Died B. C. ror2. 
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Battistati, Louisa 
An Italian patriot who headed a valiant body of young men 
in defending Milan during the five days of the Revolution 
of 1848. After Barbarossa stormed Milan in 1850, she 
defended a large establishment at Vettabia, an adjacent 
town, where 580 women and children had taken refuge. 


Battu, Marie 


French vocalist. Daughter of an orchestra leader and pupil 
of Duprez. Made her début in 1860, and sang with great 
success in opera until 1872, when she withdrew from the 
stage. Born 1840. 


Baucis 

An aged woman who dwelt with her husband Philemon in a 
small town in Phrygia. ‘They were extremely poor and 
occupied an humble cottage. Jupiter and Mercury, in the 
form of men, came to this town one evening and asked for 
hospitality, but the doors were closed against them. But the 
aged couple received them gladly. The quality of the guests 
was soon revealed by the wine bowl becoming replenished 
as fast as it was emptied. They told their hosts that they 
intended to destroy the godless town and that they must 
ascend an adjacent hill. The site of the town became a 
lake, while the humble dwelling was transformed into a 
temple on an island, in which the old couple henceforth 
officiated until their sudden death, when they were turned 
into trees. ‘This story somewhat resembles the Bible narra- 
tive of the destruction of the Cities of the Plain. 


Baucis 
A Greek poetess and disciple of Sappho. 6thcentury B.C. . 


Bauck, T. M. C. 


Swedish painter. In 1883 she removed to Munich, where 
she took charge of a large art school for young ladies. 
Born 1840. 


Bauer, Klara 


German novelist. Her pseudonym was ‘‘ Karl Detlef.’’ 
For a time she was a music teacher in Russia. 1836-1876. 
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Baxter, Lydia 
American hymn writer. Wrote the hymn, ‘‘ Gates Ajar.’’ 
1809-1874. 

Bayard, Elsie J. 
American poetess. 19th century. 


Baylor, Frances C. 
American novelist. Born 1818. 


Baynard, Anne 


English scholar and remarkable linguist. Daughter of an 
eminent physician. A woman of great piety. 1672-1697. 


Beale, Mary 
English portrait painter. Pupil of Sir Peter Lely. 
1632-1697. 

Beatrice Portinari 


Beloved by Dante, the great Italian poet. She was a beauti- 
ful and virtuous woman. She was the heroine of Dante’s 
immortal poem, the Divina Comedia. 1266-1290. 


Beatrix, Saint 
Put to death in 303 by order of the Emperor Diocletian. 


Beauclerc, Diana 
English artist. 18th century. 


Beaufort, Joan 
Wife of James I, king of Scotland. Born 1446. 


Beaufort, Margaret 


Countess of Richmond. Great granddaughter of John of 
Gaunt and mother of Henry VII, king of England. Mar- 
ried three times. 1441-1509. 


Beauharnais, Fanny 


Countess, and aunt of Josephine’s first husband. French 
poetess. 1738-1813. 


Beaumesnil, Henriette A. 
French comic actress. 1748-1803. 
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Beaumont, Madame 
French religious writer. 1711-1780. 


Beauval, Jeanne O. 
French comic actress. Born in Holland. 1643-1720. 


Beauvoir, Aimee de 
French dramatist. 1823-1859. 


Becker, Christiane A. 
Celebrated German actress. Subject of Goethe’s poem of 
Euphrosyne. 1777-1796. 


Bectoz, Claudine de 
French scholar. She was abbess of a convent, and was sur- 
named ‘‘ The Scholastic Sister.’’ 1480-1547. 


Bedriaga, Maria E. 
Russian novelist. 1794-1830. 


Beecher, Catharine E. 


American writer. Daughter of Dr. Lyman Beecher. Born 
on Long Island. Principal of a seminary in Hartford, and 
afterward in Cincinnati. 1800-1878. 


Beers, Ethel L. 
American poetess. Bornin New Jersey. 1827-1879. 


Behn, Aphra 
English writer in the reign of Charles II. Her works were 
licentious. Her pseudonym was ‘ Astrzea.’’ She wrote 
numerous playsand poems. Pope refers to her. 1640-1689. 


Bekker, Elizabeth 
A famous Dutch novelist and poetess. Married a Protest- 
ant clergyman, whom she survived. 1738-1804. 


Belgiojoso, Cristina T. 
Italian princess and patriot. In 1848 she warmly advocated 
the Italian revolution and raised a battalion of volunteers at 
her own expense. Her property was confiscated and she 
removed to Paris. 1808-1871. 
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Belisana 
A Gallic deity, analogous to the Minerva of the Romans. 


Bellamy, Anne G. 
A noted English actress. Died in poverty, 1788. 


Bellamy, Emily L. 
American novelist. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Kampa Thorpe.’’ Born 
18309. ; 
Bellamy, Georgiana 


English actress. Made her début at fourteen. Her life 
was a series of errors and misfortunes. She wrote six vol- 
umes of her memoirs. Died in Edinburgh in deep distress. 


1733-1788. 
Belleville, Jane de 


French warrior. Her husband having been beheaded by 
King Philip of Valois, she armed three vessels and attacked 
all the French she met. She fought with a sword in one 
hand and a torch in the other. She is said to have been 
the most beautiful woman of her time. 14th century. 


Bellini, Guisepa 
Italian countess. Philanthropist. Founded schools for both 
sexes to study trades. 1776-1837. 


Belloc, Louise S. 


Associated with Mlle. Montgolfier as a French philanthro- 
pist and writer in educating the children of the poor. Pub- 
lished a magazine for the young. Born 1799. 


Bellona 


Goddess of war. Either the sister of Mars or his wife. 
Her Greek name was Enyo. She had a temple in Rome, 
the priests of which gashed their thighs frightfully. 


Belot, Octavia G. 
French writer and translator. 1719-1805. 


Benaschi, Angela 
Italian portrait painter. Born 1666. 
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Bendish, Bridget 
Granddaughter of Oliver Cromwell. English scholar. 
Died 1727. 


Benger, Elizabeth O. 
English writer. 1778-1827. 


Bennet, Agnes N. 
English novelist. Died 1805. 


Benoist, Maria G. 
French painter. 1767-1826. 


Bent, Aichah 
Spanish poetess of Moorish descent. Died 1009. 


Bentzon, Therese 
French novelist. Her romances are mainly excellent trans- 
lations from modern English, German and American writers. 
Her original tales are all short and concise. Known also as 
a journalist. Born 1840. 


Benwell, Mary 
English portrait painter. 17th century. 


Berengaria 


Daughter of the king of Naples, and wife of Richard Coeur 
de Lion, king of England. Richard had been betrothed to 
Alice, daughter of Louis VII of France, when she was a 
child of three years of age. ‘This engagement severed, he 
married Berengaria, whe accompanied him to the Holy 
Land. After concluding a peace with Saladin, he sent the 
queen home by sea, while he, disguised as a templar, under- 
took the journey by land. He was taken prisonér by 
Leopold of Austria and detained five years. For two years 
after his return to England, he neglected his wife and 
indulged in the grossest dissipation. Finally his conscience 
awakened and his faithful wife forgave him. From that 
time, they were never parted, until his death. She survived 
him many years, founded an abbey and devoted herself to 
pious works. 12th century. 
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Berenice 
Daughter of Ptolemy Philadelphus of Egypt, and wife of 
Antiochus II of Syria. Murdered by Laodice, his former 
wife, from whom he had been divorced. Died B. C. 248. 


Berenice 
Daughter of Ptolemy Aulates of Egypt. Sister of Cleopatra. 
Slain by her own father. 1st century B. C. 


Berenice 
Wife of Mithridates, king of Pontus, by whom she was 
killed. B.C. 2d century. 


Berenice 
Daughter of Salome, sister of Herod the Great of Judea. 
She married her cousin, Aristobulus, son of Herod and 
Marianne. After his death, she married again, removed 
to Rome, and won the favor of the Emperor Augustus, 
which proved of great service to Herod Agrippa, her son.

After her marriage, she disappeared from the 
stage; but in 1877 resumed her acting. Born 1850.

Italian poetess. Born 1810. 


Bernasconi, Antonia 
Celebrated German vocalist, 18th century. 
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Bernat, Julie 
French actress. Pseudonym ‘‘ Judith.’’ Relative of 
Rachel. Born 1827. 


Bernauer, Agnes 
Wife of Albert, duke of Bavaria. Drowned by her father 
for alleged sorcery 1435. 


Berners, Julianna 
English early writer. Prioress of a nunnery. 14th century. 


Bernhardt, Sarah 


Celebrated French actress. Her father was a French lawyer, 
her mother a Dutch Jewess. She was born in Paris, and 
attended school at Versailles. In 1862 she appeared on the 
Paris stage, but made no impression. ‘The discomfited 
actress then took a holiday trip in Spain. She returned to 
Paris, and took a subordinate part in the choruses. Her 
first real triumph was as ‘* Anne Danby’’ in ‘ Kean,’’ in 
1868; but it was not until 1879, when she appeared as 
‘«Zanetto’’ in ‘‘ Passant,’’ that she electrified Paris and 
found herself famous. Victor Hugo was loud in her praise. 
During the siege of Paris, Mlle. Bernhardt served as a nurse 
in the ambulance corps of the French army. 

She has considerable talent as a sculptress. In 1882 
she married M. Jacques Damala, a Greek actor, from whom 
she separated the following year. Born 1844. 


Berry, Mary 
English writer. Correspondent of Horace Walpcle. 1762- 
1852. 

Berry or Berri, Duchess of 
Daughter of Ferdinand I, king of the two Sicilies. Par- 
ticipated in a revolt, to place her infant son on the French 
throne. 1798-1870. 

Bertana, Lucia 
Renowned Italian poetess. Gifted with all the virtues. 
1530-1567. 

Berteaux, Helene 
French sculptress. Married one of her pupils. Born 1825. 
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Bertha 


Daughter of a French king, and wife of Ethelbert, king of 
Kent. By her influence, Christianity was introduced into 
England, for she inspired the pagan king and his court with 
a respect for the Christian religion. The pope sent forty 
monks, among whom was St. Augustine, to preach the gos- 
pel. The king was publicly baptized, and enacted the first 
written code of laws which had appeared in England. 6th 
century. 


Bertha or Bertrade 


Wife of Pepin, and mother of Charlemagne. A most 
excellent woman. Died 783.

Wife of Philip I, king of France. An ambitious woman, 
but an unfaithful wife. 1rith century. 


Besant, Annie 


English philosopher. Educated by Miss Marryatt, the 
daughter of the novelist, who imbued her with high church 
doctrines. From an intense ritualist, she became a pro- 
nounced sceptic in religion, the result of a disbelief in God’s 
goodness in permitting her babe to be racked with a terrible 
cough. She thereupon published an infidel work on ‘ The 
Deity of Jesus,’’ which fact caused a separation between 
her husband and herself. He was a rector in the established 
church. The Court of Chancery deprived her of the cus- 
tody of her child, on account of her atheistical and Mal- 
thusian opinions. She has been a contributor to Mr. Brad- 
laugh’s magazine and a lecturer on politics, theology and 
science, She is the successor of Madame Blavatsky, 19th 
century.

Celebrated musician. Original name ‘‘ Kiene.’’ Instructed 


in music by Haydn and Beethoven, who highly commended 
her. 1786-1820. 


Biheron, Marie C. 
French physician. Noted anatomist. 1719-1786. 


Bilderjik, Katharine W. 
Dutch dramatist. Wife of a celebrated poet. Died 1830. 


Billington, Elizabeth W. 
Most celebrated English vocalist of her day. Made her 
début at fourteen. Her private character was bad. 1769- 
1818. 

Billioni, N. Bussa 
A prominent French actress. Died 1783. 


Biondi, Angelica L. 
Italian poetess. 1771-1805. 
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Birch-Pfeiffer, Charlotte 
Popular German actress and dramatist. 1800-1868 


Bishop, Anna 
Celebrated English vocalist. Her maiden name was Riviere. 
Her third husband was Martin Shultz of New York, in which 
city she died. 1832-1884. 

Bissing, Henriette von. 
German novelist. 1798-1879. 


Black, Mrs, 
English portrait painter, as was also her daughter. 18th 
century. 
Blackburne, E. Owens 


Irish novelist and journalist. She lost her sight when she 
was eleven years, and regained it at the age of eighteen. 
Born 1848. 


Blackwell, Antoinette Brown 


American theologian. Born in the state of New York, 
studied at Oberlin, and was ordained pastor of a congrega- 
tional church in Butler, N. Y. She has taken an active 
part in the Women’s Rights movement. Born 1825. 


Blackwell, Elizabeth 
American physician. She was the first woman who ever 
received the degree of M. D. in the United States. She 
was refused admission into the medical school of Philadel- 
phia. Practiced in New York city. Born in England 
1821. 


Blaes, Eliza 
Belgian vocalist. roth century. 


Blahetka, Leopoldine 
Austrian musician. Born 1r8rt. 


Blake, Lillie D. 
American reformer. Born 1835. 


Blamire, Susannah 
English poetess. 1748-1794. 
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Blanc, Marie T. 


French novelist. Her pseudonym was ‘‘Th. Bentzon.’’ 
Born 1840. 


Blanchard, Marie M. 


French aeronaut, as was also her husband. Killed by the 
explosion of a balloon, 1819. 


Blanche of Castile 


Queen of France. She was the wife of Louis VIII, of 
France, daughter of Alphonso I of Castile, and grand- 
daughter of Henry I, of England. She was one of the 
most illustrious characters of her time. She displayed as 
regent a marked ability during the minority of her son, 
and also, subsequently, in her second regency, during his 
absence in the Holy Land, in one of the Crusades. The 
defeat and imprisonment of her royal son in the east 
affected her greatly and hastened her death. Died 1252. 


Bland, Elizabeth 


English scholar. Remarkable for her knowledge of Hebrew. 
17th century. 


Blavatsky, Helen P. 


Russian theologian. Her father was colonel and _ her 
grandfather a general in the Russian army. She was 
descended from a noble family. She was a marvelous 
linguist, speaking forty languages and dialects. She 
resided in India for more than forty years, where she 
embraced Buddhism, and was a Buddhist of the highest 
rank. Her remarkable work ‘‘ Isis Unveiled,’’ pub- 
lished in 1877, contains a complete history of ancient 
and modern mysticism. In 1878, Madam _ Blavatsky 
founded the Theological Society in America, the avowed 
object of which was to form a universal brotherhood of 
humanity, to study Aryan literature, religion and science, 
and to explain the hidden mysteries of nature and the latent 
power of man. She also conducted the ‘‘ Theosophist,’’ 
published in Bombay. 1820-1891. 


Bleecker, Ann E. 
American poetess. Born in New York. 1752-1783. 
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Blessington, Countess of 


Irish novelist. Her maiden name was Marguerite Power. 
She was very beautiful, and at the age of fifteen married 
Captain Farmer. After his death she wedded the Earl of 
Blessington. During their married life of twelve years, they 
resided chiefly in Italy and France. On his death, she 
returned to London and devoted herself to literature. Her 
rank, talents and beauty attracted to her house the very 
cream of literary and fashionable society. Slander referred 
to an incident of her earlier years, but she is believed to 
have been guiltless of the charge. ‘‘ She wrote with great 
facility and elegance of language,’’ says Mrs. Hale, ‘‘ but 
her style is too diffuse, particularly in her novels.’’ She 
died in the city of Paris. 1789-1849. 


lock, Joanna K. 


Dutch artist. She cut, with scissors, landscapes, portraits 
and animals, for which large prices were paid even by sover- 
eigns. 1650-1715. 


Biom, Lodoiska 


German novelist and dramatist. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Ernst von 
Waldow.’’ Born in Poland, 1842. 


Bloomer, Amelia J. 
American reformer in dress. Born 1838. 


Boadicea 


British queen during the reign of Emperor Nero at Rome. 
Her husband, to secure the protection and friendship of 
Nero to his wife and family, left the emperor and _ his 
daughters co-heirs. ‘The Roman officers thereupon seized 
upon all the late king’s effects in their master’s name. 
Upon the queen remonstrating, the officers caused her to 
be publicly scourged. Boadicea thereupon called her peo- 
ple together, and clad in loose robes, with hair dishevelled 
and with spear in hand, urged them to revolt against their 
invaders. The whole island, except London, rose in 
rebellion. Boadicea placed herself at the head of her 
troops, and such was the rage of the exasperated Britons, 
that not a single Roman of any age or either sex escaped ; 
seventy thousand perished. Paulinus thereupon entered 
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the country with but ten thousand disciplined troops, and 
overcame a disorderly mob of one hundred thousand 
Britons, eighty thousand of whom were slaughtered. 
Boadicea escaped, but shortly afterward died either from 
poison or despair. 1st century. 


Bobolina 


Greek patriot. In the revolution of 1821 she equipped 
three ships at her own expense, one of which she com- 
manded. She was assassinated in 1825. 


Boccage, Marie A. du 


Celebrated French poetess. She wrote what may be termed 
the poems of polite life, piquant, sparkling and epigram- 
matic. ‘They have been translated into four other languages. 
She was a widow of thirty-six when her first poems appeared. 
She was usually surrounded by distinguished men, and was 
greatly extolled by contemporaries. 1710-1802. 


Bodichon, Barbara 


English painter and philanthropist. Her father Benjamin 
Smith, as a member of Parliament, took great interest in 
social questions, and his daughter drafted a petition to the 
House of Lords, signed by three thousand women, to secure 
to married women their separate property. She maintained 
a charity school at her own expense for nine years and was 
one of the founders of Girton College. As a landscape 
painter she attained great celebrity, her pictures of Ameri- 
can scenery especially showing talent. Her “Falls of 
Niagara’’ was exhibited in American cities. She also 
became a contributor to London magazines. 1827-1891. 


Bodley, Rachel L. 


American physician and chemist. She was born in Cin- 
cinnati; elected dean of the Faculty of the Women’s 
Medical College of Pennsylvania, and lecturer on chemistry 
in the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia. 1834-1888. 


Bogart, Elizabeth 


American poetess. Excels in the power of description. 
Daughter of a New York city clergyman. Born 1806. ° 
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Bogor, Maria 

French writer. Pseudonym ‘‘Annie Geiger.’’ Born 1850. 
Boivin, Marie A, 

French physician. 1773-1841. 


Boleyn, Anne 
See ‘* Anne Boleyn.”’ 


Bolte, Amely 
German novelist. Born 1817. 


Bolton, Sarah T. 
American poetess. Born in Kentucky. 1820-1893. 


Bonacci, Maria A. 
Italian writer. Could translate Virgil fluently at the age 
of eleven. Born 1842. 


Bonaparte, Caroline M. 
Queen of Naples and sister of Napoleon. Wife of General 
Murat, who afterwards became king of Naples. After his 
death she assumed the title of Countess Lipona. 1782-1839. 


Bonaparte, Elizabeth Patterson 

The American wife of Jerome Bonaparte to whom she was 
married in Baltimore in 1803. In 1807 the French council, 
by order of Napoleon, dissolved the marriage and decreed 
her a large pension. Her beauty and wit were very remark- 
able. From these causes and from her small size, she was 
termed the pocket Venus. Her father was a wealthy 
merchant in Baltimore. 1785-1879. 


Bonaparte, Letitia R. 
Mother of the great Napoleon. A woman of beauty, ami- 
able character and good sense. Her son attributed his 
good fortune to her training. After he became emperor, 
she was styled ‘‘ Madame Mere’’ and resided in Paris. 
1750-1839. 

Bonaparte, Marie Elisa 
Sister of Napoleon. Married Felix Bacciochi, an officer in 
the French army. Napoleon appointed her grand duchess 
of ‘Tuscany, which she governed with ability. 1777-1820. 
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Bonaparte, M. Pauline 

Princess Borghese. Sister of Napoleon. The most beauti- 
ful in the family, but inferior to her sister Marie Elisa in 
talent, unless it be dramatic gifts. She married General 
Leclerc, whom she accompanied to San Domingo. On 
his death she married Prince Borghese of Rome. He was a 
man of feeble character and they were soon separated. She 
was prodigal and voluptuous but benevolent. She joined 
her brother at Elba, and subsequently obtained permission 
to share his banishment at St. Helena, but his death pre- 
vented her. 1780-1825. 


Bona Dea 
A name given to the goddess Earth. 


Bonheur, Rosa 
French painter. Daughter of a noted artist. Her success 
in the delineation of animals is owing to her constant 
study of living subjects. Asa child she displayed no talent. 
She was sent to a seamstress to learn dressmaking for a 
livelihood. This affected her health. She returned home, 
and commenced drawing with great enthusiasm. She isa 
sculptress as well as a great painter. She ultimately obtained 
the cross in the Legion of Honor. Born at Bordeaux, 1822. 


Bontemps, Marie J. 
French writer. 1718-1768. 


Booth, Mary L. 
American writer. Splendid French scholar. Many of her 
works are translations from the French. In 1867 she 


became the editress of ‘‘ Harper’s Bazaar.’’ Born on Long 
Island, 1831. Died 188g. 


Booth, Mrs, Otto von 
Scotch novelist. Pseudonym ‘ Rita.’’ rgth century. 


Bora, Katharine von 
Wife of Martin Luther. To wed him, she left the convent 
in which she was a nun. She was much younger than her 
husband, but their domestic life was a happy one. After 
his death, she suffered from poverty, and opened a boarding 
house for students. She left three sons and two daughters.

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Bordereau, Renee 
Trench patriot in the army of La Vendée. 1770-1828. 


Borghese, Marie Pauline

Borghi, Adelaide Mamo 
Italian vocalist. Born 1830.: 


Borgia, Lucrezia ad 

Daughter of Pope Alexander VI, and sister of Cesar Borgia. 
A woman of beauty and talent. Married to Giovanni 
Sforza, and five years later to Alfonso, son of the king of 
Naples, and subsequently to Alfonso, son of the duke of 
Ferrara. Her conduct was scandalous. She was skilled in 
the use of poisons. She was a patroness of literature. 
Different views are given of her character. Died 1523. 


Bosboom, Anna L. 


Dutch writer. Her husband was a celebrated painter. She 
was a most prolific writer, especially in fiction. Born 1812. 


Botta, Anna C. L. 


American poetess. Born at Bennington, Vermont. Her 
father had been an Irish patriot, and was banished. She 
was a contributor to American reviews, and the authoress of 
‘¢ Hand-book of Universal Literature.’’ 1817-1870. 


Boucherett, Emilie J. 
English philanthropist. She has devoted much of her life 
in endeavors to ameliorate the condition of women, on 
which subject she has written essays. Born 1825. 
Boufiers, Marie C. 


French countess and writer. Correspondent of Hume and 
Rousseau. 1724-1800. 


Boufiers, Marie F. de 
French writer. Correspondent of Voltaire. Died 1787. 


Boullougne, Magdelaine de

German writer. 1746-1802. 


Bourdon, Matilde

Bourignon, Antoinette 


A celebrated French religious enthusiast, and founder of a 
sect bearing her name. To this day, it is one of the heresies 
renounced by candidates for holy orders. She was the 
daughter of a Lille merchant, and so deformed at her birth 
that a question arose as to the propriety of destroying the 
infant asa monster. Her childhood, as a result, was spent 
in solitude and neglect. On the day appointed for her 
marriage, she fled to a convent, and began making pros- 
elytes among the nuns, for which she was expelled. She 
then wandered through France, the Netherlands and Den- 
mark, seeking converts. She had visions and trances, and 
her doctrines were highly mystical. She was diligent as 
well as eloquent, for she wrote twenty-one large volumes, 
1616-1680. 


Bovette, Jacqueline 


French theologian. Died 1696. 


Bowdler, Hannah 


English religious writer, as was also her sister, Jane. Died 
1830. 


Bowers, Elizabeth C. 


American actress. Born 1830. 
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Bowers, Georgiana 
English artist and designer. Skilled in drawing animal 
figures. Born 1830. 


Boyle, Eleanor V. 
Scotch artist. Born 1825. 


Brachmann, Luise K. 
German poetess and novelist. Friend of Novalis and 
Schiller. Committed suicide. 1777-1822. 


Brackett, Anna C. 
American educational writer. Born 1836. 


Braddon, Mary E. 


English novelist. Wrote ‘‘ Aurora Floyd,’’ ‘‘ Lady Aud- 
ley’s Secret’? and other popular works. She was the 
daughter of a London solicitor. Her married name is 
Maxwell. She isa most voluminous writer. Born 1837. 


Bradstreet, Anne 


First American poetess. She was the daughter of ‘Thomas 
Dudley, governor of Massachusetts. Died 1672. 


Bragelonge, Agnes de 
French poetess in the reign of Philip Augustus. 12th 
century. 

Brambati, Isotta 
Italian scholar and linguist. Died 1586. 


Brambilla, Marietta 


Italian vocalist. The oldest of five sisters, all of whom 
were singers. Born 1807. 


Brassey, Lady 
English writer, mainly of travels, Died 1887. 


Bray, Anna E, 
English novelist. 1809-1883. 


Bregy, Charlotte 
French writer, Niece of the celebrated Salmasius. 1619- 
1693. 
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Bremer, Frederika 


Celebrated Swedish novelist. Born in Finland, and educated 
in Stockholm, where she became a teacher. Her works 
were very popular, and have been translated into several 
languages. She visited the United States in 1850. 1802- 
1865. 


Brenner, Sofia E. 
Swedish poetess. 1660-1730. 


Brentano, Sophie 


German novelist. Sister-in-law of Bettina von Arnim, the 
friend of Goethe. 1761-1806. 


Brereton, Jane H. 
English poetess. 1685-1740. 


Bridell, Eliza F. 


English painter. She first married the painter, Bridell, 
and, on his death, wedded her cousin, George Fox. Since 
then she has assumed the double name of Bridell-Fox. 
Born 1825. 


Bridges, Fidelia 
American painter. Born 1835. 


Bridget, Saint 
She is termed the patroness of Ireland, in which country 
she was born in the 5th century. She built herself a cell 
under a large oak, and, being joined by several other women, 
they formed themselves into a religious community, which 
branched out into nunneries. 


Bridgman, Laura 
A blind, deaf mute, born in New Hampshire, and educated 
in Boston. She evinced the most marvelous mental develop- 
ment under the most adverse circumstances probably ever 
known. She learnt to write and to play on the piano. 
1829-1889 


Brinvilliers, Marie, Marchioness de 


A woman of atrocious character, who, aided by her lover, 
St. Croix, who had learned the art of composing the most 
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subtle and mortal poisons, murdered her father, sister and two 
brothers in thesame year. Subsequently, St. Croix, while dis- 
tilling poison, dropped the glass mask he wore to prevent 
inhaling the noxious vapor ; the consequence was his instant 
death. The marchioness claimed his casket, which, when 
examined, was found to contain recipes for manufacturing 
poisons. She was suspected, arrested and tried. She dis- 
played marvelous courage at her execution, as she ascended 
the ladder, unaided and barefoot, and stood boldly on the 
scaffold. She hypocritically observed during her life relig- 
ious rites. 1651-1676. 


Briseis 
Captive of Achilles, who was deprived of her for a time by 
Agamemnon. 


Bristol, Augusta C. 
American educator. Born 1835. 


Britomartis 
Cretan nymph. Daughter of Jupiter. Leaped from a rock 
to avoid Minos, who had pursued her for months. Wor- 
shiped by the Cretans. 


Broglie, Duchesse de 
French writer. Daughter of Madame de Stael. 1797-1838. 


Bronte, Anne 
English novelist. Pseudonym of ‘‘ Acton Bell. ’’ 1820-1849. 


Bronte, Charlotte 
English novelist of wide celebrity. Pseudonym ‘ Currer 
Bell.’’ ‘* Jane Eyre ’’ was the novel that made her famous. 
Se oniiey,,. Villette” and: ‘* The. Professon:/tavere. also 
her creations. Her father was Rev. Patrick Bronte, a poor 
curate who lived on the edge of a barren heath at Haworth. 
Her biographer Mrs. Gaskell says that in childhood she was 
a ‘little, set antiquated girl, very quiet in manners and 
very quaint in dress.’’ At boarding school her health was 
injured by impure air and by food of bad quality. She and 
her two sisters wrote novels, but her genius far eclipsed 
theirs, For some years, although in ill health, she taught 
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school, and in 1854 married the successor of her father in 
the curacy, Rev. Arthur B. Nicholls, with whom she spent 
in domestic happiness the last nine months of her life. 
Her only brother when dying requested to be raised erect, 
and actually died standing. 1816-1855. 


Bronte, Emily 


Ienglish novelist. Sister of Anne and Charlotte. Pseudo- 
nym ‘Ellis Bell.’’ Her leading novel ‘‘ Wuthering 
Heights,’’ displayed great intensity of feeling. 1819-1848. 


Brooke, Avonia 5S. J. 
American actress. 1839-1867. 


Brooke, Charlotte 
Irish poetess. Died 1793. 


Brooke, Frances 
English novelist. Died 1789. 


Brooks, Caroline S. 
American sculptor. Born 1840. 


Brooks, Marie G. 


American poetess. Called Maria del Occidente by the poet 
Southey, who spoke of her as one of the most impassioned 
and imaginative poetesses. Born in Massachusetts 1795. 
Died at Matanzas 1845. 


Brooks, Mary E. 
American poetess. Born in New York city 1828. 


Brossier, Martha 

A remarkable French impostor, who pretended to be pos- 
sessed by the devil, and came near causing grave disorders 
in France. Her father accompanied her from place to place. 
He displayed her writhing in fearful distortions, and needing 
the exorcism of the church. Many of the clergy denounced 
her. Henry IV enjoined the Parliament of Paris to issue 
orders for her confinement, which was done, and she was 
imprisoned for forty days; an appeal was taken to the pope 
but he did not interfere with the sentence. Finally she took 
refuge in a hospital. 16th century, 
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Broughton, Rhoda 
English novelist. Daughter of a clergyman. An original 
writer with a rare fund of humor. She sometimes trenches 
very near dangerous ground. Born 1840. 


Brown, Frances 
Irish poetess. Called the blind poetess of Ulster, as she lost 
her sight when but eighteen months old. She was largely 
patronized by the literati and contributed to the journals. 
Born 1816. 


Brown, Olympia 
American Universalist preacher. Born 1835. 


Browne, Mary A. 
English poetess. 1812-1846. 


Browning, Elizabeth Barrett 

The most celebrated of English poetesses. She achieved 
great reputation as Elizabeth Barrett, and in 1846 she mar- 
ried Robert Browning the English poet and dramatist. 
Her father was an opulent merchant in London. She was 
well versed in the Latin and Greek languages. Her health 
was naturally delicate, and she never fully recovered from 
the shock experienced by her on learning of her brother’s 
death by drowning. Her best known work is ‘‘ Aurora 
Leigh.’’ With all her talents, she displays faults. ‘‘ Her 
lines are often rude, her rhymes forced from impatience 
rather than affectation, and she falls into the kindred fault 
of verboseness, which is always obscure.’’ 1807-1861. 


Brun, Frederika S. 


German writer. Friend of Klopstock and Madame de 
Stael. 1765-1855. 


Brun, Madame de 
French painter. 18th century. 


Brunehaut 
Daughter of a king of Spain and wife of one of the sons of 
King Clotaire of France. After the murder of her husband 
by his foes, she abandoned herself to reckless schemes of 
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vengeance and ambition. Clotaire II, son of Fredegonda, 
tied her to the tail of a wild horse and she was torn to 
pieces. 6th century. 


Brunoro, Bona L. 
Italian patriot. Daughter of a peasant. Wife of a captain, 
whom she accompanied in battle, clad in male attire. She 
rescued him from prison. Born 1417. 


Brunton, Mary B. 
English novelist. Authoress of two excellent works of fic- 
tion, ‘*Self:Control’’. and’ ‘‘ Discipline,’’ novelssoietne 
religious class. She married a clergyman, and removed 
from the Orkney Islands to Edinburgh. Born 1778. 


Bubastis 


Egyptian divinity. Daughter of Osiris and Isis. Similar 
to Diana. 


Buchan, Elizabeth or Elspeth 

Scotch founder of a sect of enthusiasts, called Buchanists. 
They paid great attention to the Bible. They read it, sang 
hymns and preached. ‘They declared the last day to be 
near, the devil to be loosed, the wicked dead to be restored 
to life, and that the Buchanists would be bodily carried to 
heaven. ‘They did not marry; had but one purse; and 
lived like brothers and sisters. They followed no employ- 
ment, and accepted nothing but food, where they labored 
at small jobs. 1738-1791. 


Buckland, Anna 
English writer of children’s story books. Born 1827. 


Buckley, Arabella B. 


English scientific writer. Secretary to Sir Charles Lyell, 
the geologist. Born 1840. 

Bufton, Eleanor 
English actress. An injury froma railway accident pre- 
vented her from acting for several years. 1840-1893. 


Bulwer, Lady Rosina 


English novelist. Wife of Edw. Lytton Bulwer, the famous 
novelist. Her maiden name was Wheeler. Daughter ofa 
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widow formerly from Ireland, but later resident in London. 
She was a pale, slender, beautiful girl, with whom Bulwer 
became enamored, just after his return from college. They 
were married against the wishes of her mother. ‘The sequel 
is well known—incompatibility of temper, unhappiness, 
separation. Lady Bulwer then commenced writing for pub- 
lication, but her genius was misdirected. The tendency of 
her books is unsound and daring, sometimes coarse, and 
more frequently like the outpourings of a sadly grieved 
spirit. She is a sincere and candid writer however. 1807- 
1882. 


Bunbury, Selina 
English writer. 1gth century. 


Bunn, Mrs. Alfred 
English actress. Made her début with Kean in 1816. 
Died 1883. 


Burdett-Coutts, Baroness Angela G. 
Daughter of Sir Frances Burdett, and granddaughter of 
Thomas Coutts, the well known banker. English philan- 
thropist. In 1871 as the result of her great charities, she 
was elevated to the peerage. In 1881 she married William 
Ashmead Bartlett. Born 1814. 


Burleigh, Lady Mildred 


Wife of Wm. Cecil, Lord Burleigh, treasurer of England 
under Queen Elizabeth. English philanthropist. All her 
charities were done secretly and their full extent was not 
known until after her death. 1526-1589. 


Burnett, Frances Hodgson 
American novelist of English birth. Authoress of ‘ Little 
Lord Fauntleroy.’’ Born 1847. 


Burney, Frances 
See ‘¢ Arblay, Madame d’.’’ 


Burr, Theodosia 
American scholar. Sister of Aaron Burr. 1783-1812. 
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Bury, Lady Charlotte Campbell 


English novelist. Sister of the Marquis of Lorne. Patron- 
ess of Sir Walter Scott when he was young.

Byron, Lady Anna Il. 
Wife of Lord Byron, the poet. English scholar. She 
married Byron in 1815, and separated from him the follow- 
ing year. Subsequently she inherited the title of Baroness 
of Wentworth. 1792-1860.

Pseudonym of a Spanish novelist, whose name was Cecilia 
Bohl de Faber. Born in Switzerland, she married sev- 
eral times and resided in Spain. The ‘‘ Edinburgh Review’’ 
said of her ‘‘ No living writer has shed so bright a lustre on 
Spanish literature.’’ 1797-1877. 


Cabel, Marie J. 
Belgian vocalist. Daughter of Capt. Dreullete, a French 
cavalry officer. After his death she gave music lessons. 
1827-1885. 

Cadell, Mrs. H. M. 


English oriental scholar. Widow of an East Indian officer. 
Studied Persian literature. Died 1884. 


Cerellia 
Roman philosopher. Intimate with Cicero. 1st century B.C. 


Calage,De Pech de 
French poetess. 17th century. 


Calaverez, Marie 
Italian historical painter. 1486-1542. 


Calcar, Elise S. van 


Dutch writer for the young. Principal of a female college. 
Editress of a spiritualistic monthly at the Hague. Born 1822. 


Calcott, Lady Maria 
English writer and traveler. 1788-1843. 


Calderon, Frances 
Scottish writer. Emigrated to America and taught school in 
Boston. Married Calderon de Ja Barca, who was subse- 
quently Minister to Mexico. Her ‘Life in Mexico’’ is 
very entertaining. 19th century. 
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Caldwell, Anne 
Popular English novelist. Her best work was, ‘‘ Two Old 
Men’s Tales.’’ Died 1874. 


Calliope 
Muse of Epic poetry. 


Callirrhoe 
Daughter of Achelous, a river god, and wile of Alcmeon. 
Her infant sons, in answer to her prayers, were caused to 
grow at once to manhood, that they might avenge their 
father’s death. 


Callisto 
A nymph and companion of Diana. ‘Transformed into a 
bear, she was slain in the chase by the goddess. She was 
placed among the constellations under the name of Ursa 
Major. 


Calm, Marie 
German novelist for the young. Advocate of woman’s 
education and rights. Public lecturer. Born 1832. 


Calpurnia 
Daughter of a Roman consul and fourth and last wife of 
Julius Cesar. Warned by a dream, she endeavored but 
failed to keep her husband at home on the fatal Ides of © 
March, B. C. 44. 


Calypso 
A nymph. Daughter probably of Atlas and proprietress of 
an island, on which Ulysses took refuge. She detained him 
several years, and promised him immortality if he would 
remain. He refused and returned to his wife Penelope. 


Camargo, Maria A. 
Belgian danseuse. Voltaire dedicated a poem to her. 
1710-1770. 

Camilla 
Follower of Diana. In the war between A‘neas and Turnus 


in Italy, she assisted the latter and was slain by Aruns whom 
Diana afterward killed. 
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Caminer, Elisabetta 


Italian scholar and linguist. Made an excellent translation 
of Shakspeare. 1751-1796. 


Campan, Madame Jeanne Louise 

French scholar. She was eminent as a teacher. At the 
age of fifteen she was appointed reader to the three daugh- 
ters of Louis XV. On the marriage of Marie Antoinette to 
the Dauphin, Louis XVI, Madame Campan was attached to 
her suite and continued during twenty years to occupy a 
situation about her person. She wrote a book of memoirs 
of the private life of the queen. She was with her maj- 
esty at the storming of the Tuileries and narrowly escaped 
with her life. She afterward opened a boarding school at 
St. Germain, which became celebrated, and was patronized 
by Bonaparte and Josephine. Hortense and two of Napo- 
leon’s sisters were her pupils. The emperor in 1806 
founded a school at Ecouen for the daughters and sisters 
of officers of the Legion of Honor, and placed Madame 
Campan incharge. The Bourbons deprived her of this post 
et ota. 1752-1922. 


Campaspe 
Favorite of Alexander the Great. Apelles, while painting 
her portrait, fell in love with her, whereupon Alexander 
gave her to him. 


Campbell, Dorothea 


Scotch poetess. Resided in the Shetland Islands. Friend of 
Sir Walter Scott. srgth century. 


Campbell, Helen Stuart 
American writer. Born at Lockport, N. Y., 1839. 


Campbell, Juliet H. L. 


American poetess. Born in Pennsylvania. Daughter of 
Judge Ellis Lewis. Has contributed largely to periodicals. 
roth century. 


Campiglia, Maddalena 


Italian scholar. Educated in a nunnery. One of her 
works was dedicated to the great poet Tasso. 1550-1595. 
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Campobello, Madame 
Italian vocalist. At the age of fifteen she made her début 
in Nice. Most of her professional life was spent in Eng- 
land. She married the son of a distinguished English gen- 
eral, who for professional reasons assumed the name of 
Signor Campobello, Born 1849. 


Camporese, Violante 
Italian vocalist. Had great success. Born 1785. 


Candace 
Queen of Ethiopia. She invaded and ravaged Egypt, 
attacked and captured several Roman garrisons. Petronius, 
the Roman general, compelled her to retreat, and defeated 
her with great loss. Shortly afterward she made terms of 
peace with the Emperor Augustus. ist:century B. C. 


Candeille, Amelie J. 
French comic actress. 1764-1834. 


Candovi-Allan, Maria C. 


Italian vocalist. Daughter of Baron de Munch, an Alsatian. 
When she made her début, she assumed her mother’s name. 
1800-1865. 


Canfield, Francesca A. 


American poetess. Born in Philadelphia. Daughter of a 
physician. 1803-1823. 


Cantarini, Chiara 
Italian writer. Died 1597. 


Capecelatro, Irene R. | 
Italian poetess. Married a composer. t1gth century. 


Capello, Bianca 
An ambitious, fascinating and dangerous Italian. A mem- 
ber of a noble house in Venice. She eloped with a bank- 
ing house clerk, fled to Florence and lived for a time in 
obscurity. She subsequently commenced a notorious liason 
with Francis de Medici, grand duke of Tuscany, who made 
her husband his chamberlain and sometimes his advi- 
ser in state affairs. He was afterward assassinated and 
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Bianca openly proclaimed as the mistress of Francis, who 
meanwhile had married a lady equal to him in rank. He 
endeavored to force the nobility to acknowledge and receive 
her in society. She palmed off upon him an infant she had 
borrowed. On the death of the duchess, Francis married 
Bianca. Numerous assassinations were attributed to this 
woman. Majestic, beautiful, animated, eloquent and insinu- 
ating, Bianca Capello won all hearts, and often used her 
power mercilessly. 1545-1587. 


Capillana 


Peruvian princess, loved by Pizarro. He was the means of 
converting her to Christianity. 16th century. 


Caracciolo, Marie R. 
Italian writer. t1gth century. 


Carew, Lady Elizabeth 
English poetess. 17th century. 


Carey, Alice 


Sometimes spelled ‘‘ Cary.’’ Celebrated American poetess. 
Born in Ohio, shortly after her father’s removal from Ver- 
mont. She and her sister Phoebe wrote the most exquisite 
poetry. 1820-1871. 


Carey, Phoebe or Cary 
Sister of Alice. American poetess. 1824-1871. 


Carey, Frances E. 


English novel writer for the young. Married a clergyman, 
the Rey. Carey-Brock. Some of her works are of a religi- 
ous nature, for she was a most pious woman. t1gth century. 


Carlen, Emilie F. 


Swedish novelist. Her maiden name was Schmidt. Her 
husband was a Stockholm lawyer. Her works have been 
translated into English and are deservedly popular in Eng- 
land and America. 1807-1892. 


Carlisle, Anne 
English painter. Died 1680. 
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Carlotta, Princess 
Daughter of Leopold I, of Belgium. When seventeen she 
married the Archduke Maximilian of Austria afterward 
emperor of Mexico. In 1866 she left Mexico and visited 
Paris to solicit the renewed aid of Napoleon III, for her 
husband in his troubles. Her mission failing, her reason 
gave way and she was placed under restraint. The French 
troops left Mexico, and the empire of that country quickly 
collapsed. Maximilian was captured and shot. Born 1840. 


Carlowitz, Aloise C. 
French authoress, of German descent. 1797-1863. 


Carna 
Roman deity who was the protector of the physical well- 
being of man. 


Carne, E. 
English mineralogist. 1817-1873. 
Carola 
Queen of Saxony. German philanthropist. Born 1833. 


Carolina, Maria 
Queen of Naples. Daughter of Maria Theresa of Austria. 
She married Ferdinand, king of the two Sicilies. She 
acquired an evil influence over that imbecile prince. She 
induced him to join the coalition against Bonaparte, in 
1805, and, as a result, was driven from Naples to Sicily. 
1752-1814. 


Caroline, Amelia Elizabeth 
Queen of England. Wife of George IV, who had her tried 
for unfaithfulness. Prior to the institution of this action, 
the royal pair had lived apart for a quarter of a century. 
In this trial, the people sympathized with the queen. Lord 
Brougham successfully defended her, and the prosecution 
was withdrawn. 1768-1821. 


Caroline, Matilda 
Queen of Denmark, and sister of George III of England. 
Her husband, Christian VII of Denmark, was weak and 
profligate, and treated his wife badly. Struensee, her physi- 
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cian and friend, became prime minister ; but after his dis- 
grace and execution, she was banished to Zelle. 1751-1775. 


Caroline, Wilhelmina Dorothea 

Queen of England. Wife of George II. Her hand had 
been sought, on account of her beauty, by Charles III of 
Spain, afterward emperor of Germany, but she refused to 
wed him, and change her religion. She had eight children. 
She took great interest, and wielded much influence in the 
political affairs of the kingdom; and her interposition was 
beneficial. She virtually sanctioned the king’s numerous 
infidelities, and he made her a confidant in his love affairs. 
Hence she retained her wise influence over him, and his 
affection for her surpassed that which he manifested tuward 
any of his mistresses. She humored his whims, but quietly 
governed him. 1683-1737. 


Carpenter, Ellen M. 
American painter. Born 1830. 


Carpenter, Margaret G. 
English portrait painter. 1793-1872. 


Carpenter, Mary 
English philanthropist. Wrote on the subject of education. 
Died 1877. 


Carr, Alice V. 
English writer. Born 1850. 


Carter, Elizabeth 

Profound English scholar. Daughter of one of the preachers 
of Canterbury, a remarkable classical scholar. She was 
a marvelous linguist, and also proficient in needle-work, 
music and other feminine accomplishments. Her writings, 
poetical and in prose, brought her into public notice at the 
age of twenty-one. She conducted a correspondence with 
Bishop Butler, Burke, Sir Joshua Reynolds and Dr. Johnson. 
The latter asserted she was the best Greek scholar in Eng- 
land. She was equally well versed in modern European 
languages. Her life was adorned with Christian graces. 
She never married. 1717-1806. 
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Cartismandua 

Queen of the Brigantes in Britain. Known in history for 
treacherously betraying Caractacus, who had taken refuge 
in her dominions, to the Romans, and for discarding her 
husband. When her subjects revolted against her, she 
solicited aid from the Romans, who thus obtained possession 
of the whole country. She was taken prisoner by the king 
of the Scots, and buried alive, A. D. 57. 


Carvalho-Miolan, Marie C, 
French vocalist. Pupil of Duprez. She possessed a very 
flexible voice of extensive register. Born 1827. 


Cary, Alice and Phoebe 
Reed sGet ev 


Cary, Anna Louise 
American singer. Born 1842. 


Cassana, Marie V. 
Italian painter of devotional pieces. 17th century. 


Cassandra 

Daughter of Priam, king of Troy. When she was a child, 
she was left one night in the temple of Apollo. The next 
morning she was found entwined by serpents, which had 
opened her ears, so as to be capable of understanding the 
divine sounds of nature and the voices of birds, and of 
thereby learning the future. Apollo bestowed upon her the 
gift of prophecy; and afterward repenting of his liberality, 
he ordained that no one should believe her prophecies. 
During the plunder of Troy, she was barbarously treated by 
Ajax, and fell to the lot of Agamemnon, who brought her 
home, where from her beauty she excited the jealousy of 
his wife, Clytymnestra, who slew them both. 


Cassopeia 
Wife of Cepheus, king of Ethiopia, and mother of Andro- 
meda. On her death she was placed among the constellations. 


Castello, Martina 
Spanish physician. Born 1855. 
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Castelnau, Henriette J. de 
French writer. Wife of count de Murat. Her levity and 
love of pleasure injured her reputation. 1670-1716. 


Castro, Anne de 
Spanish writer. Celebrated by an eulogistic notice by Lope 
de Vega. 17th century. 


Castro, Inez de 

Queen of Portugal. Mistress, and afterward secretly the 
wife of Pedro, king of Portugal. He was induced to put 
her to death in 1357. Remorse followed the act, and hav- 
ing slain two of his advisers, he obtained the pope’s con- 
sent to the union with Inez. He exhibited the papal doc- 
ument to the public; had the body of Inez disinterred, 
placed on a throne, with a diadem on her brow and the 
royal robes wrapped around her. ‘lhe nobility were ordered 
to approach and kiss the hem of her garment. 14th 
century. 


Catalani, Angelica 

Famous Italian vocalist. As early as her seventh year, her 
musical talent was so marvelous that multitudes came to 
hear her. At fourteen, she appeared in the theatres. Her 
first concert at Madrid gained for her more than 15,000 
dollars. Her fame spread all over Europe. In London, 
she received, the first season, 72,000 francs, and the next, 
96,000 francs, in addition to the immense sums she obtained 
from her journeys through the country towns. In 1830, she 
retired to her estate in Italy, where she lived secluded. 
She was married to M. Valebreque, a captain in the French 
army, by whom she had several children. She was a hand- 
some woman, and a good actress. Her voice was wonder- 
ful from its flexibility and brilliancy. 1784-1849. 


Catellan, Marie C. 
French poetess. Died 1745. 


Catharine of Arragon 
Queen of England. Wife of Henry VIII. Daughter o1 
Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain. At the age of eighteen, 
she was married to Arthur, prince of Wales, son of Henry 
VII of England. He died in 1502, and the English king, 
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unwilling to lose her dower, betrothed her to his second 
son, Henry, who was in his fifteenth year. The young 
prince protested against the marriage, but, overpowered by 
the solicitations of the council, married her in 1505, having 
first obtained a dispensation from the pope to marry his 
brother’s widow. ‘The queen, by her sweetness of manners, 
good sense and superior endowments, retained the affections 
of this fickle monarch for nearly twenty years. She bore 
several children, but all, except Mary, afterward queen, 
died in infancy. ‘The king’s passion for Anne Boleyn led 
him to desire a divorce, or rather to have the marriage with 
his sister-in-law declared void. Pope Clement VII over- 
awed by Charles V, emperor of Germany and nephew of 
Catharine, protracted the negotiations. 

The papal legates, Wolsey and Campeggio, opened 
their court in London to try the validity of the king’s mar- 
riage. She appeared once before them, and plead her cause. 
She declined to present herself again, and at last Henry 
took the matter in his own hands, threw off his submission 
to the pope of Rome, declared himself head of the church 
of England, and had his marriage formally annulled by 
Archbishop Cranmer. In 1532 he married Anne Boleyn. 
Catharine’s remaining days were spent in retirement and 
the performance of religious duties. 1486-1536. 


Catharine of France 


Queen of England. Daughter of Charles VI of France, 
and wife of Henry V of England. Celebrated for her 
beauty. Died 1438. 


Catharine de Bourbon 


Sister of Henry IV of France. Married the duke de Bar. 
1401-1438. 


Catharine of Braganza 


Queen of England. Daughter of John IV of Portugal 
and wife of Charles II. She never gained her husband’s 
affections, and long endured his neglect and the mortifi- 
cation occasioned by his dissolute conduct. After some 
struggle, she ceased to oppose his licentious acts, and 
suffered without complaint. After his death, she was 
treated with much respect, returned to Portugal, and owing 
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to her brother Pedro’s physical infirmities, at his request 
was made regent. She displayed remarkable ability, 
especially in conducting the subsequent war with Spain. 
She had no children. 1638-1705. 


Catharine de Medici 


Queen of France. Wife of Henry II. Daughter of 
Lorenzo de Medici, duke of Urbino in Italy. She was 
born in Florence. She was early left an orphan and was 
reared by her uncle, afterward Pope Clement VI. She was 
one of the chief ornaments of the court of her father-in-law, 
Francis lof France. By dissimulation, she ingratiated herself 
into the favor of every one, and even became intimate with 
the king’s mistress, Diane de Poictiers. Though childless 
during the first ten years of her marriage, she afterward bore 
to her husband ten children. Three of her sons became 
kings of France, Francis II, Charles IX and Henry III. 
Her daughter Margaret, married Henry of Navarre. 

She was left a widow in 1559, and her son Francis II, a 
weak youth, succeeded to the crown. He had married Mary, 
queen of Scots, and his uncles, the Guises, took the manage- 
ment of affairs and violently persecuted the Huguenots. 
Francis II reigned but a year, and on his death was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Charles IX, then eleven years of age. 
Catharine possessed the authority, though not the title of 
regent, and to counterbalance the power of the Guises, at 
first inclined to the king of Navarre and other Protestants. 
A civil war ensued, incited by the duke of Guise, who was 
killed, and peace for a time followed. 

Catharine now began to exhibit her dark and dissem- 
bling policy, and by acts of oppression, forced the Hugue- 
nots into another civil war. She subsequently resorted to 
treachery, when arms failed her. Her son, Charles IX was 
a pliant tool in her hands, although repeatedly he recoiled 
from carrying out her plans. 

In 1571, on St. Bartholomew’s day, when Paris was full 
of Protestants, who had been attracted there by the arts of 
this woman, at a given signal a frightful massacre was com- 
menced, which did not terminate until 45,000 Calvinists 
were put to the sword. Charles then fell into a profound 
melancholy and suffered from intense remorse. In this 
state he died, and Catharine’s favorite son, who had been 
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elected king of Poland, was given the crown of France 
under the title of Henry HII. The party of the Guises 
again made war upon the Huguenots, and disorder pre- 
vailed. The authority of Catharine was overthrown. She 
died at the age of seventy, loaded with the hatred of all 
parties. 

While liberally encouraging learning and the polite 
arts, and possessing extraordinary courage and strength of 
judgment, she was loose and voluptuous in her own con- 
duct, and was so superstitious as to believe in magic and 
astrology. 1519-1589. 


Catharine Howard 


Queen of England. Wife of Henry VIII. Granddaughter 
of the duke of Norfolk. She was executed in 1542 for 
alleged immoral conduct. 


Catharine Parr 


Queen of England. Sixth and last wife of Henry VIII. 
She was the widow of Lord Latimer at the date of her 
marriage. Her zealous encouragement of the reformed 
religion excited the rage of Gardiner, bishop of Winchester 
and other Catholics, who conspired to ruin her with the 
king. Her adroitness and ready tact saved her from the 
Tower, to which she was about to be consigned. On the 
king’s death, she married Lord Thomas Seymour, but the 
nuptials were unhappy. She was very pious. 1513-1548. 


Catharine Paulowna 


Queen of Wurtemberg. Sister of Alexander, emperor of 
Russia, whose companion she was in his campaigns and over 
whom she exercised a great influence. She was a philan- 
thropist, and labored assiduously in the cause of female 
education. 1788-1819. 


Catharine Alexieona 


Empress of Russia. She was a country girl and named 
Martha. Her parents were very poor, and at the age of 
three she lost her father. Her mother taught her how to 
read, and on her death she entered the family of a Lutheran 
clergyman, who employed her in attending his children. 
Under their teachers she made rapid progress, but the death 
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of her benefactor plunged her again into poverty. She 
married a Swedish soldier, who was killed on the day of 
their marriage, in the siege of the city. Shortly afterward she 
became the mistress of Prince Menchikoff, and in her seven- 
teenth year became the mistress of Peter the Great, emperor 
of Russia, who married her eight years subsequently. On his 
death the following year, she was proclaimed sovereign of 
the empire. She completed the grand designs the czar had 
commenced. All gallows were taken down and all instru- 
ments of torture destroyed. She possessed excellent quali- 
ties of mind and heart. She attended Peter the Great on 
his expeditions and frequently aided him with her advice. 
Her temper was gay and cheerful, and her manners win- 
ning. She was humane and popular. Her habits were 
intemperate, but gluttony was the prevailing vice of 
Russia. She died in 1727, at the age of thirty-eight. 


Catharine Alexieona II 

Empress of Russia. Wife of her cousin, Peter III. She 
was handsome, fond of pleasure, clever, ambitious and bold. 
Her husband, greatly inferior in abilities, was irresolute 
and imprudent. Hence it was an ill assorted and unhappy 
match. ‘The queen was openly unfaithful to her marriage 
vows, and the czar determined to repudiate her, and 
marry his mistress, the Countess Woronzoff. The queen 
determined to anticipate him by a bold movement. She 
strove to attach to her person every man distinguished for 
his talents and courage. The regiments of the garrisons 
were gained by bribes and promises, the emperor was 
arrested, and Catharine was proclaimed the sole empress of 
all the Russias under the title of Catharine II. Six 
months later Peter signed an act of abdication, and six 
days later was assassinated. 

She was a remarkable woman and well deserved the 
name of Great. She was handsome and dignified, with 
blue eyes and auburn hair. Although surrounded by ene- 
mies, she won popular favor by her firmness and wise gov- 
ernment. She was immoral, but held complete control of 
her passions, and never allowed them to bias her judgment. 
She established schools, ameliorated the condition of the 
serfs, promoted commerce, founded towns, arsenals, banks 
and manufactories, and encouraged art and literature. She 
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defeated the Poles and shared in the dismemberment of 
their country. She conquered the Crimea and extended the 
confines of Russia to the Caucasus. She was generous in 
her treatment of the vanquished Poles and Turks. She 
was on the point of turning her arms against republican 
France, when her death occurred from apoplexy. She loaded 
her favorites with presents. The three prominent ones were 
Poniatowski, Orloff and Vassiltschkoff. 2729-1786. — 


Catharine, Saint 


A noble virgin of Alexandria. She was converted to 
Christianity, and by order of the Emperor Maximin she 
disputed with fifty heathen philosophers, who convinced by 
her arguments were all converted and suffered martyrdom 
in consequence. Hence, in the Roman calendar she is con- 
sidered the patron saint of philosophy, literature and schools. 
She was condemned to death, and the emperor ordered her 
to be crushed between wheels of iron, armed with sharp 
blades. The wheels, however, were marvelously broken 
asunder. She was beheaded at the age of eighteen. 


Catharine, Saint of Sienna 


She became a nun at the age of seventeen, saw numberless 
visions, and is alleged to have performed miracles. She 
was asserted to have been married to Christ. She recon- 
ciled Pope Gregory XI to the people of Avignon, after he 
had excommunicated them, and prevailed on him to re-es- 
tablish the pontificat seat at Rome, seventy years after 
Clement V had removed it to France. She was canonized 
by Pope Pius II. 1347-1380. 


Catharine of Valois 


Queen of England. Wife of Henry V. Daughter of 
Charles VI of France, who had attacks of insanity. She 
was entirely neglected by her husband, who joined with the 
king’s brother, the duke of Orleans, in robbing the royal 
revenue. Henry V had conquered nearly the whole of 
France, and received with his bride the promise of the 
regency of France, as the king was again insane. After 
the death of Henry V, Catharine married Owen Tudor, a 
Welsh officer. ‘The marriage was concealed several years, 
but when her son, Henry VI of England, discovered the 
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fact, his mother was compelled to take refuge in an abbey. 
Her four children, by Owen Tudor, were torn from her, 
which action hastened her death. 1401-1437. 


Cavalieri, Catharine 
German dramatic singer. 1761-1801. 


Cave, Elizabeth M. 
French painter. Born 1810. 


Caylus, Marthe M. 
French scholar. Niece of Madame de Maintenon. 1673- 
1729. 

Cecilia, Saint 
A Roman virgin, who suffered martyrdom, in the 2d or 
3d century. She is regarded as the patroness of musi- 
cians, and is the subject of paintings by Raphael and 
Domenichino. 


Ceconia 
Wife of Caligula, emperor of Rome. She was killed, while 
weeping over the body of her murdered husband. A. D. 41. 


Celeste, Madame 
Famous French danseuse and actress. At the age of fifteen, 
she made a successful début in the United States, where she 
was married to Mr. Elliot. Subsequently she resided in 
London. 1814-1882. 


Celnart, Elisabeth F. 
French writer of educational works. Born 1796. 


Cenci, Beatrice 
Daughter of Count Francisco Cenci, whose life was a tissue 
of low and disgusting profligacy, detested by all his children. 
They all fled from his palace and his loathsome presence, 
except Beatrice, the youngest. She became his victim, and 
was treated with the utmost cruelty. He imprisoned her 
in a remote apartment of the palace, beat her frequently, 
and treated her in the most unnatural manner. Her brother 
was apprized of the revolting facts, and assassinated his 
brutal father. The portrait of Beatrice, which has been 
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reproduced everywhere, and the tragedy of her sad life, 
written by Shelley, have made her story widely known. 
1583-1599. 

Centliroe, Susannah 
English comic dramatist. She was three times married. 
Handsome in person, and agreeable in conversation. Died 
L237. 

Ceo, Violante 


Portuguese poetess. Was called the tenth muse. At the 
age of sixteen, she entered a convent. 1601-1693. 


Cerda, Dona Bernarda 
Portuguese poetess. Employed by Philip III of Spain to 
teach Latin to his sons. Died 1644. 


Ceres 
Goddess of agriculture. Called Demeter by the Greeks. 
She was the daughter of Chronos and Rhea, and sister of 
Jupiter and Neptune. She was the mother of Proserpine, 
who was suddenly carried off by Pluto to the lower regions, 
and forcibly made his bride. 


Cereta 
Italian scholar. Died 1498. 


Cerito, Francesca 
Famous Italian danseuse. Born 1823. 


Ceto 
Daughter of Terra, and mother of the Gorgons, Echidna, 
and the serpent that watched the golden apples. 


Cezelli, Constance 
French patriot. Her husband, who was governor of Leucate, 
under Henry IV of France, was captured by the Spaniards 
and put to death. ‘They then besieged the city, which she 
successfully defended in 1590. 


Chabrillan, Celeste V. 


French dramatist. Some of her plays were suppressed. In 
early life she was driven from home by the brutality of her 
step-father, and the ill treatment of her mother. She 
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became an actress and circus rider, and was known by the 
name of ‘‘ Mogador.’’ She married count de Chabrillan. 
Born 1824. 


Challie, Madame de 
French philosopher. rgth century. 


Chambers, Mary 


English linguist. Lost her sight at the age of two years. 
Died 1848. 


Champmesle, Marie de 
Famous French actress. Friend of Racine. Died 1698. 


Champney, Lizzie W. 
American authoress. Wrote ‘‘ Three Vassar Girls Abroad,”’ 
etc. Born in Springfield, Ohio, in 1850. 


Chandler, Caroline H. 
American poetess. Born in Philadelphia. 19th century. 


Chandler, Elizabeth M. 
American poetess and philanthropist. Born in Delaware. 
1807-1834. 


Chandler, Mary 
English poetess. 1687-1745. 


Chantal, Jeanne F. 
French founder of many convents. Canonized by the 
Roman Catholic Church. Madame de Sevigné was her 
granddaughter. 18th century. 


Chaplin, Alice 
English painter. Especially skilled in her pictures of cats, 
whose anatomy and habits she carefully studied. 19th 
century. 


Chaplin, Christine 
American artist. Born 1842. 
Chapman, M. F. 


English novelist. Wrote ‘‘A Scotch Wooing.’’ Died 
1884. 
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Chapman, Marie W. 
American reformer. 1806-1885. 


Chapone, Hester 
English writer. All her works are fraught with good sense 
and sound morality. Her first romance was written at the 
age of nine. Her closing years were obscured by impaired 
intellect and bodily debility. 1727-1801. 


Charixena 
Grecian scholar. Mentioned by Aristophanes. 


' Charles, Elizabeth R. 

Popular English writer. Daughter of John Rundle, a mem- 
ber of Parliament, and wife of Andrew P. Charles. Of her 
many works, probably the best known are the ‘‘ Schénberg- 
Cotta Family’’ and the ‘Diary of Kitty Trevylyan.’’ 
Born 1826. 


Charlesworth, Maria L. 
English novelist. Writer for the young. 1819-1880. 


Charlotte Augusta 

Princess of Wales. Daughter of George IV of England, 
and heir apparent to the throne. Married to Leopold, 
prince of Saxe-Coburg. After the final separation of George 
IV and Queen Caroline, she was looked upon as England’s 
future ruler. Her sudden death, at the early age of twenty- 
two, caused great sorrow throughout the nation. 1796- 
Done ye 


Charriere, Madame S. H. 
French novelist, though born in Holland. She was a friend 
of Madame de Stael, and was a gifted woman. 1746-1805. 


Chase, Ann 
American patriot. Wife of the American consul at Tam- 
pico, during the Mexican War. ‘Through her stratagems 
and secretly imparted information, the United States troops 
captured the city, without the loss of asingle man. The 
government gratefully acknowledged the service. 1809- 


1874. 
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Chateauroux, Marie A. 
French favorite of Louis XV, over whom she exercised 
much influence. She was the widow of the marquis de 
Tournelle. Died 1744. 


Chatelet, Marquise Gabrielle de 

French scholar. Also mistress of Voltaire. Her first inti- 
macy was with Richelieu, but it was brief in duration, and 
terminated in a warm friendship. Her husband appeared 
totally indifferent to her actions. She was a most assiduous 
student, spending most of the day in hard study. After 
Voltaire had become old, she became intimate with St, Lam- 
bert. Died 1749. 


Chatfield, Julia 
American educator. 1809-1878. 


Chatterton, Lady 
English authoress. Died 1876. 


Chaudet, Jeanne E. 
French painter. 1767-1830. 


Cheledonis 
Grecian patriot. Aided in repelling the attacks of Pyrrhus 
upon Sparta. 3d century B. C. 


Chelone 
A nymph, who, refusing to attend the nuptials of Jupiter and 
Juno, was turned into a tortoise. 


Chelonis 

Grecian princess. Her father, Leonidas I, king of Sparta, 
was deposed by a faction, and her husband Cleombrotus 
placed on the throne. ‘Thereupon she left her husband, 
and accompanied her father to a temple in which he found a 
sanctuary. A change of factions took place and Leonidas 
was restored. Chelonis now left her father for her husband, 
and against the pleadings of Leonidas, she shared the exile 
of her husband, and left Sparta forever. 


Chemin, Catharine de 
French painter of flowers. Died 1698. 
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Cheney, Harriet V. 
American novelist. Native of Massachusetts. Born 1815. 


Cheron, Elizabeth S. 
French painter of note. She was famous at the early age 
of fourteen. Her father was a painter in enamel. She 
excelled in historical painting and in female portraits. 
She was a member of several societies. 1678-1711. 


Chesebro, Caroline 
American novelist. Born in Canandaigua. Died 1873. 


Chevreuse, Marie Duchess de 
A fascinating French lady, noted for her political ambition 
and influence. During the troubles of the Fronde she 
acted with the enemies of Mazarin. She was banished by 
Richelieu. 1600-1679. 


Chezy, Wilhelmina C. von 
German novelist and poetess. Divorced twice. 1783-1856. 


Child, Lydia Maria 
American writer. Born in Medford, Massachusetts. Wife 
of a lawyer. She was prominent in the anti-slavery 
movement. She edited the ‘‘ Juvenile Miscellany,’’ and 
afterward in New York with her husband, the ‘ National 
Anti-Slavery Standard.’’ 1802-1880. 


Chimay, Jeanne M. de 
French politician. Bornin Spain. Daughter of a count. 
Married de Fontenay, a French lawyer. Having parted 
from him, she was imprisoned by the terrorists. ‘There her 
dazzling beauty, wit and grace, fascinated ‘Tallien, the 
dreaded: representative of the convention, the arbiter of 
life and death. He acknowledged her as his wife. Her 
influence over him rescued many from imprisonment and 
death. Subsequently she was imprisoned in Paris, where 
Josephine Beauharnais was her fellow captive. ‘Tallien, on 
this account, conspired with success against Robespierre. 
On his fall, she was released. Madame Tallien became the 
friend of Madame Bonaparte, and her salon was one of the 
most fashionable in Paris. Upon her divorce from Tallien, 
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she married the prince de Chimay. She had children by 
each of her husbands. 1773-1835. 


Chinchon, Countess de 
Wife of the Spanish viceroy in Peru. On her return to 
Spain she introduced the Peruvian bark, which was effica- 
cious in fevers. Hence Linnzus, in her honor, gave the 
name cinchona to that bark. 17th century. 


Chiomara 
Gaulish patriot. Wife of their chief. Taken captive by 
the Romans, she cut off the head of the centurion who 
had her in charge and escaped to her people. 2d century. 


Chippendale, Mary J. 
English actress. 19th century. 


Chisholm, Mrs. Caroline 
English philanthropist. Founded homes for immigrants. 
Spent most of her married life in Australia. 1810-1877. 


Chloe 
A surname of the goddess Ceres or Demeter. 


Chloris 
Daughter of Niobe. All her brothers and sisters, except one 
brother, were slain by Apollo and his sister Diana. Chloris 
turned white with terror, hence her name. 


Christina of Sweden 
Queen of that country. Only surviving child of Gustavus 
Adolphus. She received a careful, solid and masculine 
education. Her character was eccentric and impatient of 
the etiquette of courts. At the early age of seven she was 
placed on the throne. She became an excellent classical 
scholar, rode and hunted, harangued the senate and dictated 
to her ministers. In the gentler graces and virtues of her 
sex, she was deficient. She grew up self-willed, arrogant 
and impatient, but was gay, frank and generous. She 
patronized literary men, but had an aversion to her own sex. 
She conversed fluently in four of the European languages. 
She was indefatigable in her attention to the business of the 
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state, but would have no prime minister. She exercised 
unbounded influence over the senate and was popular with 
the people. 

In person she was not handsome; slightly below the 
medium height, with well formed, hazel eyes, quick and 
penetrating, with a profusion of light brown hair, which 
was seldom combed. She was extremely temperate in her 
habits and very negligent in her dress. She had many 
royal suitors for her hand, but she refused all. One 
of the most important events of her reign was the Peace of 
Westphalia, which confirmed Sweden in the possession of 
many important countries. She always enjoyed the entire 
confidence and love of her people. Finally, she abdicated 
the throne in favor of Charles Gustavus, and went at once 
to Brussels where she abjured the Lutheran faith, and joined 
the Roman Catholic church. She there assumed male 
attire, which she continued to wear. From thence she went 
to Rome, where she received splendid hospitality from the 
pope. She then went to France, where she was entertained 
with royal honors by Louis XIV. Her masculine attire 
and violation of the decencies and proprieties of life dis- 
gusted the people, and finally she was compelled to leave 
that country on account of the deliberate murder of one of 
her suite by her order. She returned to Rome, where she 
quarrelled with the pope. She went back to Sweden, but 
the people treated her coldly, and finally she again visited 
Rome, where she died at the age of sixty-three. 1626-1689. 


Christine de Pisan 
French poetess. Born in Italy, but educated in the French 
court. Born 1363. 


Christine of France 


Daughter of Henry IV of France and wife of Victor 
Amadeus II of Savoy. On his death she acted as regent. 
She was a very accomplished woman. Died 1663. 


Chudleigh, Lady Mary 
French poetess. 1656-1710. 


Cibber, Susannah M. 
The best actress of her day in England. She was the 
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daughter of an upholsterer and the sister of Arne, the 
musical composer. She married the son of the great actor, 
Colley Cibber. Her husband’s habits were luxurious, and 
his means of obtaining money dishonorable. She soon 
ceased to live with him, and took up her abode with a Mr. 
Bennet. 1716-1766. 


Cicci, Marie L. 
Italian poetess. 1760-1794. 


Cimino, Aurelia 
Italian writer. She was descended from a noble Spanish 
family. Having a fine voice, she desired to sing in opera, 
but her parents opposed the project. She married a 
Neapolitan poet. She was a noted literary woman, and the 
founder of a magazine devoted to the interests of her sex. 
roth century. 


Cirani, Elizabeth 
Italian painter. She excelled in the terrible. 18th century. 


Circe 


A mythical sorceress, daughter of Helios. She lived on 
an island. Ulysses visited her. Some of his companions 
partook of food at a banquet she prepared, and were 
turned into swine. Mercury saved Ulysses from this fate 
by giving him a plant, which was potent against her magic. 
Ulysses then partook of the food offered and was ordered to 
join his companions in the sty. Ulysses, drawing his sword, 
threatened to slay her, whereupon she restored his compan- 
ions to their pristine form, and swore she would do him 
and them no further injury. ‘They remained in her palacea 
year. At her request, Ulysses made a brief trip to the 
lower rezions. 


Clairon, Clara J. 
One of the most celebrated of French actresses. She 
made her début at the age of twelve. She retired as the 
mistress of the Margrave of Anspach. 1723-1803. 
Clarke, Charlotte 


English actress. Daughter of Colley Cibber, the famous 
actor. Her education and tastes were better suited to a boy 
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than to a girlk When young, she married Richard Clarke, 
the violinist, but his unfaithfulness soon gave her cause for 
a separation. She then went on the stage, and at first suc- 
ceeded, but her ungovernable impetuosity caused a quarrel 
with the manager. She joined a company of strolling 
actors, and the remainder of her life was one of distress. 
Died 1759. 


Clarke, Mary B. 
American poetess. Born 1830. 


Clarke, Mary C. 


English authoress. Wrote the concordance of Shakspeare, 
which occupied sixteen years of her life. ‘The process of 
examining proofs while it was being printed took fourteen 
years more. Born 1809. 


Clarke, Rebecca 8S. 


American novelist. Born 1833. 


Clarke, Sara J. 

American authoress. Pseudonym ‘‘ Grace Greenwood.”’ 
Born in Onondaga in New York of New England ancestry. 
While a child her family removed to the mountains of 
Western Pennsylvania. A high appreciation of the holy 
dignity of womanhood is a striking characteristic of her 
poetry. She contributed to magazines and was widely 
known and popular. In 1853 she married Leander K. 
Lippincott of Philadelphia. Born 1825. 


Claude of France 


Daughter of Louis XII and wife of Francis I. Eminent for 
her virtues. 1499-1524. 


Claudia or Clodia 
The name of a score of Roman females, none of whom 
deserve special mention. 


Claus, Wilhelmina 
Eminent German musician. Born 1834. 


Claypole, Elizabeth 


English philanthropist. Favorite daughter of Oliver 
Cromwell. 1620-1658. 


Fameus Women of History 99 


Clayton, Eleanor C. 
Irish authoress and journalist. Born 1832. 


Clelia 

Roman patriot. One of the ten virgins sent as hostages to 
Porsenna who had marched upon Rome. ‘They escaped 
from the hostile camp, swam the Tiber river, and amidst a 
storm of arrows returned to the city. The senate thereupon 
sent them back. Porsenna generously gave them their 
liberty on account of their valor and presented Clelia with 
a noble charger handsomely caparisoned. An equestrian 
statue was erected in Rome in honor of the heroine. 


Clemence, Isaure 
French poetess. Instituted floral games at Toulouse. Died 
1500. ; 


Clement, Clara E. 
American writer and journalist. Born in St. Louis 1834. 


Clementia 
Goddess of mercy at Rome. 


Clemmer, Mary 
American journalist. While very young she married Rev. 
Daniel Ames, a Presbyterian clergyman from whom she was 
legally separated, whereupon she resumed her maiden name. 
She was the correspondent of many leading papers. Born 
in Utica. 1839-1884. 


Cleobule 
Greek poetess. Her skill in framing riddles was remarkable. 
6th century B. C. 


Cleopatra 
Daughter of Ptolemy Auletes, queen of Egypt. Her father 
left his crown to her and directed her to marry her brother. 
This she refused to do, and the ministers of Ptolemy 
banished her. She retired to Syria and although but nine- 
teen raised an army and approached the Egyptian frontier. 
Julius Czesar at this time in pursuit of Ptolemy came to 
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Alexandria. Here he appointed himself arbitrator in the 
dispute. Disguising herself she visited Ceesar and at once 
captivated him with her charms. Her wit, her expressive 
eyes, melodious voice and fascinating manners made her 
irresistible. She spoke seven different languages and hence 
rarely used an interpreter. Czesar decided in her favor, but 
her brother Ptolemy appealed to arms, in which Cesar was 
victorious, and Ptolemy was drowned in the conflict. Czesar 
then caused Cleopatra to wed her younger brother, a boy of 
eleven. After Czesar’s departure, Cleopatra reigned un- 
molested, and shortly afterward poisoned her child husband. 
She visited Cesar in Rome and lodged in his palace until 
his assassination caused her abruptly to leave the city. 

After the battle of Philippi, Antony summoned Cleo- 
patra to appear before him at Tarsus in Cilicia. She sailed 
there in a vessel whose stern was of gold, sails of purple 
silk and oars of silver that kept time to a concert of several 
instruments. The queen herself was lying under a canopy 
of cloth of gold, dressed like Venus rising out of the sea. 
The handsomest of her women attired like Nereides and 
Graces were leaning on the sides of the vessel. Antony 
unattended, met her and was captivated. Her influence 
over him became unbounded, and she abused it to the worst 
purposes. The next year Antony married Octavia, the 
sister of Octavius, who afterward became the Emperor 
Augustus. Cleopatra’s charms, however, drew him back to 
Egypt. He bestowed upon her many provinces, which 
provoked the displeasure of the Romans. Octavius met the 
guilty pair in a naval battle off Actium. Cleopatra com- 
manded her own portion of the fleet, but before the battle 
commenced, she precipitately fled. After Antony’s defeat, 
he stabbed himself and while dying was carried into the 
presence of Cleopatra, where he expired in her arms. 

She had an interview with Octavius and endeavored to 
captivate him but failed. Finding that she was to be led 
to grace the triumph at Rome, she obtained an asp, which 
she allowed to sting her. She died in her thirty-ninth year, 
and was placed in the tomb with Antony. Antony’s repu- 
diated wife Octavia took charge of her rival’s children, and 
one of them married Juba, king of Mauritania, 1st century 
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Clermont, Catherine de 
French heroine. In defence of her estate, she assembled 
soldiers and compelled her vassals to acknowledge Henry 
IV. She was a remarkable linguist. 16th century 


Cleveland, Barbara, Duchess of 

Mistress of Charles II of England. When but eighteen she 
married George Palmer a law student of large wealth. For 
ten years her influence over the merry monarch was supreme. 
Her submissive husband was created earl of Castlemaine, 
while she was made Duchess of Cleveland. She was beauti- 
ful, but haughty, imperious, extravagant and unfaithful to 
both king and husband. Her jealous temper at last occa- 
sioned a separation between her and the king and she 
returned to France. When sixty-five years old she married 
Beau Fielding, who treated her brutally. She afterward 
found he had another wife living. Her father was a noble- 
man and a brave English officer, who died of wounds 
received in the service. Died 1704. 


Cleveland, Rose E. 
American educator. Born 1846. 


Cleves, Marie de 
Duchess of Orleans. Mother of Louis XII of France. 
French poetess. Died 1487. 


Clifford, Anne 

Countess of Dorset. English philanthropist. Died 1676. 
Clio 

The muse of history. 
Clive, Mrs. Caroline 


English poetess and novelist. She was accidently burnt to 
death in 1873. 


Clive, Catharine or Kitty 
English actress of note. Successful in comedy. Died 1785. 


Cloacina 
Goddess of the sewers of Rome, 
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Clodius, Juliana S. 
German scholar. Died 1805. 


Clotho 
The youngest of the Fates. 


Clotilde, Saint 
Queen of France. Wife of Clovis, whom she converted to 
Christianity. 475-545. 


Clough, Anna J. 
English educator. 1819-1892. 


Clytemnestra 

Daughter of Tyndarus, king of Sparta. Wife of Agamem- 
non, king of Mycenz. During his absence in the siege of 
Troy, Clytemnestra fell in love with a relation A‘gisthus, 
and slew her husband shortly after his return. Orestes, his 
son, avenged his father’s death by killing his mother, for 
which crime he was pursued by the Furies until he lost his 
reason. 


Clyte 
Name of three unimportant mythical personages. 


Cobbe, Frances C. 
Irish religious writer. A disciple of Theodore Parker, at 
whose death she was present. It occurred in Italy. Born 
1822. 


Cochrane, Grizel 


Scotch heroine. When only eighteen she waylaid the post- 
man who was carrying the death warrant for her father’s 
execution for treason, and destroyed the document. Before 
another warrant was obtained the nobleman was pardoned. 
17th century. 


Cockburn, Alicia 
Scotch poetess. 1712-1794. 


Cockburn, Catharine 
Scotch poetess and dramatist. Educated a Protestant, she 
was induced to join the Roman Catholics, but renounced 
that faith in her riper years. 1679-1749. 
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Codemo, Luigia 
Italian writer. Born 1828. 


Colban, Marie S. 


Norwegian novelist. Her summers were spent in Norway 
and her winters in Paris. She afterward removed to 
Rome. Born 1814. 


Colbran, Isabella A. 
Spanish vocalist. 1785-1845. 


Coleridge, Sarah HF. 


English poetess. Daughter of the distinguished poet Sam- 
uel Taylor Coleridge, and wife of his nephew. 1803-1852. 


Colet, Louise 
Popular French poetess. Her maiden name was Revoil. 
1810-1876. 


Coligni, Henriette, Countess de la Suse 
French poetess. Her first husband was Thomas Hamilton, 
a Scotchman of rank. The jealousy of her second husband 
embittered her life and his severities induced her to abjure 
Protestantism and embrace the Roman Catholic faith. Fin- 
ally the marriage was dissolved. Died 1673. 


Collet, Jacobine C. 
Norwegian novelist. Daughter of a clergyman. She mar- 
ried a professor of law. Her works, both in Norway and 
Sweden, have given a marked impulse to the discussion of 
social questions. Born 1813. 


Collins, Frances M. 


English novelist. She was the literary companion of her 
husband who was both a poet and novelist. 1gth century. 


Collins, Rebecca 
American philanthropist. 1804-1892. 


Colombe, Marie I. 
Famous Italian actress. Retired from the stage in 1788. 
Died 1817. 
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Colombini-Molino, Guilia 
Italian poetess. 19th century. 


Colonna, Vittoria 
Italian poetess. Wife of the Marquis of Pescara. Her 
beauty, virtues and talents were extolled by Michael Angelo 
and Ariosto. 1490-1547. 


Colquhoun, Lady Janet 
Scottish religious authoress. 1781-1846. 


Comnena, Anna

Conant, Hannah O. 
American writer. Born in Massachusetts, 1811. 


Conant, Helen S. 
American writer and journalist. Born in Massachusetts, 1839. 


Concordia 
Roman goddess of concord and peace. She had several 
temples in Rome. 


Condorcet, Sophie de 
French writer. Sister of Marshal Grouchy. In the first 
years of the regime, this marquise shared with Madame de 
Stael the homage of the salon. She was one of the most 
beautiful women of her time. 1765-1822. 


Conring, Elisa S. 
German poetess. Wife of Baron von Reichenbach. Her 
sister, Maria S., was alsoa poetess. The former died 1718. 


Constance, Empress of Germany 
Wife of Henry VI, and mother of Frederick II. 1155-1198. 


Constance, Queen of Sicily 
Wife of Pedro of Aragon. Died 1298. 


Constantia 
Half sister of Constantine the Great, and wife of Licinius, 
who with Galerius, were co-emperors of the Roman empire. 
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Contarini, Gabrielle C.

Contat, Louise 
French actress of high repute. Remarkable conversation- 
alist. 1760-1813. 


Conti, Louise Marguerite Princess de

French patriot. Was descended from a noble Norman fam- 
ily, among whom was the great tragedian Corneille. Font- 
enelle was a near relative. Her father, though of noble 
descent, was so poor that he was forced to till his own land. 
He married a lady of rank but equally poor. Charlotte was 
one of five children. Most of her early life was spent in a 
convent. She possessed remarkable beauty ; rather tall, 
but admirably proportioned, and displayed grace and dig- 
nity. Her fair, oval face and regular features bore an 
expression of singular gentleness and serenity. Her com- 
plexion was of transparent purity and her mouth was per- 
fectly formed. ‘The low and becoming lace cap which she 
wore, the dress of sombre hue, the rich brown hair which 
fell in thick curls around her neck, the deep, gray medita- 
tive eyes, gave her the appearance of modest grace. 

After leaving the convent, she went to reside with her 
aunt in the city of Caén. While there she manifested an 
intense interest in the progress of the Revolution. The fall 
of the Girondists first gave active shape to her hitherto pas- 
sive feelings. To Marat she ascribed their proscription, the 
woes of her country, and his name had long haunted her 
with a mingled feeling of dread and horror. She was not 
aware that he was but the tool of Danton and Robespierre. 
Bent upon one object, she declined several offers of mar- 
riage. She often meditated on the history of Judith, and 
was frequently detected weeping. Under the pretence of 
visiting England she left her aunt’s house and journeyed to 
Paris. Marat being somewhat ill, was not at the time 
present at any public assembly. She followed the letter she 
had written him with a personal visit. His mistress or wife 
refused to admit her to his room, but Marat hearing the dis- 
pute at his room-door shouted for her to enter. Seated in 
a bath, with a soiled handkerchief about his head, his 
appearance was hideous. A coarse covering was thrown 
across the bath, and a board supported his papers. She 
stated that she had come from Caén to inform him of the 
actions of the Girondists there. He eagerly wrote down 
their names at her dictation and promised that they should 
perish within a week. These words sealed his fate. Draw- 
ing a knife from her bosom, she plunged it to the hilt into 
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his heart. The wife of Marat hearing his cry, rushed into 
the room and trampled Charlotte under her feet after 
another attendant had felled her with a blow from a chair. 
She was with difficulty saved from the enraged crowd, and 
carried to the jail. 
Her firmness up to the day of trial was wonderful. She 
was condemned to death. On her way to the scaffold 
immense crowds lined the streets and at first filled the air 
-with hootings and execrations, but these cries soon turned 
to exclamations of pity for her youth and beauty. A young 
German in the crowd was so filled with enthusiasm and 
affection for her that he afterwards published a pamphlet 
inscribed ‘‘ Greater than Brutus,’’ for which he was subse- 
quently executed. 1768-1793.

Corilla, Maria M. 
Italian improvisatrice. Publicly crowned in Rome.  1740-

Corinna 
Celebrated Greek lyric poetess. Instructress of Pindar.

Cornelia 
Roman matron. Mother of the Gracchi. Daughter of Scipio 
Africanus, the conqueror of Hannibal. ‘Tiberius Gracchus, 
who was eulogised by Cicero for his virtue and wisdom, was 
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her husband. The death of her husband left her with twelve 
children. Ptolemy, king of Egypt, paid his addresses to her 
but was rejected. All but three of her children died. When 
a Campanian lady once displayed her jewels before Cornelia, 
requesting to see hers in return, the latter produced her two 
sons, saying: ‘‘ These are all the jewels of which I can 
boast.’’ 

She gave public lectures on philosophy in Rome, and 
was more fortunate in her disciples than her sons, though they 
were of the purest character, but their patriotic measures 
were so revolutionary, that they were slain ina riot. Cor- 
nelia lived thereafter a life of elegant and hospitable ease, 
surrounded by men of letters, and courted by the great. 
She was a beautiful character. Died B. C. 230. 


Cornelia 


Daughter of Metellus Scipio, and wife of Pompey. She 
was a good woman, but an unfortunate one. Pompey 
attributed many of his misfortunes to her. B.C. 1st 
century. 


Cornelia 


Daughter of Cinna, and first wife of Julius Cesar. 


Corner, Julia 


English novelist. Born 1798. 


Cornwallis, Caroline F. 


English religious and philosophical writer. 1786-1858. 


Coronis 


Mother of the god Aésculapius, by Apollo. 


Corson, Juliet 


American teacher of cookery. Born 1842.

Cousinet, Elisabeth

Coutts-Burdett, Baroness Angela 
Granddaughter of Thomas Coutts, the banker, from whom 
she inherited an immense fortune. English philanthropist. 
She spent large sums in building churches and founding 
schools. She established a shoeblack brigade for destitute 
boys, by which hundreds of them were fitted for the army 
and navy. She erected two hundred houses on the site of 
one of the worst sections in London, and leased them to 
poor but worthy tenants at a nominal rent. She also 
provided for the amelioration of the condition of emigrants 
to Australia, erected drinking fountains, laid out an old 
churchyard in London for a park, helped to supply Jeru- 
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salem with pure water, and did good in every direction. 
As a result, she was raised to the peerage. In 1881, she 
was married to William Ashmead Bartlett, whose name, ten 
years subsequently, was connected with a scandal. Born

ried a bookseller in Stuttgart, named Simon, and her salon

She 
was for some time the mistress of Marshal Saxe, whom she 
supported by the sale of her jewels.

Cunegonde 


Wife of Henry Ilof Germany. After his death, she retired 
to a monastery. 11th century. 


Cunitz, Maria 


German scholar. She was ranked among the leading astron- 
omers of her age. She married Dr. de Lewen. Died 1664. 


Cusack, Mary F. 


American philanthropist. Called ‘*‘’The Nun of Kenmare.”’ 
Born 1830. 


Cushman, Charlotte S. 


Renowned American actress. Surpassed in the personation 
of characters which display the passions in their greatest 
intensity and power. Born in Boston. The eldest of five 
children. She inherited from her mother, who was a fine 
singer, a taste for music. Asa child, she was remarkable 
for her grave and earnest character. She was not fond of 
playing with other children, but retired apart, where she 
read tragedies and practiced singing. Her mother’s limited 
means prevented her studying music under the best masters, 
but her voice was so exquisite that she resolved to go upon 
the stage. Much opposition was made to this by both sides 
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of her family, who were rigid Presbyterians, including sev- 
eral clergymen. 

At nineteen, she made her début as a vocalist, in the 
character of the ‘¢ Countess,’’ in the ‘‘ Marriage of Figaro.’’ 
After singing in Boston, she visited New Orleans, where 
the climate affected her badly, and her voice was irretriev- 
ably injured. She could sing no more, and then she resolved 
to become an actress. In a small room, she commenced 
her histrionic studies, and labored zealously. Her ordeal 
at her début was terrible. She was cast in the role of ‘* Lady 
Macbeth,’’ and, singular to relate, she made a triumph in 
this difficult character, and at once her reputation as a great 
tragic actress was made. On her return to New York, she 
induced her sister to follow in her footsteps, and for a sea- 
son they acted together in Philadelphia. The following 
season Miss Cushman assumed charge of the Philadelphia 
theatre, where she remained until Mr. Macready came to 
this country. She acted with him in different cities, and 
subsequently visited England, where she was very successful. 
Her sister, Susan, subsequently appeared on the London 
boards. 1816-1876. 


Cutter, Eunice P. 
American abolition writer. 1829-1893. 


Cybele 
Mother of the gods. Daughter of Coelus and Terra. The 
Phrygians regarded her as the goddess of nature. 


Cymothoe 
One of the Nereides who aided the Trojan fleet to resist the 
storm sent by Aolus, the god of the winds, at the instiga- 
tion of Juno. 

Cyno 
Wife of a herdsman, and nurse of Cyrus the Great, when 
exposed in infancy. 

Cynosura 
A nymph of Ida, and a nurse of Jupiter. Changed into a 
constellation. 

Cynthia 
A surname of Diana, from Mt. Cynthus, in the isle of Delos.

Dacier, Anne L. 

Celebrated French scholar. For forty years she and her 
learned husband were classed among the best trained minds 
in Europe. In 1685, they publicly renounced the Protest- 
ant faith, after weeks of reflection and study. Voltaire said 
of her: ‘* No woman has ever rendered greater services to 
literature.’? She was very modest, and was a model of 
domestic virtues. 1654-1720. 


Dacre, Lady 


English novelist. Her best work is the ‘‘ Recollections of 
a Chaperone.’’ Died 1854. 


Dall, Caroline H. 


American authoress. Wife of a Unitarian clergyman of 
Boston. She was a distinguished advocate of Woman’s 
Rights, and was also an anti-slavery agitator. Born 1824. 


Damer, Annie S. 


English sculptor. Only child of Field Marshall Conway. 
She was a warm-hearted politician, and a friend of Fox, 
Hume and Walpole. 1748-1828. 


Damer, Hon. Mrs. 


English writer. Descendant of Lady Montague. roth 
century. 


Damo 


Daughter of Pythagoras, the philosopher, by whom she was 
initiated into the mysteries of his tenets. He entrusted her 
with all his writings, enjoining secrecy as to their contents. 
Though suffering from poverty, she refused to reveal them 
to those who offered her a high price. She taught his doc- 
trines toother women. 6th century B.C. 


Damophila 
Greek poetess. Rival of Sappho. 7th century B. C. 
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Damoreau, Laure C. 
French vocalist. The Italians termed her Mlle. Centi. 
1801-1856. 


Danae 
Daughter of the King of Argos, in Greece. Jupiter, lov- 
ing the maiden, visited her in the form of a golden shower. 
Their son was Perseus, who, on attaining his manhood, 
slew the Gorgon. 


Danaides 

The fifty daughters of Danaus, king of Argos. They mar- 
ried their fifty male cousins, sons of their uncle, Atgyptus, 
choosing their partners by lot. The father of the women, 
on their wedding night, gave each of his daughters a dag- 
ger, with which she should slay her husband. All but one 
executed his command. In the lower world, the Danaides 
were punished for these murders by being condemned to 
draw water forever in perforated vessels. 


Dancy, Elizabeth 
English scholar. Daughter of Sir Thomas More.  Corres- 
ponded with Erasmus. Born 1509. 


Dangeville, Marie A. 
Celebrated French actress. Excelled in representations of 
awaiting maid. 1714-1796. 


Danner, Countess 


Danish actress. Wife or mistress of Frederick VII of Den- 
mark. Born 1814. 


Danti, Theodora 
Italian painter. 1498-1573. 


Daphne 
Daughter of Peneus, the river god. Apollo, in love with 
her, pursued her until she reached the banks of a stream 
and was almost in his embrace. At this juncture, she 
appealed to her father, who instantaneously transformed 
her into a bay tree or laurel. 
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D’Arblay, Madame 
see Arblay.”” 


Dare, Virginia 
The first child of European parentage born in America. 
Born in Massachusetts, 1620. 


Darling, Grace 

English heroine. Daughter of the keeper of a light-house 
on one of the Farne islands. At the age of twenty-two, 
aided by her father, she saved nine persons, who had been 
wrecked in a severe storm which was still raging. The 
highest enthusiasm was awakened throughout England. 
Her portrait, which was that of a comely but not handsome 
young woman, was sought for everywhere. A purse of 
£700 was presented, and numerous offers of marriage were 
made her and refused. She died at the age of twenty-six. 
1815-1842. 


Darrah, Lydia 

American patriot. When the Inglish general, Howe, was 
in control in Philadelphia, she discovered that he meditated 
a night attack upon Washington, at White Marsh. Evading 
the vigilance of a sentry, she passed the lines, met a Federal 
soldier and apprised him of the intended night attack. 
Washington, therefore, was found prepared, and Howe 
thereupon retired. 18th century. 


D’ Arusmont, Frances 
Anglo-American philosopher. She advocated epicurean 
doctrines, that pleasure is the highest aim of human life. 
Her style of writing was one of classic beauty. She was 
better known as ‘‘ Fanny Wright.’’ She visited America 
twice, and labored zealously in the anti-slavery cause. 
1795-1852. 

Dash, Countess 
French sentimental novelist. 1gth century. 


Daschkofi, Catharine R. 
Russian scholar and countess. Early friend and confidante 
of the Empress Catharine II of Russia. She was a widow 
at eighteen. 1744-1810. 
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Daubenton, Marguerite 


French novelist. Wife of a celebrated naturalist. 1720- 
1818. 


Davenport, Fanny L. 
American actress. Her father and mother both attained an 
excellent reputation on the stage. In 1879, she married 
FE. H. Price, an actor, from whom she afterwards was sepa- 
rated. Born 1851. 


Davenport, Mrs. 
English actress. A marked favorite. 1759-1843. 


Davidson, Lucretia M. 

American poetess. Born at Plattsburg, N. Y. A child 
wonder. Her parents were in indigent circumstances, and 
at first strove to check her marvelous precocity by with- 
drawing from her all books, pens and paper. She wrote 
verses at the age of six. A generous friend sent her to 
Miss Willard’s seminary, in Troy, when she was sixteen 
years old, where she studied industriously, and undermined 
her health. She died the next year. She destroyed, at 
different times, many of her pieces, but three hundred, 
however, remain. 1808-1825. 


Davidson, Margaret M. 


American poetess. Sister of the foregoing, and also a child 
of marvelous precocity. 1823-1837. 


Davidson, Mrs. 


English novelist. Authoress of many moral tales. Daughter 
of Hugh Miller, the famous geologist. Died 1883. 


Davies, Cecilia 
American vocalist. 1740-1836. 


Davies, Lady Eleanor 
English prophetess. 1603-1652. 


Davies, Marianne 
American musician. Sister of Cecilia. Player on the har- 
monica. ‘They visited Europe together, and were received 
with favor. Died 1792. 
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Davis, Caroline E. 
American religious writer. Born 1831. 


Davis, Rebecca Harding 
American novelist. Born in Wheeling. Removed to Phila- 
delphia. Wife of a prominent journalist. Born 1840. 


Day, Miss 
American poetess. Daughter of President Day of Yale 
College. 1813-1833. 


Deborah 


A prophetess and judge in Israel. She delivered her 
people from Jabin, king of the Canaanites, and his army, 
commanded by Sisera. She commissioned Balak to take 
ten thousand soldiers from the tribes of Napthali and 
Zebulun, and go against Sisera and his host of three 
hundred thousand men with their nine hundred iron chariots. 
Balak hesitated to obey so dangerous a call, when Deborah 
thereupon assumed command. ‘The Lord discomfited this 
great host, and not a man escaped. Deborah’s hymn of 
triumph was worthy of the victory. It forms the fifth 
chapter of Judges. 13th century B. C. 


Deborah 


Italian poetess. A Jewess, who died at the beginning of 
the 17th century. 


Deffand, Marie de 


French scholar, during the regency and reign of Louis XV. 
Her maiden name was de Vichy. She was brilliant, witty, 
sceptical and sarcastic, and drew around her the most dis- 
tinguished people of the time. She retired to a convent, 
and shortly afterward became totally blind, in which con- 
dition she continued the last thirty years of her life. 
Her epistolary writings were characterized by an exquisite 
style, but her poetry never rose above mediocrity. Horace 
Walpole corresponded with her. 1697-1780. 


Dejanira 
Wife of Hercules. When Nessus, the centaur, was dying 
from a wound inflicted by Hercules, he gave Dejanira 
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some of his blood which he asserted would act as a love 
charm. She afterward rubbed it on the interior of a tunic, 
which Hercules wore. The result was the absorption of 
poison from the centaur’s blood, which destroyed Hercules. 


Dejazet, Pauline V. 
Popular French actress. 1798-1875. 


Dekken, Agatha 
Dutch poetess and novelist. When but three years of age 
she lost her parents and was placed in an orphan asylum. 
Her industry and natural abilities were marked. Her 
novels were translations from the English, but her poems 
were original and of a high character. 1741-1804. 


De Krouft, Sarah H. 
American authoress. 1835-1875. 


Delany, Mary 

English painter. Daughter of Lord Lansdowne, who was 
a poet andscholar. She wedded Alexander Pendarves, who 
was twice her age, and with whom she lived unhappily. 
She afterward, on the death of her husband, married Dr. 
Delany, whom she had long known. ‘This marriage was a 
very happy one. She wrote a few good poems. She cor- 
responded with Dean Swift and Madame D’Arblay. 1700- 
1788. 


De la Ramée, Madame Louise 

English novelist of French extraction. Pseudonym ‘‘Ouida.’’ 
Many of her novels, though beautifully written and very 
popular, have a marked immoral tendency. Her nom 
de plume “‘ Ouida’’ originated from a childish mispronun- 
ciation of Louisa. Her father, a man of powerful intellect, 
trained her by masculine modes of culture. Her early 
writings were for periodicals. Born 1840. 


Delilah 
A woman of Philistia, to whom Samson revealed the secret 
of his vast strength, which was in his hair. This, during his 
sleep, she caused to be cut off, and thus delivered him help- 
less into the hands of his enemies. 12th century B. C. 
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Delorme, Marion 

Notorious French beauty. Mistress of Cinq-Mars, who 
was executed by Richelieu. Anticipating arrest, she had 
her death announced, and her funeral celebrated. She 
visited England, married a rich man and upon his death 
returned to France. She was attacked by robbers and 
compelled to wed their captain. She subsequently married 
again, and died in Paris in great indigence. She wasa 
companion of Ninon de L’Enclos. 1612-1650. 


Demarest, Mary A. L. 
American poetess. 1838-1888. 


Denin, Susan 
American actress. 1835-1875. 


Denoix, Marie 
French poetess. Married M. Lavergnat. 1798-1818. 


Deraismes, Marie 
French orator and writer. A French leader on the Woman’s 
Rights question. Fervor, satire and feeling, were the 
means by which she touched her listeners. She has acted 
in politics as an active republican. 19th century. 


Derceto 
Syrian goddess. Worshiped in the form of a fish. 
Probably the same as Astarte. 


Deroches, Madeleine 
French scholar. She and her daughter Catharine were 
famed among the French literati for sparkling wit and 
vivacity. The greatest minds of France sought their 
society. They died the same day at Poictiers, the victims 
of the plague, 16th century. 


Desbordes, Marceline 
French poetess and novelist. 17387-1859. 


Desbrosses, Marie 
French comic actress. 1764-1855. 
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Descartes, Catharine 
French scholar. Niece of the great philosopher, Descartes. 
1635-1706. 


Deshoulieres, Antoinette 
French poetess. Voltaire assigned her the highest place. 
1634-1694. 


Deshoulieres, Therese A. 
French poetess. Daughter of the above. 1662-1718. 


Desmoulins, Lucille 
French republican. Wife of Camille Desmoulins, a young 
enthusiast of the Revolution and a member of the Conven- 
tion. Both she and her husband were guillotined. She 
was but twenty-three at the time. 1771-1794. 


Devonshire, Elizabeth H., Duchess of 
English writer. Beautiful and accomplished. 1759-1824. 


Devonshire, Georgiana, Duchess of 
English writer. Eminent for her beauty and accomplish- 
ments. She was the daughter of Earl Spencer. She was 
the personal and political friend of Fox, for whom she is 
said to have purchased votes by allowing the electors to kiss _ 
her.

Deyster, Anne 
Flemish painter. She excelled in landscape. She died in 
poverty. 1696-1746. 


Diana 
Goddess of the moon and of the chase. Identical with 
the Artemis of the Greeks. She was one of the original 
Italian deities, introduced probably by the Sabines. Her 
temple at Ephesus was one of the seven wonders of the 
world. 


Diane de Poictiers 
French queen. Wife of Henry II. She maintained a com- 
plete ascendency over her husband, and governed in every- 
thing save in name. 1499-1566. 
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Diane of France 
Daughter of Henry II. She exercised great influence over 
her brother Henry III. 1538-1619. 


Diaz, Abby M. 
American novelist. Excelled in stories for the young. 
Born at Plymouth, Mass. She married a Cuban gentleman. 
Born 1821. 


Dickinson, Anna E. 

American lecturer. Born in Philadelphia. The daughter 
of a merchant who left no estate to his widow and five chil- 
dren of whom Anna was the youngest. Her family belonged 
to the Society of Friends. At the age of fourteen she wrote 
an article on ‘‘Slavery,’’ which was published in the 
‘«¢Liberator’’ ananti-slavery journal. Her first publicspeech 
was on the subject of Woman’s Rights and Wrongs, after 
which she addressed many audiences on the questions of 
temperance and slavery. She also warmly advocated the 
election of Horace Greeley to the presidency. She after- 
ward made an unsuccessful attempt as an actress. She has 
been an inmate of an insane asylum. Born 1842. 


Dickons, Mrs. . 
English vocalist, whose maiden name was Poole. Died 1833. 


Dictynna 
Often called Britomartis. The Cretan divinity of hunters 
and fishermen. 


Dido 
Queen of Carthage in northern Africa. Daughter of Belus, 
king of Tyre. She married her uncle Sichzeus, priest of 
Hercules. Her brother Pygmalion murdered Sichzeus to 
obtain possession of his immense wealth. Dido hastily 
departed with much of this wealth and sought a new 
settlement. Stopping at Cyprus, she captured fifty maidens, 
whom she distributed as wives among some of her followers. 
A storm drove her ships upon the African coast, where she 
bought of the inhabitants as much land as could be sur- 
rounded by a bull’s hide cut into a strip or cord. Upon 
this land she built a citadel, from which a city originated. 
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Her beauty and fame gained her many admirers. Jarbas, 
the king of Mauritania, threatened war unless she wedded 
him within a stated period. At the expiration of that 
time, she erected a funeral pile, on which she stabbed 
herself. Virgil and others represent this death to have 
been occasioned by her unrequited love for A‘neas, the 
Trojan king, but this is a poetical fiction, as they did not 
live in the same age. She was subsequently honored by her 
subjects as a deity. gth century B. C. 


Diest, Isala van 
Belgian physician. tgth century. 


Diez, Katharine 
German poetess. Born 1810. 


Diez, Matilda 


Spanish actress. Although extremely popular, she was 
small of stature and deficient in physical form. In 1839 
she married Julian Romea with whom many of her histri- 
onic triumphs were shared. 1815-1883. 


Digby, Lettice 
Scotch patriot. She had large landed possessions. Died 
1658. 

Dimock, Susan 
American physician. 1847-1875. 


Dinah 
Only daughter of the patriarch Jacob. 18th century B.C. 


Dincklage, Amalie von 
German poetess and novelist. Born 1825. 


Dinnies, Anna P. 


American poetess. Daughter of Judge Shackleford of 
Charleston, South Carolina. Married and removed to St. 
Louis. Born 1816. 


Dione 


A Titan beloved by Jupiter. Some fable her to be the 
mother of Aphrodite. 
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Dionigi, Marianna os 
Italian artist and painter. Devoted much attention to 
archeology. 1756-1826. 


Diotima 
Grecian scholar. Instructress of Socrates. 


Dire 
The Furies. 


Dirce 
Daughter of Helios. Her body was changed into a well. 
She was murdered by Amphion, who tied her by the hair 
to a wild bull, which dragged her until life was extinct. 


Discordia 

A malevolent deity. Daughter of Nox, and sister of 
Nemesis, the Parcze and Mars. Jupiter drove her from 
heaven for sowing dissension among the gods. When the 
nuptials of Peleus and Thetis were celebrated, she threw 
a golden apple into the assembly inscribed, ‘‘ Let the fairest 
take me.’’ ‘This apple was the cause of the ruin of Troy, 
and of infinite misfortunes to the Greeks. 


Dix, Dorothea L. 
American philanthropist. Born in Worcester, Mass. Her 
childhood was passed in Boston. She prepared a number 
of books for children and displayed literary taste in her 
writings. Much of her time was employed in ameliorating 
the condition of lunatics, as well as in alleviating the 
misery of criminals confined in our prisons. 1802-1887. 


Dodd, Mary A. 


American poetess. Born in Connecticut 1813. 


Dodge, Mary Abigail 
American writer and journalist. Pseudonym ‘‘ Gail 
Hamilton.’’ Born ona farm near Hamilton, Mass. At 
one time she taught physical science in the public high 
school in Hartford. Born 1838. 
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Dodge, Mary Mapes 
American writer. Born in New York city. A daughter 
of Professor J. J. Mapes. She is best known as the editor of 
“< St. Nicholas’? a popular periodical for children, which 
she may be said to have founded. SBorn 1840. 

Doete de Troyes 
German poetess, A wit and beauty. 1220-1265. 


Doggett, Kate N. 
American scholar. She did much for literature in Chicago. 
Died 1884. 

Doligny, Louise A. 
French comic actress. 1746-1823. 


Domeir, Esther B. 
German writer. A woman of masculine power. Her writ- 
ings were distinguished for vivid description, strong sense, 
but without polish. She was of Jewish parentage, but became 
a convert to Christianity.

Dorat, Madeleine 
French linguist. 1548-1636.

Early Christian philanthropist. Lived in Joppa, rst cent- 
ury A. D. 


Doremus, Sarah P. 
American philanthropist. 1802-1877. 


Doris 


Daughter of Oceanus and the wife of Nereus. Mother of 
the Nereides. 


Dorothea, Saint 
Christian martyr. Lived in Alexandria about 310. 


Dorr, Julia C. 


American novelist. Born at Charleston, S. C. Much of 
her life was spent in Vermont. Born 1825. 


Dorsey, Anna H. 
American novelist. Born 1815. 


Dorval, Marie A. 
Popular French actress. 1801-1849. 


Doten, Lizzie 


American poetess. She claimed that her poems were dic- 
tated by spirits. Born at Plymouth, Mass., 1829. 


Douglas, Amanda M. 
American novelist. Born 1838. 


Drane, Augusta T. 


English religious writer. Mother superior of a nunnery.

Her 
pseudonym was ‘‘ Chevalier a de Doncourt.’’ Her husband 
was an officer in the Austrian army. Born 1822. 


Droste, Antoinette E. 
German lyric poetess. 1798-1848. 


Drusilla 
Daughter of Herod Agrippa and wife of Felix, governor of 
Judea. She was one of the most beautiful women of her 
age. Paul explained to her husband and herself the Christ- 
ian religion. st century. 


Drusilla, Livia 
Daughter of Germanicus and Agrippina, and sister and wife 
of the Emperor Caligula. Beautiful but grossly immoral.

Duclos, Marie E. 
French actress of great merit. She excelled in representa- 
tions of royalty. The name, ‘‘ Duclos,’’ was assumed. She 
married Duchemin, an actor, from whom she was divorced 
three year later. 1664-1748. 
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Dudevant, Madame Amantine L. 

The most celebrated French novelist of her age. Pseu- 
donym, ‘‘ George Sand.’’ Her father was an officer in the 
French army. Her great-grandfather was the illustrious 
Marshal Saxe. Her early life was spent at the residence of 
her grandmother. She passed three years in a convent, 
where she became a zealous devotee, accepting the mysteries 
of Catholicism with ecstasy, which was followed by a mor- 
bid reaction, inducing dangerous despondency. 

She married a French officer, an honest but very dull 
man. Utterly uncongenial, they lived ten years in marital 
misery, when finally she fled to the protection of a lover. 
While living in obscurity with this man, she published her 
first novel, ‘‘Indiana.’’ She soon left her lover, removed 
to Paris, and relied on her contributions to literature for 
the subsistence of herself and her two illegitimate children. 
She threw off all moral restraints and modesty, and 
indulged in the most unbridled license. She wore the garb 
of a man, and professed to be a Socialist, denouncing the 
whole system of marriage. She ardently supported the 
Revolution of 1848, and for a short time edited a democratic 
paper. The later works of this marvelously gifted author- 
ess display a marked improvement in moral tone. 1804- 
1876. 


Dufferin, Lady 
English song writer. Her best ballad was, ‘‘ The Irish Emi- 
grant’s Lament.’’ She was the granddaughter of Sheridan 
and the sister of the Hon. Mrs. Norton. t1gth century. 


Dufrenoy, Adelaide 
Eminent French poetess. 1765-1825. 


Dugazon, Louise L. 
German actress. Wife of a noted comedian. 1755-1821. 


Dulcken, Louise 
Celebrated German musician. Her later life was spent in 
London. 1811-1850. 


Dumeée, Jeanne 
French astronomer. 17th century. 
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Dumesnil, Marie F. 
Celebrated French tragic actress. She excelled in depict- 
ing lofty characters, and successfully excited emotions of 
pity and terror. She retired from the stage more than a 
a quarter of a century before her death. 1711-1803. 


Dumont, Julia L. 
American journalist. 1790-1857.

Durastanti, Margherita

Hindoo poetess and novelist. She was educated in France. 
Born 1856.

French danseuse. Gave £20,000 to the Middlesex Hos- 
pital.

Dyer, Mary 
A Quakeress, who was executed on Boston Common for her 
tenets, 1660.

Kames, Elizabeth J. 
American poetess. Born in New York, 1816. 


Eanfled 
Daughter of Edwin, king of Northumbria. She was the 
first individual who received the rite of Christian baptism 
in that country. 6th century. 


Eastlake, Elizabeth R. 
English authoress. Wife of the painter. Died 1893. 


Eastman, Julia A. 
American novelist. Daughter of a Congregational clergy- 
man of Fulton, N. Y. Her stories are mostly for the young. 
Born 1837. 


Eastman, Mary H. 
American novelist. Born in Warrenton, Va., 1818. 


Ebba 

Irish heroine and abbess of a convent. Celebrated for her 
courage. The Danes, having ravaged the country with fire 
and sword, approached the convent, when Ebba persuaded 
the nuns to disfigure themselves by cutting off their noses 
and upper lips, that they might be preserved from the bru- 
tality of the soldiery. The barbarians, enraged at this, 
burnt the monastery with all its inmates. 


Ebsworth, Mary E. 
English dramatist. 1794-1881. 


Echidna 
A monster, half maiden and half serpent. She was the 
mother of the Chimera, the Sphinx, of Cerberus, Scylla, 
of the Gorgons, the Hydra and other monsters. She lived in 
a cave, where Hercules visited her after she had stolen for 
him the oxen of Geryon. 
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Echo 
A nymph who, from unrequited love for Narcissus, pined 
away in grief until nothing but her voice was left her. 


Eden, Lady Emily 
English novelist. 1795-1869. 


Edesia 
A Christian convert of Alexandria in the fifth century. 
Removed to Athens. 


Edgeworth, Maria 
Popular Irish novelist. Her father succeeded to a landed 
estate when she was fourteen years old, and removed from 
England to Ireland. She early manifested a decided taste 
for literary pursuits and aided her father in his literary work. 
Her best works are her sketches for the young, and descrip- 
tions of Irish character. Walter Scott greatly admired her 
works, and received her as his guest at Abbotsford. 1767- 
1849. 

Edgiva 
Queen of France. Wife of Charles the Simple. Grand- 
daughter of Alfred the Great. 1oth century. 


Editha 
English queen. Wife of Edward the Confessor, and daugh- 
ter of Earl Godwin. She was learned and charitable. Her 
husband treated her with neglect and severity. 11th century. 


Editha, Saint 
Daughter of King Edgar of roayecatee Took monastic vows 
at fifteen. Died at the age of twenty-three. 961-984. 


Edwards, Amelia B. 
English novelist and miscellaneous writer. She devoted 
much time to the study of Egyptian archeology. At the 
age of seven she wrote a poem, which was accepted by a 
journal. 1831-1892. 


Edwards, H. B. 
English novelist. In her writings she struck boldly at some 
vexed social or theological questions without fear of public 
opinion. Born 1843. 
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Edwards, Mary E. 


English painter and engraver. Born 1839. 


Edwards, Matilda B. 
English novelist and journalist. Born 1836. 

Egee 
Queen of the African Amazons. She passed from Lybia 
into Asia with a powerful army, making great ravages. 
Laomedon, king of Troy, opposed her, but she vanquished 
him and took immense booty. In repassing the sea, she 
perished with her entire army. 

Egeria 
A nymph in Roman mythology, a prophetic divinity, from 
whom Numa Pompilius, the king, derived inspiration. On 
the death of the king, it is fabled she melted away in tears 
and became a fountain. 


Egerton, Lady Frances 
English writer of travels. 19th century. 


Egloff, Louise 
Swiss poetess. 1803-1834. 


Eglofistein, Julie, Countess de 
German painter, rgth century. 


Ehrmann, Marianne 
Swiss writer. Her writings are pervaded by an excellent 
morality. 1755-1795. 


Eiloart, Elizabeth 
English novelist. Born 1830. 


Elder, Susan B. 
American authoress. Born 1835. 


Eleanor of Aquitaine 
French queen. Wife of Louis VII, whom she accompanied 
to the Holy Land. Owing to her indiscretions with her 
uncle, Raymond, count of Poictiers, and also with Saladin, 
her husband obtained a divorce. Six weeks afterward, 
Eleanor married Henry, duke of Normandy, who afterward 
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became Henry II of England. From this union arose the 
vars that ravaged France for three hundred years, in which 
‘more than three millions of Frenchmen lost their lives. 
Eleanor, as princess of Poictiers and Guienne in France, 
had presented these provinces to England. She gave Gui- 
enne to her second son, Richard Coeur de Lion, who gave 
homage for it to the king of France. 

She was very jealous of her second husband, and it 
is reported that she poisoned his mistress, ‘‘ Fair Rosamond 
Clifford.’’ She incited her sons to rebel against their father, 
for which she was imprisoned sixteen years, until her son, 
Richard, ascended the throne, when he placed her at the 
head of the government. Her later years were devoted to 
deeds of mercy. Agnes Strickland says of her: ‘‘ She is 
among the very few women who have atoned for an ill-spent 
youth by a wise and benevolent old age. As a sovereign, 
she ranks among the greatest of female rulers.’’ 1122-1203. 


Eleanor of Austria 
Sister of Charles V, and wife of Francis I of France. 
1498-1558. 


Eleanor of Castile 
Queen of England. Wife of Edward I. Died 1290. 


Eleanor of Provence 
Queen of England. Wife of Henry III. Mother of 
Edward I. After the death of her husband, she entered a 
nunnery. She was canonized on her death, and is termed 
peeaint.. ) Diedt1291. 


EKieanora of Este 
Italian princess ; the object of the poet Tasso’s love. 1537- 
1581. 


Electra 
Daughter of Agamemnon and Clytemnestra, and sister of 
Iphigenia and Orestes. At the time of her father’s death, 
she saved Orestes, and afterward instigated him to murder 
Afgisthus and Clytemnestra. When Orestes was tortured 
by the Furies on account of these murders, Electra entered 
the temple with a firebrand, as a priestess. She afterward 
married Pylades, the friend of Orestes. 12th century B.C. 
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Elfleda 
English heroine. Daughter of Alfred the Great. She 
defended the country against the incursions of the Danes. 
Died 922. 


Elfrida 
Wife of Edgar, the Saxon king. A woman of infamous 
character. t1oth century. 


Elgiva 
Wife of Edwy, the Saxon king. Dunstan, the cruel arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, opposed the marriage, on the ground 
of consanguinity. The beautiful queen was seized, and her 
face branded with a red-hot iron. Edwy was divorced, and 
Elgiva was barbarously murdered. 1oth century. 


Elie de Beaumont 
French novelist. Died 1783. 


Elizabeth 
Wife of Zacharias, and mother of John the Baptist. 


Elizabeth, Queen of England 

Daughter of Henry VIII, by his second wife, Anne 
Boleyn. On the king’s marriage with Jane Seymour, 
Elizabeth was declared illegitimate, with her half sister, 
Mary, and the succession of the crown established on the 
king’s issue by his third wife. Her mother had recom- 
mended her to the care of Dr. Parker, a great reformer, 
and afterward archbishop of Canterbury, who instructed 
her carefully in the principles of the Christian religion. 
She remained secluded until her half sister, Mary, ascended 
the throne, when she was imprisoned on suspicion of being 
concerned in Lady Grey’s promotion, and through Bishop 
Gardiner’s machinations would have lost her life on 
account of her religious views had it not been for the inter- 
cession of Philip of Spain, husband of Mary. He feared 
that upon the death of his wife without issue, the crown of 
England would pass to Mary, queen of Scots, who had 
married the dauphin of France. His hatred of France 
proved stronger than his zeal for religion. Nevertheless, 
Elizabeth underwent much ill treatment during Mary’s reign. 

She began to reign at the age of twenty-five. She was 
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graceful, of queenly manners and bearing, not beautiful, 
but with an extremely interesting face. She was highly 
accomplished, endowed with great talents, refined by edu- 
cation. She was familiar with five languages, and had 
studied philosophy, rhetoric, history and music at the age 
of seventeen. Her first object after her accession was to 
restore the Protestant religion, in which her interests were 
involved, inasmuch as the pope had declared her father’s 
divorce from Catharine void, and hence virtually decided the 
child of Anne Boleyn to be illegitimate. She was the founder 
of the English Episcopal Church, as it now exists. In this, 
she was largely aided by her counselor, Cecil, Lord Burleigh. 

She declined an offer of marriage from the king of 
Sweden, and another from Philip of Spain, her late sister’s 
husband. She refused the request of the House of Com- 
mons, that she should wed. 

Trouble was menaced from Scotland. Mary, the Scotch 
queen, was the next heir to the English crown. She had 
already assumed the arms and title of English royalty, the 
Catholics of both countries asserting that Elizabeth was ille- 
gitimate. Elizabeth never forgot this insult. The queen also 
evinced a jealousy for Mary’s superior physical charms. 
Another weakness was a propensity to adopt court favorites, 
although her counselors were chosen from her wisest subjects. 
Dudley, earl of Leicester, obtained a great ascendency over 
her, although at one time she sought to bring about a mar- 
riage between him and her beautiful Scotch cousin. 

Mary fled from Scotland, fearing revolution and took 
refuge in England. Elizabeth determined to keep her in 
perpetual imprisonment, which resulted in a rebellion in 
Scotland, which wassoon quelled. At this time she engaged 
herself in marriage to the Duke d’ Anjou, brother of Charles 
IX. This suitor was twenty-five years her junior. The 
hostility of the English people was so marked, that this 
foreign match was broken off. 

She then formed an alliance with the Netherlands, and 
proffered aid to them to throw off the hated yoke of Spain. 
She made a league of mutual defense with James, king of 
Scotland, while she still retained his mother imprisoned. A 
conspiracy at this time was formed against the life of Eliza- 
beth. Mary, queen of Scots was charged with complicity 
in the plot, was tried, condemned and executed. 
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The next great event of her reign was the destruction 
of the ‘‘ Invincible Armada,’’ which Spain had equipped 
in order to conquer England. ‘The winds had much to do 
with the Spanish defeat. Elizabeth also aided Henry IV 
of Navarre in obtaining the throne of France. In these 
military enterprises, Robert Devereux, earl of Essex, dis- 
tinguished himself. On Leicester’s death, Essex took his 
place in the queen’s esteem. He presumed too much upon 
this personal regard, and was executed. Elizabeth never 
recovered from this shock, though she signed his death 
warrant. Her reign was eminently beneficial to England. 
It was illustrated by such names as Shakspeare, Bacon, 
Spencer, Sidney and Raleigh. 1533-1603. 


Elizabeth Alexievna 
Empress of Russia. Wife of Alexander I. 1779-1826. 


Elizabeth of Austria 
Daughter of the Emperor Maximilian II, and wife of 
Charles [X of France. She was one of the most beautiful 
women of her time. She was gentle and a paragon of vir- 
tue. Her mother-in-law, Catharine de Medici, by her 
malign influence over the king, counteracted the good influ- 
ence of the queen. 1554-1592. 


Elizabeth of Bohemia 
Daughter of Elizabeth Stuart of England and Frederic V 
of Bohemia. English scholar. 1618-1680. 


Elizabeth, Christina 
Queen of Prussia. Wife of Frederic the Great. German 
scholar and philanthropist. The marriage having been com- 
pulsory, the parties always lived apart. Frederic always 
spoke in the highest terms of his wife, and provided her with ~ 
an ample income. 1715-1797. 


Elizabeth of France 


Queen of England. Wife of Richard II. Daughter of 
Charles VI. Died 1409. 


Elizabeth of France 
Queen of Spain. Daughter of Henry II of France and 


Catharine de Medici. She was betrothed to Don Carlos 
of Spain, to whom she was deeply attached. His father, 
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Philip II, after the death of his wife, Queen Mary of Eng- 
land, forcibly broke this engagement, and married her him- 
self. Don Carlos gave vent to his indignation, and was 
murdered. Elizabeth was deeply affected by his loss, and 
died at the early age of twenty-two. Born 1545. 


Elizabeth of France 
Sister of Louis XVI. She was confined with the royal 
family in the Temple, and died on the guillotine. 1764- 
1794- 

Elizabeth Petrowna 
Empress of Russia. Daughter of Peter the Great. She 
was extremely beautiful, and was solicited in marriage by 
Louis XV of France and others. She declined all offers, 
sought religious solace, which carried her to extremes of 
devotion. She thus endeavored to atone for her frequent 
immoralities.

It is believed that Richard III, 
on the death of his wife, Anne, resolved to wed Elizabeth. 
Elizabeth was so averse to this match that she was imprisoned 
for atime. She detested him for causing the murder of her 
two brothers in the Tower. After the battle of Bosworth, 
she married Henry of Richmond, who became King Henry 
VII of England. She was a pious and well-beloved prin- 
cess.

Noted German painter. Died 1863. 


Ellet, Elizabeth F. 
American writer. Daughter of Dr. Lummis of New York 
state. At the age of sixteen, she married Professor Ellet 
of Columbia College. He afterward accepted a professor- 
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ship in the University of South Carolina. His wife wrote 

largely for periodicals. Her most elaborate work was the 

‘“<Women of the American Revolution.’’ 1818-1877. 
Elliott, Charlotte 

English poetess and hymn writer. 1789-1871. 


Elliott, Mrs. Minto 
English writer of descriptions of cities and people. She 
wrote under the names of ‘‘ Florentia’’ and ‘‘ The Idle 
Woman.’’ She was the wife of the Dean of Bristol. Charles 
Dickens was her intimate friend, and she has associated with 
many of the noted literary characters of the day. tgth 
century. 

Ellis, Sarah 
Popular English authoress. She wrote several works intended 
to encourage female education. Her maiden name was 
Stickney. She married a missionary, who had for years 
dwelt in the island of Tahiti. Her novels are of a high 
moral and often religious tone. 1812-1872.

Noted German danseuse. 1811-1884. 
Elpis 
Grecian scholar. Wife of the celebrated Boethius. Lived 
in the 5th century. 
Elstob, Elizabeth 
English scholar. Well versed in the Saxon language. 1683-

Elswitha 
Wife of Alfred the Great. An excellent woman. gth century. 
Embury, Emma C, 
American poetess. Daughter of a distinguished physician 
of New York city. 1805-1863. 


Emma of Germany 
Daughter of Charlemagne. Rumored to have been the wife 
of Eginhard. Died 837. 


Emma, Queen of England 
Wife of Ethelred, with whom she fled on the invasion of 
the Danes. She afterward married King Canute, and when 
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her son, Edward the Confessor, ascended the English throne, 
she reigned conjointly with him. | Charged with too great 
intimacy with the bishop of Winchester, she extricated 
herself from blame by walking bare-foot and unhurt over 
nine red-hot plowshares in the Cathedral before a crowd of 
spectators. Emma, however, stripped by her son of the 
immense treasures she had amassed, spent the last ten years 
in misery, imprisoned in a convent. Died 1046. 


Emma, Queen of France 
Wife of King Lothaire. Daughter of Otto of Germany. 
roth century. 

Emmet, Emma 
American artist, born in New York city, 1854. 


Engelberga 
Queen of Germany. Wife of Louis II. Died 8go. 


Engelbrechtsadtter, Dorthe 
Norwegian devotional poetess. 1634-1716. 


Enyo 
Goddess of war. Companion of Mars. 

Eos 
Goddess of the morning. Same as Aurora. Sister of 
Helios. 


Epinay, Louise F. 
French writer and woman of letters. She gathered around 
her a distinguished circle. Her intimacy with Rousseau 
made her well known. All Paris was excited about it. 
1725-1783. 

Eponina 
Roman heroine. Wife of Julius Sabinus, a Roman general, 
who was condemned by the Emperor Vespasian to death. 
For nine years, she concealed him in a cave. When dis- 
covered, they both were executed. 1st century. 


Erato 
A nymph, and the prophetess of Pan. Also the name of 
one of the Muses. 
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Erauso, Catalina de 
Spanish brigand. She assumed male attire, led a terrible 
life of rapine and murder, visited South America, and 
crossed the Andes on foot. She was guilty of every vice 
save immorality. Born 1592. 

Erdmuthe, Sophia 
German writer. Possessed strong religious feeling. Born 
1644. ; 

Erinna 
Greek poetess. Friend of Sappho. 7th century B.C. 

Erinnyes or Eumenides 
The Furies. 

Eris 
Goddess of discord. 

Ernecourt, Barbara de 
French patriot. During the Thirty Years War, she 
defended her husband’s castle, while he was absent. Died 
1660. 

Ertmann, Baroness Dorothea 
German musician. An intimate friend of Beethoven and 
Mendelssohn. Died 1848. 

Erxleben, Dorothy L. 
German physician. Mother of the eminent naturalist. 
Died 1762. 

Erycina 
Surname of Aphrodite or Venus. 

Esling, Catharine H. W. 
American poetess. Born in Philadelphia, 1812. 


Essarts, Charlotte 4d’ 
Mistress of Henry IV of France. A woman of great beauty. 
She fell under the resentment of Richelieu, and died in 
prison, 1651. 

Este, Eleonora d’ 
Italian princess. Beloved by the great poet, Tasso. Mad- 
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dened by his passion, he once kissed her in an open assem- 
bly. Her brother, the duke, immediately consigned the 
poet to prison on the charge of madness. Here he spent 
many unhappy years. On his release, he found that the 
princess had died of a broken heart. Died 1581. 


Esther 


Queen of Persia. A Jewish maiden, niece of Mordecai. 
She was raised to the throne owing to her peerless beauty, 
and saved her countrymen from total extermination in that 
country. Her original name was Hadassah. Her marriage 
to Ahasuerus, the king, and her eventful life are beautifully 
narrated in the biblical description of Esther. 5th cen- 
tury B.C. 


Esther cof Poland 


Mistress of King Casimir III, from whom she obtained 
great privileges for her nation. 14th century. 


Estrées, Gabrielle d’ 
Mistress of Henry IV of France. As she was of noble 
family, the king arranged her marriage with a nobleman, in 
order to conceal his own intrigue. He procured a divorce 
from his wife, Margaret of Valois, in order to raise Gabrielle 
to the throne, as his lawful wife. While the arrangements 
for the marriage were in preparation, Gabrielle’s death was 
effected by poison concealed in an orange. ‘The king’s 
grief for her loss was excessive, and, what is seldom the 
case, the royal mistress was universally lamented. This 
was probably owing to her never meddling in public affairs. 
1571-1599. 

Etampes, Anne 


Mistress of Francis I. Famed for her beauty and the 
influence she possessed over the French king. 1508-1576. 


Ethelburga 


Wife of Edwin, king of Northumbria, whom she converted 
to Christianity. 6th century. 


Ethelneda, Saint 
British princess, who was canonized. 
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Eudocia 
Byzantine empress. Wife of Theodosius II. Her father, 
an Athenian philosopher, believing that his daughter’s 
beauty and learning would prove a sufficient dowry, left his 
entire estate to hissons. On his death, Eudocia commenced 
legal proceedings against her brothers, which ultimately 
were submitted to the emperor. The monarch was 
enraptured with her beauty and wit, and, by the advice of 
his sister and co-ruler, Pulcheria, married her. Her ambi- 
tion to supplant the power of Pulcheria led to Eudocia’s 
downfall. She retired to Jerusalem, to spend the balance 
of her life in solitude and religious devotion; but the ven- 
geance of Pulcheria and the jealousy of Theodosius pur- 
sued her to this retreat. She died at Jerusalem. 393-460. 


Eudoxia 
Byzantine empress. Wife of Arcadius, over which feeble 
prince she acquired a complete ascendency. She procured 
the exile of Chrysostom, patriarch of Constantinople. 
Died 404. 


Eudoxia 


Byzantine empress. Wife and widow of Emperor Constan- 
tius Ducas. She displayed the qualities of a great sovereign. 
She cultivated literature successfully. On her husband’s 
death, she obtained the crown, and married one of her gen- 
erals. 11th century. 


Eugenie 
Empress of France. Wife of Napoleon III. Born in 
Granada, Spain. Daughter of count de Montijo, an officer 
in the Spanish army. Her mother was descended from a_ 
Roman Catholic family in Scotland, who took refuge in 
Spain after the fall of the Stuarts. Her education was com- 
menced in Madrid, and continued in Toulouse, and after- 
ward in London. In 1851, she made a long visit to Paris, 
where she met Louis Napoleon, who one year later was 
declared Napoleon III. ‘The wedding of these two took 
place with great magnificence, in January, 1853, in the 
great church of Notre Dame. Her wedding present of 
six hundred thousand francs, bestowed by the municipality 
of Paris, was expended, at her request, in founding a 
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female college. She was one of the most beautiful of 
brides. Two years afterward, she and the emperor visited 
Queen Victoria. In 1869, she was present at the opening 
of the Suez canal. The next year, when the war with Ger- 
many existed and her husband was absent, she was appointed 
regent. After the decisive battle of Sedan, in which her 
husband was taken prisoner, Prince Metternich, the Austrian 
ambassador urged Eugenie to fly from Paris, as the Tuileries 
was surrounded by a howling mob, who were indulging in 
execrations against the emperor. Plainly attired, she man- 
aged to escape notice, entered acommon cab and drove to 
the residence of Dr. Thomas W. Evans, a prominent Ameri- 
can dentist, with whom the royal family for years had been 
on intimate terms. By a ruse on his part, she was conveyed 
by him that night secretly through the lines of the German 
sentries surrounding Paris, who, on stopping his carriage for 
a moment, failed to recognize a human form covered by a 
rug at his feet. She accompanied him to England, where 
she met her son. A few weeks later they took up their 
abode at Chiselhurst in England, where the emperor joined 
them six months later, viz.,in March, 1871. ‘The emperor 
died in January, 1873; but the great sorrow of Eugenie’s 
life occurred in June, 1879, when the prince imperial, who 
had joined the English troops against the Zulus in South 
Africa, was slain by the savages. For a time the life of the 
empress was despaired of, and universal sympathy was 
expressed. In 1880, she visited the spot where the prince 
fell. A strong affection exists between Eugenie and the 
royal family of England; and no visitor is more frequent 
or more acceptable in the palace of the queen than the 
ex-empress. Born 1826. 


Eumenides or Erinnyes 
The Furies. Originally nothing but a personification of 
curses pronounced upon a guilty criminal. They not only 
punished crimes after death, but during life on earth. No 
prayer, no sacrifice, no tears could move them. Their bodies 
were covered with black serpents, twined in their hair, and 
blood dripped from their eyes. Euripides says they were 
winged beings. They were three in number—Alecto, 
Megzera and Tisiphone. ‘They were worshiped in Athens 
and a few other places.

Eunice 
Mother of Timothy. Mentioned in the Bible. 


Euphemia 
Byzantine empress. Criginally a slave, who married an 
obscure Thracian, who ascended the throne at Constanti- 
nople, as Justin I. 6th century. 


Euphrosyne 
Oneof the three Graces. Supposed to be descended from 
Venus. Genius of mirth or joy. 


Europa 
Daughter of Agenor, king of Phoenicia, and sister of Cad- 
mus. Zeus, or Jupiter as he was called by the Romans, 
metamorphosed as a bull, carried her off from Phoenicia to 
Crete. She became the mother of Minos and Rhadaman- 
thus, who, with Afacus, were the judges in Hades. [Europe 
was named from her. 


Eurycleza 
Daughter of Ops, and nurse of Telemachus. She recognized 
Ulysses, when he returned to Greece disguised as a beggar. 


Eurydice 

Wife of Orpheus, the fabled musician. She died from the 
bite of a serpent. Orpheus visited the lower regions in 
quest of her, using his lyre to put to sleep the dog, Cerberus, 
who guarded the place. Pluto granted her permission to 
return to the earth, if Orpheus would walk in front of her, 
and not turn around until he reached it. When about to 
emerge from the cave, he turned to see if she were following, 
when an invisible power carried her at once to the dark 
regions below. 


Eusebia 
Byzantine empress. Wife of the Emperor Constantius. 
She was strongly addicted to the Arian heresy, though she 
was good, as well as beautiful. She prevailed on her hus- 
band to give his sister, Helena, in marriage to Julian, and 
to name him Cesar. 4th century. 
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Eusebia 
French abbess, who, with her nuns, cut off their noses to 
secure themselves from the violence of the Saracens, when 
they invaded Provence. Died 731. 


Eustochium, Julia 
Roman scholar and linguist. A disciple of St. Jerome. 
Died 419. 

Euterpe 
Muse of lyric poetry. 


Evans, Augusta J. 
American novelist. Wife of E. L. Wilson. Author of 
‘‘Beulah.’’ Born in Georgia, 1836. 


Evans, Elizabeth H. 
American poetess. 1818-1855. 


Evans, Mary Ann 
English novelist of remarkable power. Pseudonym, 
‘< George Eliot.’’ Daughter of a surveyor. She was married 
1880 toa Mr. Cross, but died in December of the same year.

Farrington, Sarah P. 
American novelist. Pseudonym ‘ Fanny Fern.’’ Born in 
Portland, Maine. Sheachieved great popularity in the brief 
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sketches she contributed to American periodicals. Wife of 
James Parton, the journalist, sister of N. P. Willis, the author, 
and wife, afterwards of Mr. Farrington of Boston. 1811- 
1872. 


Fassett, Cornelia A. 
American painter. Born 1831. 


Fates (Parce) 
Daughters of night. They are three in number, Clotho, 
Lachesis and Atropos. Clotho spins, Lachesis marks out 
each one’s portion, and Atropos cuts it. 


Fatimah 
Only daughter of Mohamet. Married her cousin Ali, the 
caliph in 623. 

Faucit, Helen 


Prominent English actress. Her mother and sister were both 
excellent actresses. She was a member of Macready’s com- 
pany during the production in London of his Shaksperian 
revivals. She married Sir Theodore Martin, an author of 
distinction, and after marriage seldom appeared on the 
stage. Born 1816. 


Faugere, Mille. 
French writer. At one time anun. Born 1709. 


Faugeres, Margaretta V. 
American poetess and teacher. Reduced to extreme poverty. 
1771-1801. 


Fauques, Marianne A. 
French authoress. Born 1720. 


Fausta, Flavia M. 


Wife of Constantine the Great. Having accused her step- 
son falsely, and his innocence being shown, she was put to 
death. Died 326. 


Faustina, Anna Galeria 
Wife of the Roman emperor, Antoninus Pius. She was 
beautiful and witty, but notoriously immoral. The emperor 
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was apprised of her infidelity, but it apparently did not 
cool the intensity of his affection for her. He erected tem- 
ples, and struck coins to her honor. 104-141. 


Faustina, Anna 
Daughter of the above and wife of the Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius. Her infamy even exceeded that of her mother. 
Died 175. 


Fauveau, Felicie de 
Italian sculptor, of French parentage. Escaped from 
arrest in La Vendee. Born 1803. 


Favart, Marie P. 
Popular French actress. Chiefly distinguished in the classi- 
caldrama. Born 1833. 


Favart, Marie J. 
Very celebrated French actress. Her inexhaustible vivacity 
made her a great favorite in comedies. Wife of Charles 
Simon Favart, a well known dramatist. 1727-1772. 


Fawcett, Millicent G. 
English political economist and leader in a movement to 
promote the enfranchisement of women. She wrote a num- 
ber of books, and also lectured on the subject. Born 1847. 


Fayerweather, Lucy 
American philanthropist. Died 1892. 


Fayette, Louise de la 
Friend but not mistress of Louis XIII. Maid of honor of 
his wife Anne of Austria, whom she reconciled to her hus- 
band. Richelieu interrupted their friendship, when she 
retired toa convent. 17th century. 


Fayette, Marie M., Countess de 
French writer. Her house was the rendezvous for the lit- 
erati of Paris. Wrote novels and memoirs. Died 1693. 


Fedele, Cassandra 
Italian scholar. 1465-1558. 
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Federowna, Maria 
Russian empress. Wife of the Emperor Paul. Mother of 
Alexander and Nicholas. Philanthropist. Born 1759. 


Felicitas, Saint 
Christian martyr. Executed under Marcus Aurelius. She 
first witnessed the death of her seven sons. 2d century.

Canadian missionary. 1788-1868.

Fern, Fanny 
See ‘‘ Sarah P. Farrington.’’ 


Fernandez, Maria 
Famous Italian improvisatrice. This poetical talent seems 
confined to the Italians. This lady’s fame spread through 
Europe. The emperor, Joseph II, visited her at Naples, and 
the pope, Clement XIV wrote to her. 1740-1800. 


Feronia 
Ancient Italian divinity, by some termed the goddess of 
liberty, by others, of commerce. 


Ferrier, Susan E. 
Scotch novelist. Mrs. Hale says her first name was Mary, 
and terms her a Scottish Miss Edgeworth, skilful in depict- 
ing character and seizing upon national peculiarities, caustic 
in wit and humor, with a quick sense of the ludicrous. Sir 
Walter Scott was her warm personal friend. 1782-1854. 


Ferrucci, Caterina F. 
Italian poetess. Wife of Professor Michele. Born 1810,

Fredegonde 
then became his mistress, and on the murder of his second 
wife, Galdswintha, who was found strangled in bed, his wife.

Siegbert, the king’s brother, made war upon him. On 
his approach toward Paris, Chilperic fell into a stupor and 
Fredegonde assumed control. She poisoned Siegbert, dis- 
persed his army, assassinated one of her step-sons, and sub- 
sequently the other, and their mother Ansowere. Her own 
two sons perished by the plague, and she became more 
ferocious than ever, and finally slew ber husband. War 
with Queen Brunehaut, sister of the murdered Galdswintha, 
followed, in which Fredegonde was victorious. She died 
suddenly, leaving an only son, Clotaire, aged thirteen.

Attila passed the city without attacking it, 
which gave Genevieve great reputation. Later, in a time of 
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famine, she went along the Seine and returned with twelve 
vessels of provisions, which she distributed gratuitously 
among the sufferers. Her own food from her fifteenth to 
her fiftieth year consisted merely of barley bread, but after 
that time she partook of milk and fish. Clovis erected the 
church of St. Genevieve to her honor. 423-501. 


Genlis, Stephanie F. 

Celebrated French writer. She had beauty and genius, and 
wrote in all eighty volumes. She was the governess of the 
duke of Orleans, afterward Louis Philippe, and for a time 
was an exile in Switzerland. When Bonaparte became 
consul she returned to Paris, where she produced many works 
in rapid succession. Napoleon treated her with favor, gave 
her a house and a pension of 6000 francs. She became one 
of the most malignant of his detractors. Her liaison with 
the duke of Orleans forced her to leave France.

Hagar, after the birth of the real heir, Isaac, 
was driven out into the wilderness with her young boy, 
Ishmael, who was also Abraham’s son, and who became the 
founder of the Arabs. 


Hahn-Hahn, Countess Marie L. von 

German poetess and novelist. She was termed the German 
‘‘ George Sand.’’ Her maiden name was von Hahn, and she 
married a nobleman of the same name. Hence she called 
herself Hahn-Hahn. She was divorced, after a union of 
three years. She traveled extensively through Europe, 
spending quite a long time in each country she visited. 
She recorded her observations on these trips. She had a 
peculiarity of vision, called a squint, which caused her 
much vexation, and finally resulted in the loss of one eye. 
1805-1880. 


Haizinger, Amalie 
Popular German actress. 1800-1884. 


Hale, Sarah Josepha 


American writer and journalist. Born in New Hampshire. 
Removed to Boston, and subsequently to Philadelphia. All 
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her works are of a high moral tone, and she was deservedly 
popular. Edited the ‘‘ Ladies’ Magazine’’ and ‘ Lady’s 
Book.’’ 1795-1879. 


Halket, Lady Anne 
English theological writer of note. Her father was preceptor 
of Charles I. Asa staunch royalist, she suffered with the 
inisfortunes of the royal family. 1632-1699. 


Hall, Arethusa 
American educator. Born 1802. 


Hall, Louisa Jane 
American poetess. Born at Newburyport, Mass. Wife of 
a Unitarian clergyman. 1802-1892. 


Hall, Mrs. S. C. 
Popular Irish authoress. Her best work is ‘‘ Sketches of 
Irish Character.’’ At fifteen, she married and removed to 
London. 1804-1881. 


Hall, Sarah 
American writer. Born at Philadelphia. Daughter of Rev. 
John Ewing, provost of the University of Pennsylvania. 
1761-1830. 


Hallock, Mary A. 


American authoress. Born 1810. 


Hamilton, Elizabeth 
Irish writer. Daughter of a Belfast merchant. 1758-1816. 


Hamilton, Gail 
See ‘‘Abigail Dodge.’’ 


Hamilton, Lady Emma 
Mistress of the great Admiral Nelson. She was the daughter 
of a poor serving woman, and became herself a servant at 
the age of thirteen. Subsequently she went to London, 
and was employed as a maid servant inaninn. A quack 
doctor exhibited her as the goddess Hygeia, in which posi- 
tion she ensnared Charles Greville, and afterward his uncle, 
Sir Wm. Hamilton, ambassador to Naples. This nobleman 
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subsequently married her, and introduced her to the Queen 
of Naples, over whom she exercised great influence. It was 
here she captivated Lord Nelson, who, upon Sir Wm. 
Hamilton’s death, installed her in a country seat in Eng- 
land, as his mistress. She resided there until his death, 
when, fora second time, she was reduced to poverty. She 
was beautiful and artful, and used her ascendancy over 
prominent men for evil purposes. 1761-1815. 


Hamilton, Janet 


Scotch song writer. At the age of fourteen, she married a 
shoemaker. 1795-1873. 


Hanaford, Phebé C. 


American writer. Born at Nantucket, Mass. She became a 
Universalist preacher. Born 1829. 


Hanke, Henriette W. 


Successful German novelist. She married a clergyman. 
Her works attained great popularity in Germany. 1785- 
1862. 


Hannah 


Hebrew matron. Mother of the Prophet Samuel. 12th 
century B. C. 


Harcourt, Agnes D. 
French writer and abbess. 13th century. 


Harcourt, Harriet E. 


English scholar. She collected a company of cultivated 
women, who lived lives of monastic seclusion on her estate. 
She owned two large properties, one in Yorkshire and the 
other on one of the western isles of Scotland. The ladies 
who resided with her at these places were mostly foreigners. 
A system of perfect equality prevailed, and each presided 
in turn. The members could withdraw at any time on 
forfeiture of one hundred pounds. A portion of their time 
was devoted to religious exercises, and the rest was spent in 
amusements—the study of fine arts, sciences and embroid- 
ery. Miss Harcourt herself was a highly cultivated woman. 
A greater part of her large estate was bequeathed to this 
society, but it soon dissolved. 1705-1745.

At the 
wedding, Cadmus presented her with the fatal necklace, 
which had wrought mischief to all who had possessed it. 
She was afterward driven from ‘Thebes into Illyria, where 
she was metamorphosed into a dragon. 


Harpalyce 


A Thracian, who was reared on the milk of mares and cows. 
She lived, as a robber, in the forests, her speed in running 
being so great that even horses could not overtake her. At 
length, she was caught in a snare. 


Harpies’ 


Personified storm winds. They were creatures with wings, 
that acted like vultures and befouled everything they 
touched. They inhabited islands called Strophades. Some 
writers describe them as birds with the heads of maidens, 
with long claws, and faces pale with hunger. 


Harris, Miriam C. 


American novelist. Born in the state of New York, 1834. 


Harrison, Constance C. 


American novelist. Born 1835. 


Hartley, Mrs. Noel 


Trish novelist. 1gth century. 
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Haser, Charlotte C. 


Celebrated German vocalist. Daughter of a director of 
music. She married Vera, a lawyer, at Rome, and retired 
from the stage. Born 1789. 


Hastings, Lady Elizabeth 
English philanthropist. Daughter of the Earl of Hunting- 
don. She built churches, established schools, and was 
noted for her piety and benevolence. 1682-1739. 


Hastings, Lady Flora 
English poetess. Daughter of Lord Rawdon, who treated 
the Americans so severely in the Revolutionary War. 1809- 
1839. 


Haudebourt, Antoinette C. 
Skilful French painter of genre. 1784-1845. 


Haufé, Frederica 
German seeress. Had remarkable visions. 1801-1829. 


Hauk, Minnie 
American vocalist and actress. Born in New York. She 
was the daughter of a Germanscholar of high repute. At 
eight, she sang solos in the New York Cathedral, and at 
thirteen, she appeared at a charity concert. She received 
her musical education at the expense of Leonard Jerome, a 
New York banker. She sang in Italian as well as English. 
Wagner spoke enthusiastically of her talents. Born 1853. 


Hautefort, Marie d’ 
Duchesse de Schomberg. Mistress of Louis XIII of France. 
She was maid of honor of Anne of Austria. Richelieu 
accomplished her dismissal. 1616-1691. 


Hautpoul, Anne M. d’ 
French novelist. 12th century. 


Haven, Alice 
American writer of juvenile stories. Originally Emily 
Bradley. Her first husband was Joseph C. Neal, author of 
«¢ Charcoal Sketches.’’ Born at Hudson, N. Y. 1828-1863.

Haverman, Margaret 
Dutch painter. 1720-1795. 


Haweis, Mary E.

Hecate 
The goddess who troubled the reason of men, and presided 
over nocturnal ceremonies and magic. She was of hideous 
aspect, having her head surmounted with serpents, and 
infernal dogs surrounding her. 
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Hector, Mrs. Annie A. 
English novelist. Better known as Mrs. Alexander. Born 
1825. 


Hecuba 
Second wife of Priam, king of Troy. She was the mother 
of nineteen children. Having been enslaved by the Greeks, 
she threw herself into the sea. Another story was that she 
was stoned, and was metamorphosed into a dog. 12th 
century B.C. 


Heding, Amelia von 
Celebrated German poetess. Friend of Schiller and Goethe. 
Born 1776. 


Heiberg, Johanne L. 
Danish actress. Born 1812. 


Heldburg, Ellen von 
German actress. Born 1842. 


Helen of Troy 

The most beautiful woman of her age. Daughter of 
Tyndarus, king of Sparta. When young, she was carried 
off by Theseus, king of Athens. Notwithstanding this, she 
was sought in marriage by some of the most illustrious 
princes of Greece. Tyndarus, her father, on recovering 
her, bound all of her suitors by oath that they would submit 
to Helen’s choice in the matter. She thereupon chose 
Menelaus, who became king of Sparta. For three years, 
they lived happily together, and had one daughter, 
Hermione. Paris, son of Priam, king of Troy, persuaded 
her to elope with him. This led to the siege of Troy. 
Menelaus recovered his wife, and returned with her to 
Sparta. After his death, she fled-to Rhodes, where Polyxo, 
the queen, caused her to be hung on atree. 12th cent-

Helena, Saint 
Byzantine empress. Mother of Constantine the Great. She 
was born in Bithynia and became the hostess of an inn. 
When the emperor embraced Christianity, Helena also did 
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so, and when nearly eighty went on a journey to the Holy 
Land. Her body at her death was sent to Rome and 
deposited in the tomb of the emperors. 250-327. 


Helena 
Empress. Daughter of Constantine the Great and wife of 
the Emperor Julian. Died 359. 


Heliades 
Daughters of the sun. They were so afflicted at the death 
of their brother Phethon, that they were changed by the 
gods into poplars and their tears into amber. 


Heloise 

Beautiful and renowned French woman. A _ precocious 
scholar. Became the pupil, mistress and wife of Abelard, a 
famousscholar and rhetorician. Fulbert, her priestly uncle, 
caused their separation. She became the prioress of a con- 
vent and acquired a high reputation for piety. Her letters, 
printed with those of Abelard, written in Latin, are models 
of epistolary style. 1100-1164. 


Helvetius, Madame Anna C. 
Beautiful and accomplished French woman. Wife of a 
man of splendid talents. After his death, her house 
became the resort of the most distinguished literati and 
artists of her day. Dr. Franklin was a frequent visitor. 
1719-1800. 


Helwig, Amalie von 
German poetess. 1776-1831. 


Hemans, Felicia Dorothea 
Celebrated English poetess. Daughter of a merchant 
named Browne. ‘Ten years of her early life were spent 
among the mountains of Wales. At eighteen she married 
Captain Hemans of the British army, but the union was 
an unhappy one. After the iapse of six years they finally 
separated, the custody of her five children being granted 
to her. Her writings have had a large circulation and been 
much admired. 1794-1835. 
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Hendel, Henrietta 


Celebrated German tragic actress. Daughter of the great 
dramatist Schiller. She was a remarkable pantomimist. 
Married the son of the philosopher Schiitz, after two 
divorces from other husbands. She flourished about the year 
1800. 


Henri, Blanche M. 
English actress. 1gth century. 


Henrietta Anne 
Daughter of Charles I, of England. Married the Duke of 
Orleans, brother of Louis XIV. Bossuet pronounced her 
funeral oration. 1644-1670. 


Henrietta Maria 


Queen of England. Wife of Charles I. Daughter of 
Henry IV of France and Mary de Medici. Some writers 
assert that she was the direct cause of many of her hus- 
band’s errors of policy. 1609-1669. 


Hensel, Luise 
German religious poetess. 1798-1876. 


Hensler, Eliza 
American singer. Born 1835. 


Hentz, Caroline Lee 

American novelist. Born in Massachusetts. Daughter of 
General John Whiting. She began to write when very 
young. Upon her marriage she removed to North Carolina, 
in whose University her husband became professor of 
modern languages. She subsequently took charge of a 
female seminary in Cincinnati, from whence she removed 
to Alabama, and from thence to Columbus, Georgia. She 
also wrote tragedies. 1804-1856. 


Hera 
Greek name for Juno. 


Heraud, Edith 
English actress. A teacher of elocution. roth century. 
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Herbelin, Jeanne M. 
French miniature painter. Born 1820. 


Herbert, Lady Elizabeth 
English writer. Born 1822. 


Herbert, Mary 
Countess of Pembroke. English scholar. Sister of Sir 
Philip Sidney. 16th century. 


Herbert, Ruth 
English actress. 1gth century. 


Heritier, Marie J. 
French poetess. Daughter of a poet. 1664-1734. 


Herndon, Mary E. 


American novelist. Born 1820. 


Hero 

Priestess of Venus at Sestos in Thrace. She was loved by 
Leander, a youth of Abydos. ‘The sacred office held by. 
Hero, and the opposition of her relatives, prevented their 
marriage. Leander every night swam across the Hellespont, 
guided by a torch Hero placed ina tower. At length he 
perished in the attempt, and Hero saw his lifeless body 
thrown by the waves at the foot of the tower. In her des- 
peration, Hero sprang from the tower on the corpse and 
was killed. 


Flerodias 

Granddaughter of Herod the Great. She made an incestu- 
ous marriage for which she was censured by John the Bap- 
tist. Sherevenged herself by inducing Salome, her daugh- 
ter, to demand the head of John, as a reward for her danc- 
ing before Herod Agrippa, the king, which favor was 
granted her. Her husband, Herod Antipas, was banished, 
and she accompanied him in exile. 


Heron, Cecilia 
English scholar. Daughter of Sir Thomas More. 16th 
century. 
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Heron, Matilda 
Popular English actress. 1830-1877. 


Herrick, Sophie M. 
American journalist. Born in Ohio. One of the editors 
of ‘‘Scribner’s Magazine.’’ Daughter of A. T. Bledsoe. 
19th century. 


Herschel, Caroline L. 


English astronomer. Sister of the great astronomer Sir 
Wm. Herschel. She attained great honors. 1750-1848. 


Herse 


Daughter of Cecrops, king of Athens. Her sister Aglauros 
was beloved by Mercury. Herse interfered with the visits 
of the god, and was changed by him into a black stone. 


Hersee, Rose 


English vocalist. With an Italian opera troupe she accom- 
panied Parepa-Rosa to the United States, and was well 
received. s1gth century. 


Hersilia 


Wife of Romulus. One of the Sabine virgins, who was 
seized. She became herself a divinity, under the name 
of Hora. 8th century B.C. 


Hertha 
German divinity. Sameas the Roman goddess Terra. 


Hervey, Eleonora L. 
English poetess, and wife of a poet. Born 1811. 


Herz, Henrietta 
German patroness of letters. 1764-1847. 


Hesione 
Daughter of Laomedon, king of Troy. When Apollo and 
Neptune had erected the walls of Troy, they were refused the 
stipulated compensation. Apollo thereupon sent a pesti- 
lence which decimated the population, and Neptune a sea 
monster, which ravaged the adjacent country. The oracle 
declared that deliverance could only be obtained by the 
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sacrifice of Hesione, the daughter of the king, who was to 
be exposed on a rock for the monster to seize. Hercules 
slew the monster. 


Hesperides 
Three nymphs, termed the Western Maidens, usually 
believed to have been the daughters of Night. Diodorus 
terms them the daughters of Atlas and Hesperia. They 
dwelt beyond the ocean, opposite to where Atlas supports 
‘the earth. 

At the marriage of Jupiter and Juno, the goddess Terra, 
as her present brought branches bearing golden apples. 
Juno requested Earth to plant them in her gardens, which 
extended to Mount Atlas. The Hesperides, or daughters of 
Atlas were directed to watch the trees, but as they were some- 
times remiss in their duty, Juno sent a large serpent as an 
additional guard. This monster was the offspring of 
Typhon and Echidna and had a hundred heads, so that it 
never slept. One of the tasks imposed upon Hercules by 
Eurystheus was to bring him some of the golden fruit. 


Heusser, Meta 
Distinguished Swiss religious poetess. Born 1797. 


Hewitt, Mary E. 
American poetess. Born in Massachusetts. Removed to 
New York. Married Mr. Stebbins. Born 1818. 

Heyrick, Elizabeth 
English philanthropist. Member of the Society of Friends. 
1770-1831. 

Heywood, Eliza 
English novelist. Her earlier works were somewhat offen- 
sive to good taste. ‘They are referred to in Pope’s Dunciad. 
1695-1756. 

Hilda, Saint 
A princess of Northumbria who became a convert to Christi- 
anity and an abbess. Died 680. 

Hildeburn, Mary J. 


American authoress. Pseudonym ‘‘ Marie Roseau.’’ 1821- 
1882. 
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Hildegarde, Saint 
Famous German abbess. Her prophecies as to the destruc- 
tion of the Roman See had a great effect at the time of the 
Reformation. 1098-1180. 


Hill, Frances M. 
American missionary to Greece in which country she greatly 
aided the cause of female education. Born in New York. 
roth century. 


Hillern, Bertha von 
American painter. Born in Germany, 1857. 


Hillern, Wilhelmine von 
German novelist. Her father was a journalist, and her 
mother a dramatist. Born 1836. 


Hilton, Marie 
English philanthropist. Wife of a temperance advocate 
belonging to the Society of Friends. She founded the 
Créche at Stepney for ill treated children. 19th century. 


Hiltrudis 
Daughter of Charles Martel. Wife of Odillo, who was 
captured in war by her brothers Pepin and Carloman. 
Disguised as a knight she accompanied her husband and 
obtained a release. She assisted at the baptism of Charle- 
magne. 725-759. 

Hinckley, Isabella 
American singer. 1840-1862. 


Hipparchia 
Thracian scholar and writer. Mistress of Alexander the 
Great. Her attachment to learning and philosophy was so 
great that she married Crates the learned cynic philosopher, 
who was old, ugly and deformed. 4th century B. C. 


Hippodamia 
Daughter of a Grecian king in Elis. An oracle had pre- 
dicted to the king that he should be killed by his son-in-law. 
Therefore he declared that all suitors for his daughter’s hand 
should contend with him in a chariot race, and if they 
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were defeated, he would slay them. After slaying a number 
of them, Pelops bribed the king’s charioteer to overturn his 
own vehicle. Hippodamia married Pelops, and committed 
suicide afterward on being accused of a crime. 

Hippolyte 
Queen of the Amazons. Hercules obtained from her the 
belt of Mars, and then slew her. 

Hippona 


A goddess, who presided over horses. Her statues were 
placed in stables. 


Hodgkinson, Arabella 
American actress. Born in England. 1765-1804. 


Hodson, Margaret 
English poetess. 19th century. 


Hoey, Frances C. 
English writer and translator. Born 1830. 
Hoey, Josephine 


English actress. Married the president of Adams Express 
Company. Born 1824. 


Hoffman, Clementina 
Popular Polish authoress. 1798-1845. 


Hofland, Barbara 
Popular English novelist. Wrote moral tales. She married 
a landscape painter by the name of Hoole. 1770-1844.

American writer. Born in Philadelphia. Newspaper cor- 
respondent. Resident in Paris. 1835-1893. 

Hope, Lady Elizabeth R. 
English writer and philanthropist. Founded coffee houses 
and reading rooms in London. 1gth century. 

Hopkins, Louisa P. 
American religious authoress. Wife and daughter of Massa- 
chusetts clergymen. 1812-13862. 

Hopton, Susanna 
English religious writer. 1627-1709. 

Horze 
The Seasons or Hours, who had charge of the gates of 
heaven. Daughters of Jupiter and Themis. 

Horatia 


Sister of the Horatii, killed by her surviving brother for 
deploring the death of her betrothed, one of the Curatii. 
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Horan, Mary A. 
American philanthropist. 1820-1874.

Hortemeis, Marie M.

Hortense E. de Beauharnais 

Queen of Holland. Daughter of the Empress Josephine 
and mother of Napoleon III of France. Her father, from 
whom for a time owing to his dissipation her mother was 
separated but afterward reconciled, was guillotined. 
Hortense received a splendid education and was one of the 
most admired women in Paris. Her marriage was not one 
of her choice. Napoleon compelled her to give her hand 
to his brother Louis. Both were cultivated and excellent 
persons, but their union was uncongenial. Louis was made 
king of Holland, but soon wearied of the crown and abdi- 
cated in favor of his son. Hortense was thereupon created 
regent. Her promising son died, which was a great blow 
to the queen. After Holland was incorporated with France, 
Hortense relinquished the title of queen and was styled the 
countess of Saint Leu. She was an affectionate mother and 
a devoted daughter. Louis X VIII declared he had never met 
a woman who possessed so much grace and dignity. She 
was compelled at the end of the triumph of the hundred 
days to leave France. Geneva refused her an asylum, and 
she took refuge in the canton of Thurgau. When Louis 
Napoleon was exiled to the United States in 1836, she 
desired to accompany him but was unable to bear the sea 
voyage. 1783-1837. 


Hortensia 
Roman orator. Daughter of Hortensius, the orator. A 
tax was levied, in Rome, upon ten thousand women. Her 
eloquent address, in the market place, to the triumvirs, 
caused a removal of this tax, Born B.C. 85. 
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Hosmer, Harriet 
American sculptor. Born in Watertown, Mass., 1831. 


Hosmer, Mary 
American novelist. Born 1830. 


Houdetot, Countess Sophie de la 
Mistress of Rousseau, and also of St. Lambert. She was 
the wife of a general, and the sister of Madame Epinay.

‘This marriage proved prejudi- 
cial to the Reformation, as Catharine was no friend to the 
Protestants. She gained great ascendency over the king, 
but was unfaithful to him. When her guilt was proved to 
him, he wept bitterly. She was tried, found guilty, and 
executed. She was young and beautiful at the time of her 
death. Her married life lasted but seventeen months. 16th 
century.

She removed 
to Philadelphia, and opened a school for young ladies.

Jewish prophetess in the time of King Josiah. B. C. 624. 


Hulsen, Countess Helene 
German writer. Pseudonym ‘‘ Helene.’’ Born 1829. 


Hulshof, Annette von 
German poetess. t1gth century. 
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Humphrey, Elizabeth 
American artist. Born 1850. 


Hunt, Mrs. Alfred W. 
English novelist. Married a celebrated landscape painter. 
Born 1831. 


Hunt, Arabella 
English vocalist. Died 1705, 


Hunt, Harriet K. 
American physician and prominent in defending Woman's 
Rights. Born in Boston. 1805-1875. 


Hunt, Helen 
See ‘‘ Jackson.’’ 


Hunter, Anne 
Scotch poetess. Wife of the great surgeon. 1742-1821. 


Huntingdon, Countess Selina 
English philanthropist. 1707-1791. 


Hutchinson, Abby 
American singer. 1829-1892. 


Hutchinson, Ann 
Religious enthusiast. Born in England but after marriage 
removed to Boston. She was banished for her anti-nomian 
doctrines and went to Westchester County, New York. 
She and her family were killed by the Indians. 1600-1643. 


Hutchinson, Lucy 
Celebrated English authoress. Born 1620. 


Huyn, Luise 
German religious writer. Pseudonym ‘*M. Ludolff.’’ 
Born 1843. 
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Hyades 
Daughters of Atlas and sisters of the Pleiades, also said to 
have been the nymphs of Dodona to whom Jupiter confided 
the nurture of Bacchus. ‘They were transformed into stars. 


Hyde, Anne 
Duchess of York. Queen of England. Wife of James II. 
Mother of Mary, who married William of Orange, William 
III of England. She was also the mother of Queen Anne. 
She became a Roman Catholic. 1638-1671. 


Hyde, Nancy M. 
American educator. 1792-1816. 


Hygeia 
Goddess of health. Daughter of A®sculapius, the god of 
physicians. 


Hypatia 
Alexandrian mathematician and philosopher. She attained 
great celebrity. She was torn to pieces by a mob, 415. 


Hypermnestra 
One of the fifty daughters of Danaus. She alone of the 
daughters disobeyed her father’s cruel command to slay her 
husband on the bridal night. 


Ibbetson, Mrs. Agnes 
English botanist. 1757-1823. 


Icaria 
Byzantine writer. Theophilus, emperor of Constantinople, 
desiring a wife, assembled the most beautiful women of the 
empire, that he might select one. He chose Icaria, but, 
startled by her witty replies to his questions, he dismissed 
her. She entered a monastery where she wrote several 
works. gth century. 


Ilia 
Name given to Rhea Silvia, mother of Romulus. 8th 
century B. C. 


llithyia 
Goddess who presided over child birth. 


Inchbald, Elizabeth 


English dramatist, actress and novelist. She was attractive 
in appearance when young, but was averse to society, owing 
to a marked impediment in her speech. She married the 
manager of Drury Lane Theatre, London, having secretly 
left home to seek employment in that city. At the age of 
twenty-five she became a widow. She suffered much from 
comparative poverty in order to support an infirm sister. 
She was a rigid Roman Catholic in her religious belief. 
For a short time she was on the stage and attained some 
reputation as an actress. 1753-1821. 


Inez de Castro 
A Spanish lady whose tragic fate is commemorated in numer- 
ous dramas and in the Lusiad. She was noted for her 
virtues and intelligence. Her assassination by order of 
King Alfonso IV of Portugal, was owing to her secret 
marriage to Don Pedro, his son. Died 1355. 
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Ingeburga 2 
Danish princess. Married Philip Augustus, king of France, 
who divorced her without cause. She appealed to Pope 
Innocent III, who decided in her favor. An interdict was 
placed upon France, whereupon the king reinstated her. 
Died 1236. 


Ingelow, Jean 
Popular English poetess. Daughter of a banker. Her 
works are very popular in America. She has also written 
prose works. Born 1830. 


Inglis, Margaret M. 
Scotch poetess. 1774-1843. 


Inglish, Esther 
English artist in ornate penmanship. 17th century. 

Ingrida 
Swedish epistolary writer. 15th century. 

Io 
Priestess of Juno, at Argos. Beloved by Jupiter. To 
conceal her from his jealous spouse, he changed Io into a 
cow. Juno asked for the cow as a present, and on obtain- 
ing her placed the all-seeing Argus over her as a guard. 
Mercury killed Argus with a stone. Juno then sent a gadfly 
to torment Io, who fled over the whole world from its pur- 
suit. Eventually she resumed her shape. 

Iphigenia 
Daughter of Agamemnon, king of Greece, and his wife 
Clytemnestra. The king offended the goddess Diana by 
boasting he could excel her in shooting. Calchas the high- 
priest announced that the wrath of the goddess could only 
be appeased by the sacrifice of his daughter Iphigenia. At 
the moment of sacrifice, Diana, moved with pity, snatched 
her away, leaving a hind inher place. The goddess carried 
her to Tauris and made her a priestess in her temple. 
It was the custom in ‘Tauris to sacrifice all strangers to the 
goddess. When Orestes and Pylades were brought there as 
victims, Iphigenia planned to escape with them after she 
discovered that Orestes was her brother. She carried off 
with her the statue of Diana. ? 
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Irene 

Byzantine empress. An Athenian orphan who, at the age 
of seventeen, married Leo IV, emperor of Constantinople. 
She was banished by her husband on account of her attach- 
ment to image worship, of which the Greek church dis- 
approved. On the death of Leo she returned to the city, 
and was associated with her son in the government. She 
caused him to be deposed, and had his eyes put out. She 
then reigned alone. She made Charlemagne a proposal of 
marriage, which was accepted. Nicephorus, the chancellor 
of the empire, broke off the match, seized her in her bed, and 
banished her to a nunnery in the island of Lesbos. Here 
she suffered from poverty. 769-803. 


Ireton, Bridget 


Eldest daughter of Oliver Cromwell. English scholar, but 
a gloomy and bigoted republican. She married the lord 
deputy of Ireland, and upon his death, his successor. 
1624-1681. 


Irge, Princess 
Japanese writer of great repute in her own country. Born 
858. 
Iris 
Goddess of the rainbow. 
Irwing, Mary K. 
English pirate. 1678-1721. 


Isabella d’Angouleme 
English queen. Wife of John. Died 1245. 


Isabella of Arragon 
Wife of John Sforza, duke of Milan. Her position 
became insupportable and she fled to Naples on his death. 
1480-1524. 


Isabella of Austria 
Daughter of Philip II of Spain and Elizabeth of France. 
As the niece of Henry II of France, she claimed the throne 
on his decease, but was excluded by the Salic law. Became 
the wife of the son of the Emperor of Germany. 1566-1633. 
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Isabella of Bavaria 
Queen of France. Wife of Charles VI. Was beautiful 
and dissolute. The king was imbecile, and Isabella made a 
coalition with the English against the dauphin, her son. 


1371-1435. 


Isabella of Castile 

Celebrated queen of Spain. Before her marriage with 
Ferdinand, king of Arragon, she became queen of Castile 
and Leon. Even after her marriage she still reigned over 
these countries. She possessed courage, virtue, piety, learn- 
ing and political wisdom. ‘The conquest of Granada and 
the expulsion of the Moors from Spain were mainly due to 
her efforts. In all her undertakings Cardinal Ximines 
assisted. The discovery of America was brought about by 
her encouragement and aid. ‘The inquisition was intro- 
duced in her reign. 1451-1504. 


Isabella of France 

Queen of England. Daughter of Philip the Fair of France. 
Wife of Edward II, king of England. Very beautiful but 
grossly immoral. By intrigue she induced her husband to 
abdicate and promoted the accession of their son Edward 
III, thena mere boy. She and her infamous favorite, Roger 
Mortimer, endeavored to secure the sovereign power. To 
effect this, her husband was murdered. Soon afterward, 
her son, Edward III, joined with the indignant barons in 
an attack on the castle where she and Mortimer resided. 
Mortimer was executed, while she was confined the remain- 
der of her life ina castle. 1295-1358. 


Isabella of France 
Queen of England at the age of eight. Wife of Richard 
II. Daughter of Charles VI of France. 1389-1409. 


Isabella of Hungary 
A most unfortunate princess. Widow of King John Lapo- 
lita. Despoiled of her possessions by Ferdinand of Austria, 
she implored the aid of Solyman the Turk. The latter drove 
out the Austrians and allowed Isabella only the sovereignty 
of Transylvania. She appointed as coadjutor in the admin- 
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istration, George Martinurios, a monk who abused his power. 
She was an ardent Catholic, but her son, John Sigismund 
became a Protestant. Died 1558. 


Isabella of Lorraine 


French heroine. At the age of thirteen she married René, 
duke of Anjou, aged fourteen, brother-in-law of Charles VI. 
When her husband was taken prisoner by the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, she raised an army to rescue him. MHer daughter 
‘Margaret married Henry VI of England, and her misfor- 
tunes hastened the death of her excellent mother. Isabella 
was a splendid type of womanhood. 1407-1452. 


Isabella II 


Queen of Spain. She became queen at the age of three 
and a half years, her mother, Maria Christina, widow of 
Ferdinand VII, acting as regent. After her resignation, 
Espartero became regent. By a decree of the council, Isa- 
bella attained her majority at the age of thirteen. Through 
French influence, Isabella was induced to marry her imbecile 
Bourbon cousin Francisco, from whom she soon became 
estranged, with subsequent reconciliations and estrange- 
ments. She was very popular with the people and displayed 
ability in governing. Born 1830. 


Isaure 
French scholar. She instituted the Floral Games, in which 
prizes were awarded to poetical competitors. She married 
the natural son of Raymond of Toulouse. Born 1464. 


Jackson, Helen Hunt 
Popular American authoress under the initials ‘‘H. H.’’ 
Born in Amherst, Mass. Daughter of Prof. Fiske. Her 
first husband was a Mr. Hunt, an officer in the engineer 
corps. She afterward married Mr. Jackson. Died in San 
Francisco. 1831-1885. 


Jacobi, Mary Putnam 
Prominent American physician. Resident in New York 
city, but born in London, England. She practiced in the 
hospitals of Paris during the siege. Daughter of the well 
known New York publisher. Born 1842. 


Jacobi, Sarah S. 
American poetess. Born in Rhode Island. 19th century. 


Jacquemart, Nelie 
French painter. Born 1840. 


ael 
; Hebrew patriot. Wife of Heber. She killed Sisera, gen- 
eral of the Canaanitish army, who had fled to her tent ; 
while he was sleeping she drove a nail through his head. 
BeGr2Ss) 


Jagiello, Appolonia 
Polish patriot. Attired in male costume, she fought against 
Austria for the liberation of her country, and upon its final 
subjugation she joined the Hungarian army. Born 1825. 


James, Marie 
American poetess. 1793-1868. 


Jameson, Anna 
Very gifted English writer. Her father, Mr. Murphy, was 
an Irish gentleman of high repute as an artist. She married 
Captain Jameson, an officer in the Britisharmy. Mrs. Jame- 
son was born in Dublin, but most of her life was spent in 
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England. Her married life was not a happy one. She 
traveled through Canada and parts of the United States and 
recorded her impressions. ‘‘ Sacred and Legendary Art,’’ is 
probably her best work. 1797-1860. 


Janauschek, Fanny M. 
Bohemian tragic actress of rare talents. Her principal suc- 
cesses have been won in Germany. Born 1830. 


Jane of Flanders 
French heroine. Wife of the count of Montfort. She 
took the lead of the defenders of the city of Rennes, until 
the English fleet arrived. 14th century. 


Jardins, Marie C. 
French novelist whose works were of questionable morality. 
The incidents of her stories are improbable, and her own 
life was immoral. 1640-1683. 


Jay, Harriet 
English novelist and actress. Sister-in-law and second wife 
of Buchanan the poet. Born 1857. 


Jeanne d’Albret 
Mother of Henry IV, of Navarre, king of France. She 
was one of the chief supporters of Protestantism in France. 
She was celebrated for her talents, virtues and heroic quali- 
ties. 1528-1572. 


Jeanne de Bourbon 
Queen of France. Wife of Charles V. She frequently 
accompanied her husband to the Assembly and sat by his 
side. She was beautiful and accomplished. 1350-1378. 


Jeanne of France 
Wife of King Philip IV, surnamed the Fair. 13th century. 


Jeffrey, Rose V. 


American novelist. Born in Natchez, Miss., 1828. 


Jena, Marie 
French poetess. Born 1834, 
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Jenks, Phoebe 
American painter. Born 1847. 


Jenkin, Mrs. Charies 
English novelist. Died 1835. 


Jerichan, Madame Elizabeth 
Danish painter. Wife of an excellent sculptor. Her sub- 
jects were serious, if not religious, animated in design, 
pathetic in conception, and just in expression. Her style 
was of the Dusseldorf school. 1818-1881. 


Jewett, Sarah O. 
American novelist. Born in Maine, 1849. 


Jewsbury, Geraldine E. 
American novelist. 1821-1880. 


Jewsbury, Maria J. 
English authoress. Married Rev. Wm. Fletcher, whom she 
accompanied to India, where she died,1833, at the age of 
thirty-three years. 


Jezebel 
Queen of Israel. Wife of Ahab. Daughter of the King 
of Tyre. She encouraged the worship of Baal, and is 
termed the ‘‘ wicked woman.’’ Her death was horrible. 
Thrown from the window of her palace, she was partly 
devoured by dogs. B.C. 884. 


Joan 

Pope of Rome. Believed to have been a fabulous character. 
She was a native of Metz, by name Agnes or Gilberta. 
She fell in love with an Englishman, traveled with him, 
studied at Athens, and, in male attire, visited Rome. She 
rose from the position of notary to the occupancy of the 
papal chair, under the name of John VIII. She governed 
well, but her sex was finally discovered, and she was stoned 
to death by the populace. gth century. 


Joan of Arc, or Jeanne d’ Arc, the Maid of Orleans 
Famous French heroine. Born in Lorraine, the daughter 
of peasants. France was rent with internal dissensions 
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between the Orleanists or Armagnacs and the Burgundians. 
The former supported the claims of the French king, 
Charles VII, while the latter gave their allegiance to 
Henry V of England. At the age of thirteen she first 
received in visions the commands of heaven to save France. 
These continued, but her parents for a time repressed any 
active efforts in that direction. Finally she interviewed 
Baudricourt, the commander of a neighboring fortress. He 
first treated her assertions with scorn, but finally he sent 
her to Chinon, where the king held his court. At this time 
the cause of the king seemed desperate. Orleans was 
closely pressed by the English. Joan appeared before him, 
announced her mission and stated she would raise the siege 
and conduct him to Rheims to be crowned. She was then 
eighteen, of attractive countenance and noble form. 
Charles was convinced of her truthfulness and placed her 
in charge of a body of his troops. She entered the city of 
Orleans, and in one week raised the siege. In battle Joan 
displayed great personal bravery. She subsequently gained 
several battles and took Talbot prisoner. In three months she 
fulfilled her promise of having Charles crowned at Rheims. 
Charles refused to allow her to return home. In a later 
engagement, she was captured by the Burgundians and 
handed over to the English, who burnt her at the stake as 
a sorceress. I411-1431. 


Joanna, Countess of Flanders and Hainault 


Daughter of Baldwin, who was one of the heroes of the 
fourth crusade. For a short time, he held the empty title 
of the emperor of Constantinople. He was imprisoned in 
the East. Joanna thereupon declared herself ruler, and 
formed a marriage with Ferdinand, son of the King of 
Portugal. He was a weak character, and finally was taken 
prisoner by the French. Joanna formed an alliance with 
Philip Augustus, the French king, and, with her consent, 
Ferdinand remained in prison. She governed her country 
with vigor and judgment. She was gifted with the shrewd 
sense of a statesman. At this juncture, a decrepit old man 
appeared, claiming to be Count Baldwin, her father. Joanna 
denounced him as an impostor, and compelled him to 
appear before a tribunal. He was sentenced to leave the 
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kingdom, which he did. Joanna sent messengers after him, 
who first tortured and then murdered him. She witnessed 
his decapitation. Her later life was one of agony and remorse. 
She assumed the habit of a nun, and died in a cloister. 
1171-1241. 


Joanna, Queen of Castile 
Daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella. Wife of Philip, 
archduke of Austria, and mother of the Emperor Charles 
V of Germany. She lost her reason. Died 1555. 


Joanna, Queen of Naples 
Tnere were two of this name. Both led stormy lives. 
The first was murdered. ‘The second was notoriously licen- 
tious. 14th century. 


Jocasta 
Wife of King Laius, and mother of G#dipus. Ignorant of 
the relationship, she married her own son, and on discover- 
ing the connection, she hung herself. 


Jochebed 
Mother of Aaron, Moses and Miriam. Granddaughter of 
Levi. She prepared the ark of bulrushes, in which she 
placed her infant son. B.C. 1535. 


John, Eugenia 
German novelist. Pseudonym, ‘‘ E. Marlitt.’’ She entirely 
lost her hearing. 19th century. 


Johnson, Esther 

The ‘‘ Stella’’ of Dean Swift. If they were married, they 
never publicly acknowledged the ceremony. In their inter- 
course, they took precautions to prevent scandal. They 
were never known to meet but in the presence of a third 
person. This refusal to acknowledge her as his wife caused 
her health to fail. On her death bed, he offered to make 
such acknowledgment, but she said; ‘It is too late.” 
She was a beautiful and intellectual woman. 1684-1728. 


Johnson, Helen K. 


American authoress. Daughter of a clergyman. Born in 
Hamilton, N. Y., 1843. Married in 1869. 
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Johnson, Sarah B. 
American authoress. 1837-1885. 


Johnson, Virginia W. 
American novelist. Born in Brooklyn, 1849. 


Johnstone, Christian I. 


Scotch novelist. Her late works are directed to subjects 
connected with the distresses of the people. 1781-1857. 


Joliveau, Marie M. 
French poetess. 1756-1830. 


Joly, Marie E. 


Noted French actress. She was imprisoned in the Revolu- 
tion. 1761-1798. 


Jones, Amanda P. 
American writer of war songs. Born 1835. 


Jopling, Louise 
English painter. Born 1843. 


Jordan, Cornelia T. M. 
American poetess. Born 1830. 


Jordan, Dorothea 
Irish actress. A great favorite on the London stage. At 
one time, she was the mistress of the duke of Clarence, 
afterward William IV, by whom she had several children. 
She died in France in great poverty. 1762-1816. 


Josephine 
Empress of France. Born at Martinique. At an early age, 
she married Viscount Beauharnais, a most polished noble- 
man. ‘The union was not a happy one. They had two 
children, Eugene and Hortense. Her husband applied for 
a divorce, but failed, and afterward they became reconciled. 
He was subsequently executed by the Jacobins, and Joseph- 
ine was imprisoned. ‘The fall of Robespierre saved her 
from a similar fate. Through the influence of Barras and

Tallien, she recovered her husband’s property, which had 
been confiscated. She now became one of the leaders of 
fashion. General Bonaparte became attached to her, and 
married her. She accompanied him to Italy, and exercised 
marked influence over him. When he was first consul, she 
persuaded him to restore the Bourbons. She constantly 
exercised her benevolence in favor of the unfortunate. She 
loved pomp and show, and was most extravagant in her 
expenditures. After her coronation in France, as empress, 
and in Milan, as queen of Italy, her influence over the 
emperor perceptibly declined, although Napoleon always 
manifested love for her children. Her inability to further 
produce offspring finally led to his determination for a 
divorce. ‘The divorce was decreed, and she retired to her 
beautiful castle, Malmaison, where Napoleon occasionally 
visited her. When the emperor was banished to Elba, she 
requested permission to join him. When the allies entered 
Paris, she was treated with the greatest consideration. 

Josephine was handsome, and her figure was majestic 
and elegant; but her greatest charms were her grace and 
goodness of heart. She was called Napoleon’s ‘star,’’ 
1763-1814. 


Judic, Anna Damiens 


French actress. Bred ashop girl. Her grace and piquant 
style are very effective. Born 1850. 


Judith 
Jewish heroine. She was of the tribe of Reuben, and lived 
in Bethuliah when it was besieged by Holofernes, an Assyrian 
general. She was beautiful and wealthy, and lived secluded. 
Learning that the chief of Bethuliah had promised to sur- 
render the town in five days, she dressed herself in attractive 
apparel and, accompanied by her maid, left the city and 
visited the camp of the enemy. Holofernes was captivated 
with her charms, and gave orders to the sentinels to permit 
the passage through the lines nightly to Judith and her maid, 
that they might go forth to pray. On the fourth evening, 
she supped with Holofernes, who drank to such excess that 
he fell into a stupor. In this condition, she cut off his 
head with his sword, wrapped it in a napkin, and carried 
it at once to Bethuliah. The head of the general was placed 
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upon a pole on the gate of the city, in full view of the 
besieging army. A panic followed, and the _ besiegers 
abruptly departed. The Apochrypha contains the song of 
Judith. 


Judith 

Wife of Louis le Debonnaire, son of the Emperor Charle- 
magne. She exercised great control over her husband, and 
participated in the government. The king, having divided 
his estates between Pepin and Lothaire, sons by a former 
marriage, nothing apparently was left for her son, Charles 
the Bold. Judith exerted herself to obtain a kingdom for 
him, but had to encounter many obstacles. Pepin and 
Lothaire betrayed and deposed their father, and placed 
Judith out of power. Again she recovered her supremacy, 
and succeeded in having large estates transferred to her 
son. gth century. 


Judson, Anne H. 
American missionary to Burmah. Born in Massachusetts. 
1789-1826. 


Judson, Emily 


American authoress. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Fanny Forrester.’’ 
Lived in Burmah. 1817-1854. 


Judson, Sarah 
American missionary. Her first husband was Rev. George 
Dana Boardman, a missionary in Burmah. She became the 
second wife of Rev. Dr. Judson, whose first wife Anne H., 
is mentioned above. 1803-1845. 


Juel, Tekla 


Danish novelist. Pseudonym ‘ Karl Krone.’’ Born 1835. 


Julia, Daughter of Julius Cesar and Cornelia’ 
Wife of Pompey, who loved her devotedly. She was an 
excellent and attractive woman. Died 53 B.C. 


Julia, Daughter of Augustus and Scribonia 
Wife of Marcellus, then of Agrippa, and finally of the 
Emperor Tiberius. Detested for her debaucheries. Her 
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daughter Julia was equally licentious. She died in want, 
A. D. 14. 


Julia, Daughter of Drusus 
Niece of Germanicus, and wife of Nero. Born 5 A. D. 


Julia, Daughter of Germanicus 
Banished by her brother, Caligula, recalled by Claudius, 
and put to death by Messalina. Born 17 A. D. 


Julia Domna 
Wife of the Emperor Septimus Severus, and the mother of 
Caracalla and Geta. She exerted great influence in the 
government and was a noted scholar. 170-217. 


Julia Mammeza 
Mother of the Emperor Alexander Severus. She possessed 
genius, virtue and courage. Converted to Christianity. 
Murdered by the soldiery, 235. 


Juliana 
An East Indian woman of Portuguese descent. She was 
governess of the son of the Great Mogul Aurungzebe, 
and rendered important services to him in battle when he 
succeeded his father. 1658-1733. 


Julianna 
Natural daughter of Henry I, king of England. Wife of 
Eustace de Bretevil. Her father attacked his place and 
she defended it bravely. Her two sons were taken prisoners. 
by her father, and their faces badly mutilated. Upon 
surrendering she made an effort to kill her father. 12th 
century. 


Julienne Dejeun 
French vocalist. A powerful soprano. 19th century. 


Junghaus, Sophie 
German novelist. Married Prof. Schumann. Born 1845. 
Juno 


Queen of the gods. Wife of Jupiter. She was the pro- 
tectress of the female sex and the champion of marriage. 
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She was surnamed Matronaand Regina. She is represented 
as a majestic woman crowned, and with her peacock near her. 


Junot, Madame 
Duchesse d’ Abrantes. French writer. Her family was 
from Corsica, and was related to the Bonapartes. She 
married General Junot, one of Napoleon’s marshals. 
For twenty years she was troubled by a painful malady. 
To alleviate this she was accustomed to use opium, which 
hastened her death. 1784-1838. 


Juventas 


Roman goddess of youth, corresponding with the Greek 
Hebe.

Kamamalu 
Queen of the Sandwich Islands. A Christian convert and 
a woman of marked ability. She was received with much 
attention in London. Died 1823. 


Kapiolani 
Wife of a counselor in Honolulu. Christian convert.

Karsch, Anna L. 


German poetess. Daughter of the keeper of a small 
Silesian alehouse. At the age of seventeen she married a 
wool comber from whom she was divorced. Her poverty 
induced her subsequently to marry Karsch, a tailor, a man 
of dissipated and spendthrift habits. She then wandered 
about the country as an improvisatrice. —The king bestowed 
asmall pension upon her. 1722-1791. 


Kauffman, Marie Angelica 

Celebrated Swiss painter. She painted the portraits of the 
entire royal family of England. She contracted a most 
unfortunate marriage in London with a footman, whom a 
discarded lover, an English artist, introduced to her as a~ 
German count. The rejected artist then disclosed the deceit 
and Angelica obtained a divorce, not however until she had 
submitted to gross ill-usage from her husband, who stole 
from her three hundred pounds and decamped. Several 
years later she married a Venetian painter, Signor Zucchi, 
with whom she lived most happily. She continued to 
retain her maiden name and had no children. She resided 
seventeen years in England and then removed to Rome. 
1742-1807. 


Kauffman, Mathilde 
German writer. Pseudonym ‘‘Amara George.’

Clara was educated in a free school in Connecticut, 
from whence she removed to New York city, where she 
received her musical education. Her début at the Academy 
of Music in that city was a failure. Colonel Stebbins of 
New York became interested in her and paid the expenses 
of her further education. Her first real success was as the 
Marguerite of Faust, which she sang in Italian opera. She 
afterward organized an English troupe which was quite 
successful. Her voice is a pure, flexible soprano. She is 
also an excellent actress. Born 1842. 
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Kemble, Adelaide

Kemble, Elizabeth 
English actress. Daughter and wife of actors. In form 
and expression she resembled Mrs. Siddons. She was a 
great favorite in America. 1761-1836. 


Kemble, Frances or Fanny 
Popular English actress. Daughter of Charles Kemble, the 
actor, and niece of Mrs. Siddons. During her childhood 
her family was in embarrassed circumstances and almost 
forced her upon the stage. She accompanied her father to 
the United States, where she married Pierce Butler, a 
planter of South Carolina, and for a time retired from the 
stage. ‘The union proved an unhappy one. She obtained 
a divorce, resumed her maiden name and removed to Lenox, 
Massachusetts, where she resided with a year’s intermission 
for twenty years. During this time she occasionally gave 
Shaksperian readings to crowded audiences in the cities. 
She subsequently removed near Philadelphia. 1811-1893. 


Kemble, Priscilla 
English actress. Wife of an eminent English tragedian. 


1755-1845. 


Kendal, Mrs. W. H. 

Attractive English actress. Sister of J. W. Robertson, 
the famous dramatist. Her father, grandfather and uncle © 
were actors. She was but three years old when she first 
appeared on the London stage. Her reputation was made 
in the Haymarket Theatre, where she remained five years. 
She has also been connected with the Royal College of 
Music, as a teacher of elocution. Born 1849. 


Kendrick, Emma E. 
English painter in miniature. Daughter of a sculptor. 
1789-1871. 


Kennedy, Grace 
Popular Scotch authoress. 1782-1825. 
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Kent, Duchess of 

Mother of Queen Victoria. Daughter of Francis, duke 
of Saxe-Cobourg.. Her second husband was Edward, the 
duke of Kent, fourth son of George III of England. 
His virtues and unflinching truthfulness made Edward 
disliked by the royal family. He was almost unable to 
obtain means to remove his wife to England from a little 
town in Germany, where they resided, in time for the birth 
of their child. The royal profligate, the prince regent, 
threw every obstacle in their way. Edward died eight 
months after Victoria’s birth, and the labor of her training 
and education devolved upon the duchess of Kent, who 
nobly fulfilled her duty, though she was very poor. 1786- 
1861. 


Keppel, Lady Caroline 
Scotch song writer. Author of the popular song ‘‘ Robin 
Adair.’’ Born 1735. 


Keralio, Madame de 
French writer. Born 1758. 


Keroual, Louise P. 
Mistress of Charles II of England. She was a French 
woman who went to England as maid of honor to Henrietta, 
wife of Charles I. She received the title of duchess of 
Portsmouth, and is believed to have secretly abetted the 
designs of Louis XIV. 1652-1734. 


Ketchum, Annie C. 
American poetess. Born 1824. 


Kettle, Rosa M. 
English novelist. 1gth century. 


Khadijah 
Wife of Mahomet. At the time of the marriage she was a 
widow of forty ; he a youth of twenty-five. She bore him 
eight children, all but one of whom, Fatimah, died young. 
7th century. 
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Khaula 


Arabian heroine. At the head of her forces she repelled 
the Greeks. She afterward married the Caliph Ali. 7th 
century. 


Killigrew, Anne 


British poetess and painter. Dryden dedicated an elegy to 
her. 1660-1685. 


Killigrew, Catharine 
English scholar. An excellent linguist. 1530-1600. 


Killigrew, Margaret 
English philosopher. Wife of the duke of Newcastle. 
Died 1673. 


Kimball, Harriet M. 
American poetess. Born at Portsmouth, N. H., 1834. 


Kindt, Adéle 
Belgian historical and genre painter. Born 1805. 


King, Alice 

English scholar and prodigy. She lost her sight at the age 
of seven, but this was not permitted to retard her education, 
which was conducted by her mother, and she learned by ear 
seven languages. All her manuscripts were written by her — 
on a type-writer, and read to her afterward by her sister. 
When not engaged in literature, she was an indefatigable 
worker in her father’s parish. She had a Bible class of 
eighty working men and also held classes for women and 
girls, and frequently addressed large religious meetings. 
She wrote a number of brief novels and was a regular con- 
tributor to many periodicals. Born 1839. 


King, Grace 
American writer. rgth century. 


King, Harriet E. 
English poetess. Born 1840. 
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Kinz, Susan P. 
American writer. Born in Charleston, S. C. 1824-1875. 


Kingsford, Anna 

English physician. Having a tendency to consumption, 
she became a vegetarian and established anti-vivisection 
societies. She formed the ‘‘ Hermetic Society’’ for the 
study of religious philosophy, desiring to revive the study 
and spirit of mystic theology. She wrote several books and 
many scientific pamphlets. She was also at one time presi- 
dent of the Theosophical Society. 1846-1888. 


Kingston, Elizabeth C. 
Famous English beauty. Married the earl of Bristol, from 
whom she was soon separated. Subsequently marrying the 
duke of Kingston, she was tried and convicted of bigamy. 
1720-1788. 


Kinkel, Johanna 
German authoress. 1807-1858. 


Kinney, E. C. 
American poetess. Born in the city of New York. 1810- 
1889. 


Kirch, Marie M. 
German astronomer. 1670-1720. 


Kirchgessner, Marianne 
German musician. She lost her eyesight, when she was 
four years of age. In her sixth year she astonished her 
auditors by her brilliant execution on the piano. In her 
tenth year, she gave exhibitions in the German cities. In 
London she was well received, remaining there three years. 
1770-1807. 


Kirk, Ellen W. 


American novelist. Born 1842. 


Kirkland, Caroline M. 
American writer. Wife of a professor in Hamilton College. 
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After conducting for a time a seminary in Goshen, N. Y., 
they removed to Michigan, and made a trial of that ‘‘ Forest 
Life ’’ described in her book of that name. Afterward they 
returned to New York city, where her husband edited a 
journal of literary and religious character. Mrs. Kirkland 
took charge of a female seminary, and on her husband’s 
death became an editress. 1801-1864. 


Kleeburg, Minna 
German poetess of Jewish parentage. She married a rabbi 
and subsequently removed to the United States.” Born 1841. 


Klettenberg, Susanne C. 
German religious writer. Intimate friend of Goethe’s 
mother. In his ‘‘ Wilhelm Meister’’ she is termed ‘‘ The 
Beautiful Soul.’’ 1723-1774. 


Klopstock, Margaret or Meta 
German epistolary writer. Wife of the famous poet. Born 
1728. 


Knight, Cornelia 
English novelist. Companion of the Princess Charlotte. 
1758-1837. 


Knorring, Baroness 
Swedish novelist. 1gth century. 


Knowlton, Helen M. 
American artist. Born 1832. 


Koerten, Joanna 


Celebrated Dutch artist. See ‘‘ Joanna K. Block.’’ 


Koltzova, Princess Elena 
Wallachian authoress. Pseudonym ‘“‘ Dora d’Istria.’’ The 
Greek legislature, by a special law, adopted her as a Greek 
citizen. She has not only been successful as an authoress 
but also as a painter. She has been one of the most volumi- 
nous of female writers, Born 1829. 
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Konigsmark, Countess Maria de 
German scholar. Mistress of Augustus II, king of Poland, 
and mother of the celebrated Marshall Saxe. She was 
splendidly educated; a remarkable conversationalist, and 
beloved by all. 1670-1728. 


Kortright, Fanny A. 
English authoress and journalist. Born 1821. 


Krebs, Marie 

Distinguished German musician. Her father was a com- 
poser and her mother an operatic singer of eminence. She 
was a remarkable pianist and in that capacity accompanied 
Christine Nilsson to the United States, having previously 
traveled through Italy with Carlotta Patti. Subsequently 
she went through America with the famous Thomas 
orchestra. Born 1851. 


Krudener, Juliana 

Russian mystic or enthusiast. Daughter and wife of noble- 
men. She was divorced from her husband. She was 
intimate with Madame de Stael. She adopted the views of the 
Pietists and eventually herself became a preacher. She was 
expelled both from France and Germany. She is said to 
have exerted much influence over Alexander, the czar of 
Russia. She was also a philanthropist. 1766-1824. 


Kulmann, Elisabeth 
Russian poetess. <A splendid linguist. 1808-1825.

Labana 
Moorish poetess. Skilled also in philosophy and music. 
Died 995. 


Labé, Louise 
French writer and linguist. Called La Belle Cordiere. 
Her home at Lyons was the resort for literary men. 1526- 
1566. 


Lablache, Madame Caters 
French vocalist. Died 1881. 


Labrousse, Clotilde S. 

Noted French enthusiast. She claimed to be a prophetess. 
From the age of four, she displayed religious fervor and 
believed she was an instrument to make known the will of 
God. Her desire was to convert all mankind. She escaped 
from home and visited Paris, where she was called on by all 
classes of people and regarded as a prophetess. She went 
to Rome to convert the pope and cardinals to the principles 
of liberty and equality. The pope had her confined in the 
castle of St. Angelo. Her followers included many learned 
men. She continued to have visions until she was seventy- 
four. 1747-1821. 


Lachesis 
One of the Fates, who assigns to man his destiny. 


Lacombe, Rose 
French actress and revolutionist. She was one of the 
leaders of that band of ferocious women who burnt the 
Hotel de Ville and attacked the Tuileries. She was for a 
time the recognized leader and orator of the republican 
women in Paris, but lost her influence in endeavoring to 
save the life of a young nobleman, whom she loved. ‘The 
latter part of her life was spent in a smallshop. Born 1768. 


Lacoste, Marie R. 
American poetess. Born in Georgia, 1842. 
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Lacruz, Juana I. de 
Mexican poetess and dramatist. She retired to a convent. 
She was called ‘‘ the Tenth Muse.’’ 1651-1695. 


Laddey, Emma 
German novelist. Daughter of a physician and wife of a 
painter. Born 1841. 


La Farge, Marie C. 
French poisoner. Her trial for the murder of her husband 


was amemorable one. She was sentenced to prison for life, 
but, owing to ill health, was released at the end of twelve 
years. 1816-1852. 


La Fayette, Madame 

Married, when young, General La Fayette. At the time 
that he was imprisoned by the Austrians at Olmutz, she was 
confined in Paris, and only saved from the guillotine by the 
death of Robespierre. On her release, she proceeded to 
Vienna, and obtained permission from the emperor to share 
her husband’s imprisonment. She remained with him until, 
after four years captivity, he was released by the influence 
of Bonaparte. Died 1807. 


La Fayette, Marie M., Countess de 
Popular French authoress. Eminently beautiful. La Roche- 
foncauld, Ménage and La Fontaine visited her house. 1634- 
1693. 

La Ferte, Maria T. 
French scholar. Daughter of the celebrated Madame de 
Geoffrin. She was trained in the society of Fontanelle and 
Montesquieu, but her doors were closed against D’ Alembert 
and the other encyclopedists. 1715-1791. 


Laffan, May 
Irish writer. 1gth century. 


Lafite, Marie E. 
French writer. 1750-1794. 


Lais 
Famous Greek courtesan. Highly accomplished. Corrupted 


many of the youth of Athens and Corinth. ‘The philoso- 
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phers, Diogenes and Aristippus, were among her admirers. 
She was stoned to death by Thessalian women, B. C. 340. 


Lakey, Emily J. 
American artist. Born 1837. 


Lamb, Lady Caroline 

English novelist. Wife of William Lamb, Lord Melbourne, 
from whom she afterward separated, but who continued to 
visit and correspond with her. She was the delight of 
fashionable circles, from the singularity as well as the graces 
of her manners, her literary accomplishments and _ personal 
attractions. She contracted an unfortunate attachment for 
Lord Byron, which occasioned much scandal. ‘The poet 
is said to have trifled with her feelings, and a rupture took 
place. For many years she led a life of seclusion. She 
chanced to meet the funeral procession of Byron, when she 

- immediately fainted. This was succeeded by a serious ill- 
ness. 1785-1828. 


Lamb, Martha J. 
American writer. 1829-1893. 


Lamb, Mary 
English writer. Sister of Charles Lamb. She wrote with 
him the ‘‘ Tales from Shakspeare.’’ In a temporary fit of 


partial insanity, she killed her own mother. 1765-1847. 


Lamballe, Princess Marie de 
French Revolutionary martyr. Famed for her beauty and 
virtue. She was the favorite attendant of the Queen Marie 
Antoinette, and shared her prison life. She was tried and 
condemned, after which she was seized by the mob, and 
literally torn to pieces. Her head was placed on a pike 
and paraded in front of the prison windows of the queen. 
1749-1792. 

Lamber, Juliette 
French writer. Wife of Edmond Adam, who, during the 
siege of Paris by the Germans, was chief of police. She 
has given a graphic account of the siege. She has written 
many works on different subjects. Born 1836, 
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Lambert, Anne T. de 
French authoress. Friend of Fenelon and Fontanelle. She 
is commended for purity of style and morals. 1647-1733. 


Lambrun, Margaret 

Scotch attendant upon Mary, queen of Scots. Upon the 
death of her mistress, she determined to avenge her by 
slaying Queen Elizabeth. While she was pressing through 
the crowd, unused to the male attire with which she was 
disguised, she dropped a pistol with which she intended to 
shoot the queen. She was arrested, confessed her guilt, 
but was pardoned by her majesty. 16th century. 


Lamia 
Greek musician. ‘The most celebrated female flute player of 
antiquity. She was also a beauty anda wit. She wasa 
great traveler. She became, in Egypt, the mistress of 
Ptolemy and afterward of Demetrius, who had defeated 
Ptolemy. 300 B.C. 


Lamia 

A fabulous monster. Believed to have been a Libyan queen 
of great beauty. Daughter of Belus. She was beloved by 
Jupiter, wherefore Juno or Hera robbed her of her children. 
Lamia, in despair, robbed other mothers of their offspring, 
and murdered them. She was frightfully ugly as a monster, 
and had the power of removing her eyes and returning 
them to their position. 


Lamotte, Countess Jeanne de 

Attendant of Marie Antoinette. Cardinal Rohan, having 
lost the favor of the queen, was told by her artful maid that 
he could regain it by purchasing for the queen a certain 
diamond necklace of great value, and that the queen would 
repay him by installments. He did so and handed it to the 
maid for the queen. A forged receipt was handed him, 
and a private interview accorded him, at which another 
woman ruled, personating the queen. ‘The affair became 
known by the cardinal not paying the jeweler. Rohan 
was tried and acquitted, while the woman was scourged and 
branded. She subsequently was killed in London, while 
intoxicated, by a fall from a window. 1750-1791. 
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Lamotte, Caroline 
German authoress. 1773-1831. 


Lanassa 
Daughter of Agathocles, tyrant of Sicily, and wife of 
Pyrrhus, king of Epirus. She abandoned her husband, and 
wedded Demetrius. 


Lander, Louisa 
American sculptress. Born at Salem, Mass., 1835. 


Landon, Letitia E. 

Popular English poetess. Pseudonym, ‘‘L. E. L.’’ She 
early became an authoress, but her later works are far 
superior, and display force and originality with wit and 
vivacity. She married George Maclean, governor of Cape 
Coast Castle, and went to Africa with him. She died sud- 
denly, and was found in bed, with her hand tightly clasping 
a bottle of prussic acid. 1802-1839. 


Lankester, Phebe 
English authoress on practical subjects. Born 1825. 


Lane, Jane 
English heroine. She assisted Charles II to escape after 
the battle of Worcester. The royal fugitive, disguised in 
her father’s livery, rode before her on horseback. On his 
restoration, the king rewarded her. 17th century. 


Langtry, Lillie 
English actress. Daughter of a clergyman. Born 1852. 


Lannoy, Countess of 
Eminent Dutch poetess and dramatist. 1738-1782. 


Laodice 
The name of several noted Syrian women, also one of Tyre, 
and one of Pontus. 


La Peltrie, Marie M. de 
French educator. 1603-1671. 
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Larcom, Lucy 
American poetess. Born in Massachusetts. She was an 
operative in a factory at Lowell. Subsequently she taught 
school in Illinois. At one time, she edited ‘‘ Our Young 
Folks.’’ 1826-1893. 


Laroche, Marie S. 
German novelist. 1731-1807. 


Lashford, Joan 
English martyr. Burned at the stake, at the age of twenty, 
1556. 


Lathrop, Mary T. 
American preacher. Born in Michigan. ‘Taught in the 
public schools in Detroit. Married acavalry surgeon. ‘The 
Methodist church licensed her to preach. Asa speaker in 
the cause of temperance, she is extremely popular. Born 
1838. 


Latona 
Daughter of a Titan. Beloved by Jupiter, she became the 
mother of Apollo and Diana. Juno, anticipating their 
birth, drove Latona from heaven. She took refuge on 
Delos, a floating island, which at once became stationary. 
She received, from Niobe, an affront, which Apollo and 
Diana terribly revenged. 


Laura 

Object of the Italian poet’s, Petrarch’s, Platonic affection. 
She was born at Avignon, and married Hugo de Sade. The 
poet wrote three hundred and eighteen sonnets and eighty- 
three songs, of which she was the subject. She had a grace- 
ful figure, sweet voice and noble appearance. She had nine 
sons, none of whom displayed talent. She died of the 
plague, at the age of thirty-eight. 14th century. 


Lavalette, Emilie, Countess de 
French heroine. Niece of the Empress Josephine. Napo- 
leon told Lavalette, his aid-de-camp, that he wished him 
to marry his niece, whom Lavalette had never seen. He 
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demurred, but was told the wedding must take place in 
eight days. The next day, accompanied by Madame Bona- 
parte, they visited Madame Campan’s school, where the 
young lady was a pupil. Lavalette proposed and was 
accepted. The wedding took place on the day assigned. 
Two weeks leave of absence from the army were accorded 
him, when he was compelled to join Napoleon in his expe- 
dition to Egypt which necessitated his absence for eighteen 
months. ‘The marriage was a most happy one. On the 
restoration of the Bourbons, Lavalette was imprisoned and 
condemned to death. Failing to effect his pardon, she per- 
suaded him to put on her dress and imitate her walk. He 
did so, and holding his handkerchief to his face as if weep- 
ing, he passed the prison guards and escaped. She 
remained in the cell, and from loss of sleep, at the end of 
a month became permanently insane. On her husband’s 
safe return to France, six years later, he devoted himself until 
his death, in taking charge of his wife. Died about 1835. 


Laverna 
Goddess of thieves and impostors. 


Lavigne, Anne 
French poetess. Died 1684. 


Lavinia 
Daughter of King Latinus of Italy. Second wife of the | 
Trojan, A‘neas. 12th century B. C. 


Lazarus, Emma 


American poetess. Born in New York city, of Hebrew 
family. 1849-1887. 


Lead, Jane 
English mystical writer. 1623-1704. 


Leena 
Athenian courtesan, who took an active part in a conspir- 
acy, but when arrested, refused to betray her accomplices. 
When subjected to torture, she bit through her tongue, and 
spat it out in the face of her tormentor. Subsequently the 
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Athenians erected to her honor, the statue of a lion without 
a tongue. 


Leah 
Daughter of Laban and first wife of Jacob. She loved her 
husband devotedly, but she was a treacherous woman and 
an unloved wife. 18th century B.C. 


Leapor, Mary 
English poetess. Daughter of a gardener. 1722-1746. 


Lebrun, Francesca 
Brilliant German vocalist. 1756-1791. 


Lebrun, Madame Marie 


French portrait painter of eminence. She was welcomed in 
fashionable society for her beauty and talent. 1755-1842. 


Lecouvreur, Adrienne 
Popular French actress. Excelled in tragedy. 1690-1730. 


Leda 
Wife of Tyndareus, king of Sparta. Mother of Castor, 
Pollux, Helen and Clytemnestra. Beloved by Jupiter, who 
visited her metamorphosed as a swan. 


Lee, Anne 
English religious enthusiast. Introduced Shakerism into 
America, the disciples of which belief styled her Mother 
Anne. She was the daughter and also the wife of black- 
smiths. 1735-1784. 

Lee, Eleanor P. 
American poetess. Born near Natchez, Mississippi. 1817- 
1849. 


Lee, Eliza B. 
American writer. Born in New Hampshire. 1794-1864. 


Lee, Hannah F. 
American miscellaneous writer. Born in Newburyport. 
1780-1865. 
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Lee, Harriet 
English novelist. She taught school in connection with her 
sister Sophia at Bath, England. 1756-1851. 


Lee, Jennie 
English actress. As a member of Mr. Sothern’s Company 
she traveled in the United States. 1gth century. 


Lee, Mary E. 
American writer. Born at Charleston, S. C. 1813-1849.

L’Enclos, Anne or Ninon 
French courtesan, celebrated for her wit and beauty. She 
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formed liaisons with men of high rank and talents. Among 
her female friends were Madame de Maintenon. Moliere 
eulogized her mental abilities. Christina of Sweden offered 
her a position in her household, but she wisely refused. 
One of her sons, on finding that she was his mother, com- 
mitted suicide. ‘The Abbe Gedoyn, at the age of twenty- 
nine, fell violently in love with her when she had reached 
the age of eighty. 1620-1706. 


Lenngren, Anna M. 
Swedish poetess. 1754-1817. 


Lennox, Charlotte 
American novelist. Bornin New York. Died in London. 
Dr. Johnson had a most exalted opinion of her talents, 
ranking her equal to Hannah More and Fanny Burney. 
1720-1804. 


Lenormand, Marie A. 
Noted French fortune teller. She attracted people in every 
rank in life. ‘The princess de Lamballe, the count de Pro- 
vence, afterward Louis XVIII, Mirabeau, Murat, Robes- 
pierre, St. Just, Barriere, Madame Tallien and even Mad- 
ame de Stael were her frequent visitors.

When she attained full womanhood, her fame as a vocalist 

In 1850 she visited the United 
States, under the auspices of Mr. P. T. Barnum. Her first 
concert in New York excited the wildest enthusiasm and 
tickets were sold for fabulous prices. During her stay in 
Boston she married Otto Goldschmidt, a skilful pianist and 
conductor. On her marriage she retired from the stage, 
and only afterward sung in aid of charitable institutions. 
Her last residence was in London. 1820-1887.

In 1872 she labored strenuously in the South 
for the election of Horace Greeley. By her efforts, a law 
was passed equalizing the salaries of male and female Gov- 
ernment employees. The next year she was admitted to 
practice before the Appellate Court of the District of Col- 
umbia. In 1877 she applied for the right to practice before 
the Supreme Court of the United States. She was refused 
simply because she was a woman. For the same cause her 
application to appear before the Federal Court in Baltimore 
was denied. She thereupon presented to Congress a bill, 
which was passed, authorizing women to practice law in the 
United States Courts. She is an earnest advocate of the 
political enfranchisement of women, on the plea that tax- 
ation without representation is tyranny. Born 1820. 


Locusta 
Mistress of the Roman emperor, Nero. She poisoned 
Britannicus and Claudius and tried to kill Nero himself.

English musician. Skilled as a performer upon the piano- 
forte.

Louisa of Savoy 
Mother of Francis I, king of France. A woman of beauty, 
of ability and of ambition, but of strong and impetuous 
passions. She was vain, avaricious, intriguing, jealous and 
implacable. She often thwarted the best concerted plans 
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of her son, over whom she exercised great influence. 
Francis, on his Italian expedition, left his mother regent of 
the kingdom. Availing herself of this position, she rifled 
the public treasury, and fearing discovery on Francis’s 
return, had the superintendent of the treasury charged with 
the crime, and executed. She fell in love with the duke 
of Bourbon, and, upon his rejecting her proffered affection, 
she had his estates confiscated, whereupon he entered into 
a treaty with Henry VIII of England and Charles V of 
Germany against the king of France. After the defeat of 
Francis at Pavia, he wrote to his mother: ‘‘ Madame, all is 
lost except ourhonor.’’ ‘The captivity of the king and the 
loss of his army apparently transformed this vicious woman 
into a heroine. She exerted her abilities with marked suc- 
cess to save the nation, conciliated the favor of the king 
of England, obtained the liberty of her son on exorbitant 
terms, which were never paid, and finally consummated the 
peace of Cambray. 1476-1532. 


Louisa Ulrike 


Queen of Sweden. Sister of Frederick the Great of Prussia. 
Patroness of letters. Voltaire made her famous by dedi- 
cating verses in her praise. 1720-1782. 


Lourdoueix, Sophie T. 


French novelist. 1793-1859. 


Louvancourt, Marie de 


French vocalist and society leader. 1680-1712. 


Lovelace, Ada A., Countess of 


Only child of the poet Byron. 1815-1852.

Being once insulted by a female 
artiste, she refused to fulfil her engagement until an apology 
should be made. For this contumacy she was imprisoned 
twenty-four hours for non-fulfilment of contract. This 
penalty awakened much sympathy for her at Olmutz, where 
she was performing. She sang in Berlin for three years, in 
a theatre of which Meyerbeer was the manager. She sang 
several years successively and successfully in London, and, 
in 1872, visited the United States, where she remained two 
years. In 1865, she married Baron Rahden, who, five 
years later, was killed in the Franco-Prussian war. Sub- 
sequently she became the wife of Baron Wallhof. Born of 
Jewish parents, 1842.

Lucilla 


Roman empress. Daughter of Marcus Aurelius. Wife of 
Verus, whom, at the age of sixteen, she married. She imitated 
her husband’s vices, and became very profligate. On his 
death, she married an aged senator. She was accused of 
incest with her brother, Commodus, and when he treated her 
with coldness, she conspired against him. ‘The plot was 
discovered, and Lucilla was banished. Shortly afterward her 
brother put her to death, in the thirty-eighth year of her 
age. 2nd century. 


Lucretia 

Daughter of Lucretius, and wife of Collatinus, a Roman 
officer of rank, who, at the siege of Ardes, incautiously 
boasted of her virtue. Several other officers also boasted 
of the virtue of their respective wives. A wager was made, 
and it was agreed that Sextus, the son of King Tarquin, 
should return to Rome, and report how these wives were 
spending their time. All but Lucretia were visiting their 
friends or receiving guests. She was at home directing her 
household affairs. As Sextus was a distant relative of her 
husband, she entertained him handsomely, and he was 
charmed with her appearance and conversation. ‘Taking 
advantage of his presence in her mansion, he assaulted her. 
On his departure the next morning, she sent at once to her 
father and husband and apprised them of the crime, at the 
same time plunging a dagger into her heart. This tragedy 
resulted in the expulsion of the Tarquin family from Rome, 
and the formation of a republic, under the direction of 
Junius Brutus, 507 B.C. 


Lucy, Saint 
A virgin martyr, resident at Syracuse. Died 305. 


Ludvigsin, Anna 


Danish poetess. She wrote popular songs on the Schleswig- 
Holstein question. 1774-1884. 
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Lumley, Joanna

Madison, Mrs. Dolly 

Wife of President James Madison. Born of Virginia parents 
who emigrated to Pennsylvania shortly after their marriage. 
She was educated in Philadelphia, where she married a 
lawyer named Todd. On his death she married James 
Madison and removed with him to Virginia. Her house 
was plainly furnished; her dress was never extravagant. 
It was only in hospitality and in charity that she was profuse. 
In society she was the centre of attraction. 1772-1849. 


Maeroe 
A Grecian scholar. A woman of profound learning. Date 
and place unknown. 


Magdalene, Mary 
An eminent Christian saint and follower of Jesus. Derived 
her name from the town of Magdala in Galicia. There is 
no reason whatever to found the statement that she was im- 
moral before her conversion, as is the erroneous popular 
belief.

American authoress. Born 1832. 


Maia 
Daughter of Atlas and Pleione and mother of Mercury by 
Jupiter. She became the brightest of the Pleiades. 


Maillard, Mademoiselle. 
Beautiful French actress and danseuse. Conspicuous in the 
French revolution by representing the Goddess of Reason. 
18th century. 


Maine, Anne, Duchess de 
French politician. Granddaughter of the great Condé. 
Her husband was the son of Louis XIV and Madame de 
Montespan. Through the efforts of Madame de Maintenon, 
the children of Madame de Montespan were legitimatized. 
After the death of the king, the duke of Maine would have 
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probably obtained the position of regent, had he possessed 
any firmness and energy. Failing to obtain this post, he 
was opposed by the princes of the blood, who succeeded in 
having the legitimatized duke deprived of his rank and im- 
prisoned with his wife. After a tedious confinement, they 
were released. Madame de Maine received an excellent 
education. Her wit was light and brilliant, and her con- 
versation singularly felicitous. Her temper was fickle, 
selfish and violent, She had the reputation of occasionally 
beating her husband, who was deformed in person. Born 
1676. 


Maintenon, Madame de 


Wife of Louis XIV, king of France. She was an extra- 
ordinary woman, who, from a low condition, was elevated 
to a position of the highest power. She was a grand- 
daughter of D’Aubigné, the celebrated historian, .but her 
father was an infamous character, who is said to have 
murdered his first wife. During his imprisonment his wife 
remained most of the time with him, and in the prison, 
Francois D’ Aubigné, afterward Madame de Maintenon was 
born, the issue of his second wife. Her aunt, Madame 
Villette, took charge of the infant. M. D’Aubigné was at 
length released on condition of his becoming a Roman 
Catholic, and in 1639 embarked to America with his family. 
He died at Martinico, leaving his wife in the greatest 
poverty. She returned to France, leaving her daughter in 
the hands of a creditor as a pledge for the payment of her 
debt. Shortly afterward she was sent home to her aunt 
who was a Protestant. Another relative, Madame de 
Neuillant, a Catholic, obtained an order from the court re- 
moving her from her aunt’s control, and by force and artifice 
at length made a convert of her. 

This latter relative took her to Paris, where meeting the 
famous but often scurrilous wit, the Abbe Scarron, she mar- 
ried him, although he was both infirm and deformed, pre- 
ferring this to the dependent life she led. They lived most 
happily together and were visited by the most distinguished 
people. Her husband’s death reduced her again to indi- 
gence, but ultimately the king granted her a larger pension 
than Scarron had received. 
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Subsequently she was made governess, or more prop- 
erly nurse of the duke of Maine, the son of Louis XIV 
and Madame de Montespan. ‘The letters she wrote to the 
king about the boy charmed him and were the origin of her 
fortune. He gave her the lands and name of Maintenon. 
Her elevation was to her only a retreat. Shut up in her 
rooms she was visited daily by the king. Here he did busi- 
ness with his ministers, while she employed herself in read- 
ing or in needlework, avoiding all interference in state 
affairs. 

In 1685 Louis XIV married her. She was then fifty 
years old, while the king was forty-eight. This union was 
kept a profound secret, and the monotony of her life was 
almost unendurable. After the king’s death, Madame de 
Maintenon retired to the convent of St. Cyr which she had 
founded, and spent the rest of her life in acts of devotion. 
1635-1719. 

Makeda or Balkis 
Queen of Sheba or Abyssinia. She visited Solomon. toth 
century B. C.

She first sung in public 
at the age of sixteen. Her subsequent success in England 
and America was unbounded. In New York she married 
M. Malibran a French banker, who was double her age, 
and whom she believed wealthy. He shortly became bank- 
rupt and treated her with indifference, whereupon she left 
him and returned to France. She accompanied Lablache 
on a professional tour through Italy. 

Having obtained a divorce, she married M. de Beriot, 
the celebrated violinist, and went with him to Brussels. In 
consequence of injuries resulting from a fall from a horse, 
her health began to decline. She died at Manchester, 
England, at the early age of twenty-eight. 1808-1836. 


Mammaea, Julia 


Mother of the Roman emperor, Alexander Severus. During 
his minority she acted as regent. She and her son were 
assassinated by the partisans of Maximin, A. D. 23 53 


Mance, Jeanne 
Canadian philanthropist. 1808-1836. 


Mancini, Grazia 
Italian poetess. Married a lawyer. Born 1843. 


Mancini, Laura 


Italian patriotic poetess. Mother of the foregoing. 19th 
century.

Italian painter. Daughter of a famous painter. Wife of 
Zappé, the poet. 17th century. 


Maratti, Zappa 
Italian poetess. Died 1740. 


Marble, Anna W. 
American actress. Born in Philadelphia, 1815. 


Marcella 


Niece of the Emperor Augustus. Married to Agrippa and 
divorced. She was married again to a son of Marc 
Antony. 1st century B. C. 


Marcet, Jane H. 
Swiss scientific writer. Born in Geneva. 1785-1858. 


Marchesi, Mathilde 


German vocalist. Daughter of a wealthy merchant. Born 
1826. 


Marciana 


Sister of the Roman emperor, Trajan. She was called 
Augusta and Empress. Died 113. 


Margaret of Anjou 
Queen of England. Wife of Henry VI, whom she married 
when she was but sixteen. When the king was taken 
prisoner, she raised troops and acted so valiantly that she 
effected a compromise and restored her husband to the 
sovereignty. The war, however, was renewed, the Lancas- 
trians were totally routed, and Henry again was taken 
prisoner. Margaret with her son fled to Scotland. Return- 
ing to northern England, she collected a powerful army and 
defeated the duke of York, at Wakefield. The duke fell 
in the battle. His head, surmounted with a paper diadem, 
was placed over one of the gates of York. She subsequently 
defeated the earl of Warwick at the second battle of St. 
Albans, and recovered the person of the king, now a 
passive agent in the hands of friends and foes. Defeated 
at the battle of Towton, she went over to France to solicit 
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aid. With a few troops she returned to England and was 
again defeated. The unfortunate queen fled into a forest, 
where she was seized by robbers and rifled of her jewels, 
and treated with great indignity. While they were quar- 
relling about the booty, Margaret escaped into the depths of 
the forest. Meeting a man with a drawn sword, she said, 
<‘Friend I commit to you the son of your king.’’ The 
person, though a robber, devoted himself to her service. 
He concealed the queen and her son in the woods, and then 
took them to the coast, whence they escaped to Flanders. 
Her husband remained imprisoned in the Tower of London. 
She was in England when the battle of Weymouth was 
fought, and her ally, Warwick was killed. Shortly after- 
ward she was defeated and made prisoner by Edward, at 
Tewksbury. Her son was cruelly put to death. She was 
ransomed by Louis XV of France, and returned to the pro- 
tection of her father, Rene, king of Sicily. 1429-1481. 


Margaret of Burgundy 
Queen of France. Wife of Louis Hutin. She was a 
beautiful but a very immoral woman. Her lover was flayed 
alive and she was strangled, 1315. 


Margaret of Denmark 
Queen of Norway and Denmark. Defeated the Swedes and 
brought about the Calmar Union, by the terms of which 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark became united under one 
king, Eric VII, her nephew. Her wonderful ability caused 
her to be termed the Semiramis of the North. 1353-1411. 


Margaret of England 
Saxon princess. Sister of Edgar Atheling. She fled to 
Scotland on the invasion of William the Conqueror. Three 
of her sons reigned successively in Scotland, and her 
daughter Matilda married Henry I of England. Died 1093. 


Margaret of France 
Queen of Navarre. Daughter of Henry II and Catharine 
de Medicis. <A beautiful and brilliant woman. She com- 
mingled talents and faults, virtues and vices. When she 
married Henry of Navarre, afterward Henry IV, nothing 
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could equal the magnificence of the marriage. This was 
succeeded by the horrors of the massacre of St. Barthol- 
omew. Though Margaret was a strict Roman Catholic, 
she was not intrusted with the secrets of that horrible day. 
Henry escaped the fate prepared for him, and Margaret 
refused to suffer her marriage to be canceled. Henry III 
kept his sister confined in a palace and would not permit 
her to join her husband, who in truth cared little for his 
wife, as he was constantly occupied with new beauties. 
Subsequently she rejoined her husband at Pau, and nursed 
him through a serious illness. After the death of Henry’s 
favorite mistress, Gabrielle d’ Estrees, Margaret obtained a 
divorce. Henry thereupon married Marie de Medicis, and 
Margaret assisted at her coronation. She then consoled 
herself by indulging in fashionable, if not imprudent, 
dissipation, mixed with devotion and study. She gave a 
tenth of her revenues to the poor, but did not pay her debts. 
She was fond of the society of learned men and wrote 
beautiful poetry. 1553-1615. 


Margaret of Parma 
Natural daughter of Charles V, emperor of Germany. 
Her half-brother, Philip If of Spain, appointed her to the 
government of the Netherlands. The arrival of the duke 
of Alva with Spanish forces deprived her of all power, and 
she resigned the post and returned to her husband in Italy. 
1522-1580. 

Margaret of Provence 
Queen of France. Wife of Louis IX. She attended him 
to the Holy Land, during the wars against the Saracens. 
On his captivity she behaved with heroic intrepidity in the 
defence of Damietta. 1221-1295. 


Margaret, Saint 
A virgin who suffered martyrdom at Antioch. The 
Orientals reverence her under the name of St. Pelagia or 
St. Marina, and the western church under the title of 
St. Gemma. Died 275. 


Margaret of Scotland 
Queen of France. First wife of Louis XI. Patroness of 
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literature. She is the queen who kissed on his lips the poet 
Chartier while he slept. She encouraged her gloomy and 
ferocious husband to study science and literature. She 
died at an early age. 1419-1445. 


Margaret of Valois 
Queen of Navarre. Sister of Francis I of France. French 
writer. She was called the ‘‘Tenth Muse.’’ Her ‘‘ Hepta- 
meron’? is still a popular work. 1492-1549. 


Margaret of York 


Sister of Edward IV. Bitter foe of Henry VIII, king of 
England. 15th century. 


Maria of Brazil 
Queen of Portugal. Daughter of Dom Pedro of Brazil. 
Her father renounced his right to the crown of Portugal to 
his daughter. Her reign was disturbed by insurrections. 
1819-1853. 


Maria Christina 


Queen of Spain. Wife of Ferdinand VII, whom, in her 
brilliant and beautiful youth, she married, although he had 
buried three wives, and was himself coarse, vulgar and sen- 
sual. She was the daughter of the king of Naples, and at 
first became very popular throughout Spain. Through her 
influence, Ferdinand dissolved the Salic law, which resulted 
on his death in his infant daughter succeeding him, instead 
of the morbid Don Carlos ascending the throne. On the 
king’s death, there was internal war, his supporters being 
termed Carlists, and those of the queen Christines. Espar- 
tero, who was extremely popular, aided her in the forma- 
tion of a new ministry. Finally she resigned the regency, 
and retired into France. She married Munoz, with whom 
she is believed to have been wrongly intimate before the 
death of the king. She was a woman of vigorous mind 
and far-seeing policy. She disliked England greatly, and 
courted French influence. Born 1806. 


Maria Eleanora 


Queen of Sweden. Wife of Gustavus Adolphus, whom she 
accompanied in his campaigns in Germany. Died 1655.

Maria Leszosynska 


Queen of France. Wife of Louis XV. She was the 
daughter of a king of Poland. 1703-1768. 


Maria Theresa 


Empress of Germany. Her father, Charles VI of Germany, 
by the act known as the Pragmatic Sanction, regulated 
the order of succession in the house of Austria, declaring 
that, in default of male issue, his daughter should succeed 
him. This Sanction was guaranteed by all the princes of 
the empire and by all the German princes and by several 
powers of Europe, but not by the Bourbons. She married 
Francis, duke of Lorraine. Upon her father’s death, the 
allied powers of Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, France, Spain 
and Sardinia agreed to dismember the Austrian empire and 
partition it among themselves. Maria Theresa immediately 
convoked the Hungarian diet, and, appearing before them 
with her infant son in her arms, made an appeal to their 
loyalty. The Hungarians were fully roused, and drove the 
French and Bavarians out of Austria. Francis, her husband, 
was subsequently elected emperor. Silesia was ceded to 
Prussia, and the war of the Austrian succession terminated 
with the peace of Aix-la-Chapelle. In 1756, began the 
Seven Years War between France, Austria and Russia, on 
the one side, and Prussia, on theother. At its termination, 
the boundaries of Austria and Prussia remained the same. 
The only act of reproach she committed was her participa- 
tion in the partition of Poland, which she did most unwil- 
lingly. She made many and important improvements 
throughout her dominions. Seminaries of learning were 
founded; great attention was shown to improvements in 
agriculture, with bounties to farmers raising large crops. 
She was a model monarch and loved justice, truth and 
clemency. In youth, she was beautiful, and she retained 
her queenly grace. She has, however, been censured for 
the neglect of her children, the whole number, sixteen, 
being born within twenty years. They were brought up in 
extreme simplicity. She was a most amiable and exemplary 
woman, and universally respected. She suppressed the 
order of Jesuits in her domains. 1717-1780. 
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Mariamne 

Jewish queen. Wife of Herod the Great. She was a 
woman of beauty and talent. She exercised great influence 
over him. When he would leave home, he gave orders that 
should he die abroad she should not be permitted long to 
survive him. Hearing of this order, she bitterly reproached 
him. His mother and sister Salome, did everything to 
irritate Herod against his wife, and had her accused of an 
attempt to poison him, and of being unfaithful to him. 
Herod, rendered furious by these charges, ordered her 
execution. She met her death with firmness. His remorse 
for this act rendered him for a timeinsane. Voltaire wrote 
a tragedy on Mariamne. 1st century B. C. 


Marie Antoinette 


Archduchess of Austria and queen of France. Daughter 
of Francis I of Austria and Maria Theresa. She was well 
educated, and was both graceful and beautiful. She married 
the dauphin, afterward Louis XVI of France, when she was 
in her fifteenth year. At the celebration, fireworks were 
exhibited in Paris. The crowd became tumultuous, and 
nearly three hundred were killed or wounded in the rush. 
This was deemed a bad omen. The extravagance and 
thoughtlessness of youth, and a neglect of the formality of 
court etiquette injured her reputation. She became an 
object of censure and hatred, and was accused of most 
improbable crimes. The countess de la Motte, a clever 
but corrupt woman, by a vile intrigue, in which she made 
Cardinal de Rohan her tool, purchased with a forged order 
for the queen a diamond necklace of enormous value. 
She sold it in England. The affair, when discovered, pro- 
duced the greatest scandal, and unjustly affected the queen’s 
reputation. She was accused of being an Austrian at heart, 
and secretly inimical to France. 

The populace proceeded with violence to Versailles, 
attacked the palace and even broke into the queen’s private 
apartments. She accompanied the king in his flight to 
Varennes. She was present at the trialof the king, who 
perished on the scaffold. The dauphin was forcibly torn 
from her, and given in charge of a wretch of a cobbler, 
named Simon, who treated him cruelly. Her own trial 
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lasted seventy-three hours, through the whole of which she 
preserved her composure. On the day of her condemna- 
tion, nearly nine months after her husband’s tragic death, 
she ascended the scaffold. She had four children. Three 
died young. A daughter married a son of Charles X. 
1755-1793- 

Marie Louise 
Empress of France. Second wife of the Emperor Napoleon. 
She was the daughter of Francis I of Austria, by his second 
wife. When Napoleon left Paris, he made her regent of 
the empire. When he was exiled to Elba, the empress 
returned to Austria to her father. When he returned 
to France, he wrote her to join him, but his letters were 
not answered. She privately married Count Neipperg, 
her master of the horse, by whom she had several children. 
She was amiable, but weak and self indulgent. 1791-1847. 


Marie de Medicis 
Queen of France. Wife of Henry IV. Daughter of the 
duke of Tuscany. She had moderate abilities, but intense 
ambition, and her obstinacy and violent temper caused 
quarrels with her husband. On his death, she became an 
incompetent regent. For a time she was deposed and 
imprisoned. She introduced Cardinal Richelieu into the 
government, who ungratefully caused her son, Louis XIII, 
to imprison her. Afterward she escaped to Cologne. 


1573-1642. 


Marie of France 
French poetess, 13th century. 


Marie of Orleans 
French sculptor. Daughter of Louis Philippe. Married 
the duke of Wurtemberg. 1813-1839. 


Marimon, Marie 
Belgian vocalist. She was very susceptible to climatic 
influences, and her appearances on the stage were infrequent. 
She visited the United States in 1879 with Mr. Mapleson’s 
company. t1gth century. 
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Marina, Dona 

Mexican mistress of Cortez, the Spanish adventurer. Her 
mother sold her as a slave, and she came into Cortez’ pos- 
session. Speaking two of the Mexican dialects and readily 
acquiring the Spanish language, she was of inestimable 
value to Cortez as an interpreter. Prescott, the historian, 
says, that she had uncommon personal attractions and 
was always faithful to the countrymen of her adoption. 
Cortez afterward gave her in marriage to a Spanish knight, 
and assigned estates to her. Born 1505. 


Markham, Mrs. 


English historian. Wrote books for children. roth 
century. 


Marlborough, Sarah Jennings, Duchess of 
English politician. Wife of the famous duke. When a 
mere child she was the playfellow of the Princess Anne, 
who afterward became queen. She married clandestinely 
the handsome Colonel John Churchill, favorite of the duke 
of York. Both parties being poor, it was an imprudent 
match, but the duchess of York offered her powerful assis- 
tance. She appointed her to a place of trust about her 
person. She afterward became one of the ladies in attend- 
ance upon Anne, who treated her as an equal. When apart 
they corresponded under the titles of Mrs. Morley and 
Mrs. Freeman. Yet they were utterly unlike. Anne was 
phlegmatic, easy and gentle, fond of ceremony and averse 
to mental exertion, while the latter was resolute, bold, 
inclined to violence, and haughty. Swift, who was her 
enemy, describes her as the victim of three _ furies, 
sordid avarice, disdainful pride and ungovernable rage. 
She had a powerful will, and soon gained an ascendency 
over the queen. William and Mary at one time dismissed 
the duke and duchess of Marlborough from their court. 
Anne succumbed to the influence of the duchess, but with 
reluctance. Finally, Abigail Hill, a poor relation of the 
duchess, superseded the latter in the favor of the queen. Her 
married name was Masham, and she married a page of the 
court. ‘The duchess resigned all her positions at court and 
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followed her husband abroad, where they remained until 
the queen’s death. George I restored Marlborough to his 
command, but he never regained his political importance. 

The duchess was the mother of four daughters and one 
son. ‘The latter died of smallpox at the age of seventeen. 
The daughters inherited their mother’s beauty. They all 
married advantageously, and two of them survived the 
duchess. She outlived her husband twenty-three years and 
her great wealth brought her many suitors. Her reputation 
was unsullied. She had many high and noble qualities. 
She exercised great influence over her husband. She died 
at eighty-four. 1660-1744. 


Maron, Theresa de 
Bohemian painter. 1726-1806. 


Marozia 
Roman lady, noted for her beauty and profligacy. Daughter 
of the famous Theodora. 6th century. 


Marquets, Anne de 
French poetess. Died 1558. 


Marrable, Madeline 
English painter. 19th century. 


Marriott, Alice 
English painter. Born 1830. 


Marron, Marie A. 


French dramatist and artist. Friend and correspondent of 
Voltaire. 1725-1778. 


Marryat, Florence 

English novelist. Daughter of the celebrated Captain 
Marryat. As early as eleven, she wrote pen and ink sketches. 
Her first husband was Colonel Ross-Church, of the Madras 
Corps, with whom she traveled through India. After his 
death she married Francis Lean. She was also an accomp- 
lished elocutionist. For several years she edited the 
‘London Society.’’ Born 1837. 
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Mars, Annie F. 
Celebrated French actress. Daughter of the popular actor 
Monvel and an actress named Mars. She was unrivaled in 
genteel comedy. 1779-1847. 


Marsh, Mrs. Anna C. 
English authoress. 1798-1874. 


Marsh, Catharine 
English writer of religious works. Born 1815. 


Marshall, Emma 
English novelist. A very voluminous writer. 1gth century. 


Martha 
Sister of Mary and Lazarus of Bethany. 


Martha, Sister 
French philanthropist. Famous for her services to prisoners 
and to wounded soldiers in the French Revolution. 1748- 
1824. 


Martia 

Queen of the Britons. Widow of King Gutiline. She 
devised sundry laws termed the Martian Statutes. Alfred 
caused these excellent laws to be established in the realm. 
They embraced trial by jury and the just descent of prop- 
erty. They were further improved by Edward the 
Confessor. Some believe that the code of English common 
law was derived from her. 


Martin, Lady Helen 
See ‘‘ Faucet.’’ 


Martin, Margaret M. 
Scotch religious writer. Born 1807. 


Martin, Sarah 
English philanthropist. Advocate of prison reform. 1791- 
1843. 
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Martineau, Harriet 

English miscellaneous writer. Descended from a French 
Huguenot family. Her father, a manufacturer in Norwich, 
lost his property, and Harriet was compelled to employ her 
talents as a writer to earn her subsistence. She was quite 
deaf, and in childhood had a delicate constitution. In 
1835 she visited America, where she was cordially welcomed. 
She published an account of her trip through the States. 
Ten years later she travelled through Palestine, Greece, 
Syria and Arabia. In describing the incidents of this 
journey, she displayed for the first time a mocking infidelity, 
which showed her disbelief in divine revelation. Another 
work followed entitled ‘‘ Letters on Man’s Nature,’’ which 
is decidedly atheistical in its tone. She treated the Holy 
Word as a book of fables, unworthy the study of rational 
beings. She must now be ranked with Hume, Gibbon, 
Shelley and Byron, and with the greater portion of French 
savants and German philosophers. 1802-1876. 


Martinez, Marianne 
Austrian vocalist, to whom Metastasio bequeathed all of his 
property. Dr. Burney eulogized her highly. 18th century. 


Martino, Anna B. 
English landscape painter. Born 1829. 


Martinozzi, Laura 
Duchess of Modena. Mother of Mary, wife of James II 
of England. Died 1687. 


Martyn, Sarah F. 
American novelist. 1805-1879. 


Mary, the Mother of Our Lord 
The daughter of Eli, of the house of David. She dwelt in 
the city of Nazareth when the angel Gabriel addressed her. 
She was young and humble, and the wife of Joseph, the 
carpenter. 


Mary, Wife of Cleophas 
And mother of James, Jude, Joseph, Simeon and Salome. 
Cleophas and Joseph the carpenter were brothers and 
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Mary’s children were therefore called the brothers of our 
Lord. She witnessed the crucifixion and prepared spices 
to embalm our Lord, and went with Mary Magdalene 
and Salome early to the sepulchre. 


Mary, Mother of Mark 


Mother of the evangelist. She had a house in Jerusalem, 
where the apostles retired after the ascension of our Lord. 


Mary, Sister of Lazarus and Martha in Bethany 


Mary of Anjou 
Queen of France, Wife of Charles VII and mother of 
Louis XI. She was a woman of heroic character, but 
was slighted by her husband. Died 1463. 


Mary of England 
Wife of Louis XII of France. Daughter of Henry VII of 
England. 1497-1534. 


Mary, Queen of England 


Daughter of Henry VII and Catharine of Arragon. After 
the divorce from her mother by the king, the title of princess 
of Wales was taken from Mary and conferred upon Elizabeth. 
Having been induced to acknowledge the nullity of her 
mother’s marriage to the king, she was restored to his favor 
and the inheritance of the crown secured to her after her 
half brother Edward and his heirs. When Edward succeeded 
to the throne, Mary resisted all his entreaties to leave the 
Roman Catholic church. He thereupon made over the 
crown to Lady Jane Grey. Mary’s first act on ascending 
the throne was to restore the old bishops to their dioceses, 
and shortly afterward Cranmer and Latimer were sent to the 
tower. ‘These measures gave rise to a Protestant insurrection 
headed by Sir Thomas Wyatt. ‘This was followed by the 
execution of Wyatt and of Lady Jane Grey, and of both 
her husband and father. 

Mary was married to Philip II of Spain, son of Charles 
V of Germany and Spain. Parliament then voted to restore 
the power of the pope in England. Then began a fierce 
massacre of the Protestants, and two hundred and eight 
victims died at the stake within three years. She joined 
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Philip in making war upon France. The loss of Calais 
aided in hastening her death. 1516-1558. 


Mary, Queen of England 
Daughter of king James II and of his first wife Anne Hyde. 
She was bred a Protestant and married her cousin, William 
of Orange, with whom as William III, she reigned con- 
jointly as sovereign. She died of smallpox. 1662-1694. 


Mary Magdalene 
See ‘* Magdalene.”’ 


Mary Stuart 

Queen of Scots. Daughter of James V of Scotland and 
Mary of Guise or Lorraine. She was crowned queen before 
she was one year old. Cardinal Beatoun usurped the posi- 
tion of regent. She was at an early age sent to France to 
be educated. Her rare personal beauty, her intellectual 
graces and fascinating manners made her a favorite at the 
French court. She had energy, tenacity of purpose and 
extraordinary self possession. She married the dauphin, 
who became Francis If of France. On the death of the 
English queen, Mary, Francis and Mary assumed the titles 
of king and queen of England, refusing to recognize the 
right of Elizabeth to the throne. The sudden death of 
Francis without issue clouded her prospects. One great 
obstacle to her success was her zealous attachment to the 
Roman Catholic church, which was rejected by a majority 
of her subjects. Elizabeth refused to allow her rival to pass 
through England on her return to Scotland. She therefore 
had to make the sea voyage direct to Scotland. 

On her arrival, she chose as her chief advisers, lord 
James Stuart and William Maitland, both Protestants. She 
had an interview with John Knox, but could not propitiate 
him. Maitland, as her ambassador, visited Queen Elizabeth 
to effect a treaty, if possible, by which Mary should be 
recognized as Elizabeth’s successor, should the latter die 
without issue. Elizabeth positively refused to agree to this, 
knowing that by so doing she would be signing her own 
death warrant. Mary attempted to open the chapel royal for 
Roman Catholic worship, but the mob stopped the service 
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and maltreated the priest. A pleasant correspondence then 
took place by letter between the rival queens, but a serious 
difference arose on the question of Mary’s marriage. 
Elizabeth opposed her marriage to Don Carlos of Spain, 
and suggested Robert Dudley, her own favorite. Mary 
preferred her cousin, Henry Stuart, lord Darnley, whom 
she married in spite of the hostility of Elizabeth and of her 
half cousin the earl of Murray, the ablest Scottish states- 
man of her time. Darnley’s character was weak, capricious 
and obstinate. She gave him the title of king by a stretch 
of her prerogative. Instigated notably by Elizabeth and 
the earl of Murray, a revolt took place, but it was easily 
suppressed, and the leaders of the insurgents took refuge in 
England. Elizabeth expressed her abhorrence of the 
treason. 

Mary then joined France and the pope in a league for 
the extirpation of heresy, and attemped the restoration of 
Roman Catholicism in Scotland. To this fatal resolution 
may be imputed all her subsequent calamities. She took 
into her confidence, David Rizzio, an Italian musician who 
became her secretary and inseparable companion. He had 
the control of all the business of the state. The insolent 
and dissolute Darnley soon became jealous of Rizzio and 
had him murdered. Some Protestant leaders aided him, but 
they were betrayed by Darnley and forced to leave Scotland. 
Subsequently a new favorite acquired an ascendency over 
her, James Hepburn, earl of Bothwell, a man of some 
ability, but unscrupulous and reckless. After *the birth of 
her son James, she determined to rid herself of her husband. 
While he was ill, she had him removed from the palace to 
a detached house, which was blown up by gunpowder. 
Suspicion fell on Bothwell and Mary. She not only 
screened Bothwell from trial, but outraged public decency 
by marrying him. 

The Scottish people, both Protestant and Catholic, 
rose in arms, and on her troops refusing to defend her, she 
was imprisoned on an island in Loch Leven. Queen 
Elizabeth interposed in her favor. The captive queen 
abdicated in favor of her son, and the earl of Murray 
became regent. By the aid of George Douglass, a youth 
of eighteen, she escaped from prison and was quickly joined 
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by a force of 6,000 men whom Murray easily routed. Mary 
fled to England and rashly threw herself on the generosity 
of her rival, who refused to admit her in her presence, as 
she was stained with the crime of murder. Treated as a 
prisoner, she was confined at Bolton Castle. Here she 
remained for years, and in 1586, accused of complicity in 
Babbington’s conspiracy, she was tried and beheaded. 
1542-1586. 
Masham, Abigail H. 

Attendant of Queen Anne of England. Supplanted the 
duchess of Marlborough, her cousin, in the royal favor. 
Through her influence the duke of Marlborough was 
deprived of the command of the army. She caused 
important changes to be made in the politics of Europe. 
She possessed great powers of mimicry, and also charmed 
the queen by her musical talents. She also favored the 
Tories, to which party the queen was secretly attached. 
She was plain in appearance and delicate in health. She 
had a remarkably red nose, to which her enemies frequently 
alluded. 1670-1734. 


Masham, Lady Damaris

French painter. Daughter of ex-king Jerome Bonaparte. 
Wife of a Russian prince. Born 1820. 

Matilda, Queen of England 


Wife and cousin of William the Conqueror. Daughter of 
Baldwin, count of Flanders. The pope granted them 
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permission to marry. She was a good and _ generous 
woman. Died 1083. 


Matilda, Queen of England 


Daughter of Henry I. At eight years of age she was 
betrothed to Henry V, emperor of Germany, and was sent 
to that country for education. ‘The emperor dying without 
issue, she returned to her father’s court, who had his nobles 
swear fealty to her as his successor in case he should die 
without male issue. Matilda or Maud went to reside in Nor- 
mandy, where her son, afterward Henry II, was born, who 
was the son of her second husband, Geoffrey Plantagenet. 
She inherited her father’s possessions in England and 
France. Stephen, her cousin, earl of Blois, seized the Eng- 
lish throne on the death of Henry II, but his administration 
becoming unpopular, Matilda returned to England and a 
civil warensued. Stephen was taken prisoner, and Matilda 
was crowned. Almost at once her haughty and impolitic con- 
duct irritated the nobles and estranged her friends. Con- 
spiracies were formed and she was compelled to return 
permanently to Normandy. 1102-1167. 


Matilda, Countess of Tuscany 
Dispossessed of her estates by Henry III of Germany, she 
recovered them with vast additions through the aid of the 
pope. She devised all of her estates to the papal See. 
1046-1115. . 
Matraini, Clara C. 
Italian religious poetess of eminence. 16th century. 
Mattugliani, Mea 
Italian poetess. 15th century. 
Matuta or Leucothoe 
A sea goddess, worshiped by sailors. 
Maupin, N. A. 
French vocalist. On several occasions she donned man’s 
attire to avenge insults offered her. Died 1707. 


May, Caroline 
American poetess. Born in New York, 1820. 
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Mayo, Isabella 
English novelist. Born 1843. 


Mayo, Sarah C. 
American poetess. Born in Massachusetts. 1819-1848. 


Mazarin, Hortense, Duchesse de 
Niece of the French cardinal. Distinguished for her 
beauty, reckless vivacity and wealth. In his misfortunes 
Charles II of England was a rejected suitor for her hand. 
The cardinal left her £1,625,000. She traveled through 
Europe in male attire and finally visited England, where 
she became the mistress of the king, her former lover. 
Her house was a favorite resort for the gay and the intel- 
lectual. She squandered away her large fortune, and 
after her death her creditors seized her body. 1667-1699. 


Meade, Elizabeth T. 
Irish novelist. Wrote children’s stories. 1gth century. 


Medea 

A famous sorceress. Daughter of etes, king of Colchis. 
Having assisted Jason, the leader of the Argonautic expedi- 
tion to capture the Golden Fleece, she became his wife and 
returned with him to Greece. Here she displayed her 
magic skill by restoring A%son, father of Jason, a decrepit 
old man, to vigorous youth. She drew off his blood, and 
filled his veins with the juice of herbs. Jason deserted her 
and espoused the daughter of Creon, king of Corinth. 
Medea took summary vengeance upon her rival and fled. 
She is said by some to have been Juno. 


Medicis 
See ‘‘ Catharine de Medicis.’’ ‘‘ Marie de Medicis.’’ 


Meditrina 
Goddess of healing. 


Medusa 
One of the three Gorgons, and the only one that was 
mortal. At one time she was remarkable for her beauty, 
and captivated the monarch of the sea. Minerva, incensed, 
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changed her locks into serpents, and made her hideous in 
every respect, so that all were changed into stone who gazed 
in her face. Perseus slew her, aiming his blow from the 
reflection of her face in his shield. Concealing her head 
in a towel, he used it with effect on his enemies and ulti- 
mately gave it to Minerva to place in her shield. 


Mee, Mrs. Anna 
English miniature painter. Died 1815. 


Megaera 
One of the Furies. 


Megalistrata 
Grecian poetess. B.C. 7th century. 


Megara 
Wife of Hercules. 


Meigs, Mary N. 
American writer. Pseudonym, ‘‘M. N. M.’’ Native of 
New York. roth century. 


Melania, Saint 
A Roman lady of noble birth who became a convert to 
Christianity, and founded a convent and monastery in 
Palestine. 4th century. 


Mellon, Mrs. Alfred 
English actress. Born 1824. 


Mellon, Harriet 
Duchess of St. Albans. English actress. Married Mr. 
Coutts, awealthy London banker. At his death, he left her 
an immense fortune. She afterward married the duke of St. 
Albans, who was much younger than she. She bequeathed 
the bulk of her property to Miss Burdett, on condition that 
she change her name to Burdett-Coutts. Born 1775. 


Melpomene 


The muse of tragedy. Daughter of Jupiter and Mnemo- 
syne. She is represented as veiled and holding in her 
hand a tragic mask. 
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Merab 


Daughter of Saul, who promised her in marriage to David. 
Saul gave her to Adriel instead, to whom she bore six sons. 
David gave these lads to the Gibeonites to be put to death, 
in expiation of the cruelties inflicted on them by Saul. 


Mercer, Anne Jane 
American philanthropist. 1817-1886. 


Mercier, Mrs. Jerome 
English writer and philanthropist. Wife of a curate. 
Born 1842, 

Mercceur, Elisa 


French poetess. Patronized by Chateaubriand and Lamar- 
tine. 1809-1835. 


Meredith, Louisa A. 
English poetess. Born 1812. 


Merian, Maria S. 


Celebrated German painter of insects, reptiles and flowers. 
Her two daughters were also distinguished in the same depart- 
ment of art. 1647-1717. 


Merope 


One of the Pleiades. Married Sisyphus, son of olus. 
She is said to have been a daughter of Atlas. Sisyphus out- 
witted Death, and put him in fetters. Pluto released him 
and condemned Sisyphus to roll a huge stone up hill, but 
as soon as it reached the top, it rolled back again to the 
plain. 


Merritt, Anna L. 
American painter and etcher. Born in Philadelphia, 1844. 


Merry, Ann 
English actress. 1769-1808. 


Messalina, Statilia 


Empress of Rome. Wife of Nero, who murdered her fourth 
husband. She wedded four times before she became the 
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wife of Nero. After his death, she devoted herself to liter- 
ary pursuits. Otho, the next emperor, was fascinated with 
her, but died before the time assigned for their marriage. 
ist century. 


Messalina, Valeria 

Empress of Rome. First wife of Claudius. Her cruelty 
equalled her gross immorality. Most of the excesses of the 
emperor were caused by her great and baneful influence 
over him. After a long career of guilt, she openly married 
a young patrician, named Silius, during the temporary 
absence of Claudius. Narcissus, the freedman, apprised 
Claudius of this daring act, and subsequently assassinated 
her, A. D. 48. 


Meteyard, Eliza 


English journalist and philanthropist. Pseudonym, ‘ Silver- 
pen.’’ 1822-1879. 


Metis 
Daughter of Oceanus. First wife of Jupiter. She exceeded 
gods and men in prudence and knowledge. Jupiter swal- 
lowed her, and the goddess Minerva sprang from his head. 


Metraini, Clara C. 


Noted Italian poetess. She was of noble family. She was 
also well skilled in the Platonic philosophy, and was highly . 
esteemed by the literati of her age, with many of whom she 
corresponded. 16th century. 


Meynell, Alice 
English poetess. Intimate friend of Ruskin. Born about 
1848. 

Michal 


Daughter of King Saul. She married David, and saved his 
life on one occasion, when Saul plotted his destruction, 
Bees oA 2. 


Michel, Louise 


French communist. She was transported to New Caledonia, 
but was pardoned and returned to Paris. Born 1830. 
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Michiel, Renier G. 
Italian scholar of high repute. 1755-1832. 


Middlemas, Joan 
English novelist of Scotch descent. Her characters are 
people of the period, and display great knowledge of human 
nature. 19th century. 

Mignaty, Marguerite 
Greek writer. Wife of a painter. Born 1830. 


Milanolio, Marie 
Italian musician. Sister of Teresa. 1832-1848. 


Milanolio, Teresa 
Italian musician. Skilled in the use of the violin. Born 
1827. 

Milder, Pauline A. 
German vocalist. Born in Constantinople. 1785-1838. 


Milesi, Bianca 
Italian painter. 19th century. 


Miller, Florence F. 
English doctor. She has lectured on Woman Suffrage. 
Born 1854.

Popular Italian poetess. Wrote rhymes at the age of five. 
She is a remarkable improvisatrice. Born 1827. 


Milner, Mary 
English religious writer. Born 1797. 


Mineides 
Daughters of Minyas, a king in Bceotia. These three 
females derided the rites of Bacchus. He turned them 
mad, but Mercury took compassion upon them, and changed 
them respectively into a bat, an owl, and a crow, 
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Minerva 

An ancient and famous Italian divinity, corresponding with 
the Pallas-Athene of the Greeks. She was the goddess of 
wisdom, and of the arts and sciences, as the personification 
of the thinking inventive faculty ; Mars was the god of 
brute force in war, while Minerva was the goddess of 
scientific warfare. She was the offspring of the brain of 
Jupiter, from which she issued in full armor. She never 
married. Her plant was the olive, and the animals con- 
secrated to her were the owl and theserpent. She is usually 
represented with a helmet, and in her hands a spear and 
shield, with the head of Medusa in the center. The Palla- 
dium was a celebrated statue of Minerva, which is said to 
have fallen from the sky, and on which the safety of Troy 
depended. 


Mingotti, Caterina 
Celebrated Italian singer. A highly intellectual woman. 
1728-1807. 

Mingotti, Regina 
Noted Italian vocalist. 18th century. 


Minor, Virginia L. 
American advocate of women’s suffrage. Born 1824. 


Minthe 
Daughter of Cocytus. Loved by Pluto. Proserpine changed 
her into the herb, mint. 

Miolan-Carvalho, Caroline 
French vocalist. Born 1829. 


Mirabeau, Countess Marie de 
French novelist. Born 1829. 


Mirbel, Lizinska de | 
French miniature painter. 1796-1849. 

Miriam 
Sister of Aaron and Moses. ‘The name signifies ‘star of 
the sea,’’ She became a prophetess, and sang a song of 
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triumph after the Israelites had passed through the Red sea. 
15th century B. C. 


"Mitchell, Elizabeth 
English writer and painter. Born 1833. 


Mitchell, Maggie J. 
American actress. Born in New York, 1832. 


Mitchell, Maria 
Distinguished American astronomer. Born at Nantucket. 
She was a member of the Society of Friends. She became 
an instructress at Vassar College. 1818-1889. 


Mitford, Mary Russell 
Charming English writer. At the age of twenty, she pub- 
lished a volume of miscellaneous poems. She wrote an 
opera and four tragedies. Her sketches of English life 
have given her great popularity. In these descriptions, she 
is unrivaled. 1786-1855. 


Mnemosyne 
Goddess of memory. Mother of the nine Muses. 


Mnizeck, Marina 

Empress of Russia. Wife of Demetrius. He was believed 
by many to be an impostor, who personated the kidnapped 
son of the Empress Irene. The empress acknowledged him 
as her son. The people, however, revolted and slew him. 
She subsequently dressed in male attire, and led a force of 
soldiery, was defeated, and was drowned or frozen in an icy 
river, into which she was thrust through an opening cut in 
the ice by the troops. 16th century. 


Moise, Penina 
American Jewish poetess. 1797-1880. 


Mojeska, Helena 
Polish actress. She married a theatrical manager, but the 
union was not altogether a happy one. On his death, she 
married Charles de Chalponski, a gentleman of historic 
family, who had been imprisoned for taking part in the 
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Polish insurrection. He headed an emigration scheme of 
dissatisfied Poles to California, where his wife accompanied 
him. She gave her farewell performance in her own country 
at Warsaw, where she received an ovation unsurpassed by 
any actress. She was called before the curtain sixty-four 
times, and the street was filled, on her way to the hotel, 
with enthusiastic admirers. For nine years, she retired 
from the stage, but, farming being unsuited to her tastes, 
she went to San Francisco, and studied the English language 
with such perseverance that, in August of the same year, 
she played ‘‘ Adrienne Lecouveur’’ in the California thea- 
tre, in that tongue, with unprecedented success. After- 
ward she accepted engagements in the larger cities through- 
out the United States. Born 1844. 


Mojon, Bianca 
Italian scholar. 1790-1849. 


Molesworth, Mary L. 


Scotch novelist, or rather of Scotch descent. She was born 
in a manufacturing district of Northern England, and partly 
educated on the continent. Her mother was a woman of 
deep culture, and an excellent linguist. While a child, she 
asserts she suffered from the excessive Calvinism of the Scotch 
church. Of late years, she has resided with her children 
in Paris. Born 1842. 


Molsa, Tarquinia 
Italian scholar. Granddaughter of a famous Italian poet. 
She thoroughly studied the ethics of Aristotle, and Plato. 
17th century. 


Momoro, Sophie 
French goddess of Reason during the Revolution. 18th 
century. 


Moneta 
A surname given by the Romans to Juno. 


Mongez, Marie J. 
French painter of great merit. 1775-1855. 
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Monica, Saint 
Mother of Augustine. Eminent for her piety. 332-387. 


Monima 
Wife of Mithridates the Great. Killed by order of her 
husband, B. C. 72. 


Monk, Mary M. 
English poetess. Died 1715. 


Montagu, Lady Mary Wortley 

Celebrated English writer. She was early distinguished for 
the brilliancy of her intellect. Her wit attracted the most 
prominent men to her house. She was intimate with 
Addison and Pope. Her husband was appointed ambassador 
to Turkey, whither she accompanied him. Here began that 
correspondence which placed her among the first of episto- 
lary writers. She introduced into England the practice of 
inoculation, which had been employed by the Turks to ward 
off smallpox. She applied it first to her own son, a boy of 
three years. The medical faculty arose in arms, and the 
clergy descanted from their pulpits on the impiety of fore- 
stalling Providence. ‘The princess of Wales, afterward the 
wife of George II, gave her support to this new preventive, 
and it finally prevailed. 

Pope, it is asserted, made a violent declaration of love 
to her, which she turned into ridicule, and a paper war 
between them followed. She grew indifferent to her per- 
sonal appearance, and for eleven years in later life avoided 
looking at her face in a mirror. She absented herself from 
England and lived mainly in Italy for twenty-two years. 
Her son was a profligate and caused her much sorrow. 
1690-1762. 

Montague, Elizabeth 
English writer. Founder of the ‘‘ Blue Stocking Club.”’ 
The regular visitors at her splendid mansion included 
Burke, Reynolds, Goldsmith and Johnson. She was a 
woman of rare attainments. 1720-1800. 

Montalba, Clara 
Distinguished English landscape painter. Her father was a 
native of Sweden. Her principal works have been pictures 
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of interiors and exteriors of churches, shipping, and views 
in Venice. Her chief power lies in the brilliant reproduc- 
tion of color. t1gth century. 


Montanclos, Marie E. 
French dramatist. 1736-1812. 


Montégut, Jeanne de 
French poetess. 1709-1768. 


Montenay, Georgette de 
French religious poetess. 16th century. 


Montespan, Athenais M., Madame de 


Mistress of Louis XIV, by whom she had eight children. 
Her husband was banished from Paris and finally accepted 
100,000 crowns for his silence. From 1669 to 1675 
Madame de Montespan, as the successor of Madame de 
la Valliére, exercised uncontrolled authority, by her wit 
and beauty, over the monarch and people of France, till 
satiety and the love of Madame de Maintenon, alienated 
the king’s regard. Still for a time she remained at court, 
and was treated with much respect. She devoted much 
time to religious observances. ‘The last years of her life 
were spent away from court, living ona pension. ‘These 
concluding years were occupied in expiating the follies of 
the past. She wore bracelets, garters and a belt with iron 
points; her table was frugal and her linen coarse. She 
dreaded death and darkness so much that she always slept 
with lights burning, and surrounded by women, who were 
urged constantly to talk, so that if she awoke in the night 
she would have no time for reflection. 1641-1707. 


Montesson, Marquise de 
French patroness of letters. Napoleon was a frequent 
visitor at her salon. 1737-1806. 

Montez, Lola 


Irish female adventuress, She became a danseuse and had 
a train of admirers. While in Munich she captivated the 
king, Louis, who made her countess of Lansfeld. She

meddled so greatly in public affairs, that she was finally 
compelled to leave Bavaria, and she afterward lived in 
England and the United States, where she lectured with 
success. She published a volume of her lectures, and also 
a book termed the ‘‘ Arts of Beauty or Secrets of a Lady’s 
Toilet.’’ She died in New York in 1861, aged forty- 
one years. 


Montgomery, Florence 
English novelist. 1gth century. 


Montifaud, Marie A. 


French novelist. Pseudonym ‘‘ Marc Montifaud.’’ Her 
works were immoral and morbid, for which she was fined 
and imprisoned. She was the wife of a Spanish count, 
who afterward became a bookseller and publisher.. Born 
1850. 


Montigny, Rose M. 
French actress. Born 1824. 


Montmorency, Charlotte M. de 
French duchess. Mother of the great Condé. She was 
forced to leave the court of Henry IV to avoid the 
offensive attentions of the king. 1594-1650. 


Montolieu, Jeanne I. 
Swiss novelist. 1751-1832. 


Montpensier, Anne M., Duchess de 
French politician. Niece of Louis XIII. During the civil 
wars of the Fronde, she embraced the party of the duke of 
Condé, and took sides against her cousin Louis XIV. She 
married the count de Lauzun, a man much younger than 
herself. ‘The king imprisoned Lauzun for ten years. After 
his release his wife refused to live with him. She wrote two 
romances, some devotional books and memoirs, 1627-1693. 


Montpensier, Catharine or Jacquelin de 


French politician. Intimate friend of Catharine de Medici, 
though secretly a Protestant. Sister of Henri of Guise. 


1552-1596. 
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Moodie, Susanna 


Canadian authoress. Sister of Agnes Strickland. 1803- 
1805. 


Moran, Mrs. M. 


American etcher and wife of a well-known landscape painter. 
She was born in Scotland, but went to the United States 
when achild. Born 1842. 


Morandi, Anna 
Celebrated Italian anatomist. Wife of Dr. Manzolini. 
1716-1774. 


Morandi, Felicita 


Italian poetess. She also wrote scholastic works and became 
inspector of the female schools of Northern Italy. Born 
1830. 


Morata, Olympia F. 


Italian scholar. ‘The most learned woman of her time. 
Married a young physician named Gundler and removed 
with him to Germany. ‘The hardships she endured from 
the siege and burning of Schweinfurt hastened her death. 


1526-1555. 


More, Hannah 


Distinguished English moral and religious writer. Her 
father was a schoolmaster and gave her the rudiments of a 
classical education, but fearful of his daughters becoming 
learned women, he endeavored by his precepts to counteract 
the effects of his lessons. ‘The elder daughters conducted 
a flourishing boarding school at Bristol, and Hannah was 
educated there. Her literary career commenced when she 
was but sixteen, when she wrote a moral drama. She 
became engaged to Mr. Turner, a man of large fortune, 
but the engagement was broken through the influence of 
friends. ‘This gentleman settled an annuity upon her to 
make amends for his caprice. David Garrick and his wife 
invited her to visit them, and introduced her to Reynolds, 
Burke and Johnson. ‘The latter termed her the best of 
female versifiers. Her published works filled eleven octavo 
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volumes, and she realized about £30,000 from her writings. 
The clergy opposed her reforms among the poor and 
bitterly persecuted her. She left £10,000 to charity.

Her great 
success has been in the representation of strongly emotional 
scenes. She has repeatedly had to withdraw from the stage 
through nervous weakness. In 1874 she married F. C. 
Harriott. Born 1850. 

Morris, Mary 
The name of two American Revolutionary patriots. 18th 
century. 

Mosby, Mary W. 
American poetess. Born in Richmond, Virginia. 1792- 
1844. 

Moschein, Costanza 
Italian poetess. togth century. 


Moser, Mary 


Famous English painter of flowers. Married Mr. Lloyd. 
Died 1819. 
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Mother Anna 
Saxon philanthropist. Daughter of Christian III of Den- 
mark. 1531-1585. 

Mott, Lucretia 
American reformer and philanthropist. Born on the island 
of Nantucket. Her parents, who were Quakers, brought 
her at the age of fifteen to Philadelphia to reside. Three 
years later she married James Mott of New York, who 
removed to Philadelphia and entered into mercantile busi- 
ness with her father. Six children were born to them. 
She took an active part in the organization of the anti- 
slavery party in Philadelphia and also in the woman’s 
reform movement, and advocated these causes from the 
rostrum. She was a Hicksite or Unitarian Quaker, and 
expressed a disbelief in the Scriptures. She was a woman 
of high moral character and uncommon intelligence.

French writer. Intimate companion of Anne of Austria, 
queen of Louis XIII. 1621-1689. 


Moulton, Louise C. 
American novelist and journalist. Also noted as a writer 
of sonnets. Born in Connecticut, 1835.

English musician. Married Mr. W. Bartholomew. Born 
1811. 


Mountcastle, Clara H. 
Canadian artist and vocalist. Born 1837. 


Mowatt, Anna Cora 

American actress and writer. Born at Bordeaux. The 
daughter of Samuel G. Ogden, a merchant of New York. 
At the age of fourteen she married James Mowatt, a New 
York lawyer. Her entrance on public life was in Boston, 
where she gave public readings of a dramatic nature, which 
were repeated in other cities. When about retiring from 
the stage, she married her second husband, William Ritchie, 
a Richmond journalist. 1824-1870.

German historical novelist. Her works have been trans- 
lated into French and English and havea great popularity. 
She married Theodor Mundt, the librarian of the Univer- 
sity of Berlin.

Popular English novelist. ‘‘ John Halifax’’ is probably 
her most celebrated work. She married George L. Craik.

Murray, Elizabeth 
English painter of Oriental sketches. Died 1882.

Muses or Pierides 
Daughters of Jupiter and Mnemosyne. They presided over 
poetry, the liberal arts and sciences. Generally believed 
to be nine in number. ‘Their names are Calliope, Clio, 
Euterpe, Erato, Melpomene, Polhymnia, Terpsichore, Thalia 
and Urania. Calliope, epic poetry and eloquence; Clio, 
history ; Euterpe, music; Erato, lyric, tender and amative 
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poetry; Melpomene, tragedy; Polhymnia, singing and 
rhetoric ; Terpsichore, dancing ; Thalia, comedy; Urania, 
astronomy. 


Mussasa 


Warlike queen of Congo in Africa. In battle she dressed 
like aman. 17th century. 


Mutia 
Daughter of Mutius Sceevola, and third wife of Pompey, 
from whom she was divorced. 1st century, B. C. 


Muzakova, Johanna 
Bohemian writer. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Caroline Svetta.’’ Born 
1830. 

Myrrha 
Daughter of the king of Cyprus. She was changed into 
myrrh. 


Myrtis

They were young and beautiful virgins, who were seen leaning 
upon anurn. Goats and lambs were offered them, with 
libations of wine, honey and oil. Sometimes offerings 
were made of milk, fruit and flowers.

French patroness of letters. Gibbon, the historian, wished 
to marry her, but his father opposed the match. Gibbon, 
when at college in England, became a convert to Roman 
Catholicism, whence his father sent him to the family of 
Mr. Curchod, a protestant Swiss clergyman, to be placed 
under his influence. Gibbon fell in love with Susanne, 
the clergyman’s daughter. Gibbon obeyed the parental 
command and broke off the match. After her father’s 
death, Susanne earned a precarious subsistence by teaching 
girls in Geneva. She then went to Paris as a governess. 
Here she met Necker, who was engaged in the employ of 
a banking house. Mutual poverty delayed their marriage 
for many years, but his union with this gifted woman 
roused his energies and he became a wealthy and respected 
man. He objected to his wife devoting herself to literature, 
and she relinquished her intention out of love for him. 
As he rose in the world, Madame Necker’s influence 
increased, both over her husband and others. He seemed 
to venerate her virtues and noble character, while she idol- 
ized him. ‘They apparently lived for each other, and 
offered marked examples of conjugal devotion. When 
Necker became director-general of the finances of France, 
his wife inspected the prisons and hospitals. Her only 
child was the famous Madame de Stael. 1739-1794. 
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Neilson, Lilian Adelaide 

English actress. Her real name was Elizabeth Ann Brown. 
Her mother subsequently married a man named Bland, and 
the daughter was called ‘‘ Lizzie Bland.’’ Her first appear- 
ance was as Juliet, in London, in 1865, and was a success. 
She has never been surpassed in the rendition of this char- 
acter. Her Isabelle displayed seriousness and intensity, 
while her Viola and Rosamond were more remarkable for 
brilliancy and vivacity than for poetic suggestions. Her 
nature was thoroughly open and frank. She was born near 
Saragossa in Spain, and until 1862 lived chiefly on the 
continent. She married Philip Lee in 1872, was divorced 
in 1877, and died in Paris. 1850-1880. 


Nelli, Suor P. : 
Italian painter. Died 1588. 


Nemesis 
Personified the righteous anger of the gods. Alloted to 
every man his share of fortune, good or bad. Daughter of 
Night. 


Nemours, Marie, Duchesse de 
French writer. Daughter of the duke de Longueville. 
1625-1707. 


Nephele 
Wife of Athamas, king of Thrace, and mother of Phryxus 
and Helle. 


Nereids 
Nymphs of the sea. Daughters of Nereus and Doris. 
Amphitrite, the wife of Neptune, was one, also Thetis, the 
mother of Achilles. They were originally represented as 
beautiful nymphs, but they were afterward described as 
beings with green hair and with the lower part of the body 
like a fish. 


Neruda, Wilhelmine 
Famous German musician. Played on the violin. Born 
1840. 
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Neuber, Caroline 
German actress. Daughter of a lawyer. She attempted 
the regeneration of the German stage. She died in great 
poverty. 1692-1760. 


Neumann, Madame 
German novelist. 19th century. 


Nevada, Emma 
Stage name of Miss Emma Wixon. American vocalist. 
Born at Nevada City, California, 1861. She married Dr. 
Palmer. 


Newcastle, Margaret C., Duchess of 

English writer. She was maid of honor to Henrietta, wife 
of King Charles I. She accompanied her mistress in exile. 
She lived for nearly sixteen years in Antwerp, almost in 
poverty. On the accession of Charles II, she returned to 
England, where she lived in ease, and devoted herself to 
literature. Her writings, at the time, were received with 
extravagant encomiums from learned bodies and men of 
erudition. Died 1673. 


Newell, Harriet 
American missionary. Born in Massachusetts. She accom- 
panied her husband to India, stopping at Calcutta, from 
which place they were driven away by the East India Com- | 


pany. 1793-1813. 
Ney, Jenny 
Hungarian vocalist. 19th century. 


Niboyet, Eugénie 
French authoress. Advocate of Woman’s Rights. Editress 
of a Socialistic journal. 1797-1883. 


Nicholl, Mrs. S. J. 
English painter in water colors. Born 1842. 


Nichols, Mary S. 


American physician, Established water cures. rgth cen- 
tury. 
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Nichols, Rebecca S. 
American poetess. Born in New Jersey. After marriage, 
she removed to Cincinnati. 1gth century. 


Nightingale, Florence 

English philanthropist. She investigated the working of 
hospitals and reformatories. She took charge of ninety-two 
nurses, many of them ladies of high rank, and opened a 
hospital at Scutari during the Crimean War. All the other 
hospitals on the Bosphorus were placed under her superin- 
tendence. On her return to England, she founded a school 
for nurses. ‘The queen presented her with a magnificent 
cross, and the sultan of Turkey sent her a superb bracelet, 
set with brilliants. She wrote several works on the subjects 
she was interested in. Born 1820. 


Nilsson, Christine 

Famous Swedish vocalist. She was the daughter of a small 
farmer. A Swedish magistrate paid for her musical educa- 
tion at Stockholm and Paris. She made her début in this 
latter city, and at once created a furore. She has sung in 
England and the United States with great success. She 
married Auguste Rouzaud, who died ten years later under 
very distressing circumstances. Born 1843. 


Nina 
Sicilian poetess. 13th century. 


Ninon de l’ Enclos 
Notorious French courtesan, celebrated for her wit and 
beauty. She formed laisons with men of high rank and 
eminent talents. Madame Maintenon and Madame La 
Fayette were among her friends. Moliere had such regard 
for her literary tastes that he often consulted her. She was 
accused of venality. She never married. 1620-1706. 


Niobe 
Daughter of Tantalus or, as some assert, of Pelops, and 
wife of Amphion. She had beautiful children, seven sons 
and seven daughters. She was so proud of her children 
that she claimed superiority over Latona, who had but two, 
Apollo and Diana. These two gods slew all of her children. 
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Niobe was changed into stone by her excessive grief. Her 
story was a favorite subject for the ancient poets. 


Nisbett, Mrs. 


English actress. She was the daughter of a dissipated 
military officer, and developed precocious talent as a juven- 
ile theatrical wonder, under the name of Miss Mordaunt. 
She first married Mr. Nisbett of the Life Guards, and on 
his death wedded Sir William Boothby. 1813-1858. 


Nitocris, Queen of ancient Egypt 
A heroine in the legends of that country. 3000 B. C. 


Nitocris, Queen of Babylon 
She greatly improved the city. 6th century B. C. 


Noble, Annette L. 
American novelist. Born 1844. 


Noe, Canedi M. 
Italian scholar. The University of Bologna bestowed upon 
her a degree. 19th century. 


Nogarola, Arco 
Italian religious scholar. 15th century. 


Nogarola, Isotta 
Italian scholar. 1420-1466. 


Norden-Fleicht, Charlotte de 
Swedish poetess. 1718-1763. 


Nordica, Lillian 
American vocalist. Born in Maine, 1858. 


North, Marianne 
English botanist and traveler, also painter. She painted 
the flora of the United States, Jamaica, Brazil, India and 
South Africa. Born 1830. 
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Norton, Caroline E. 
Distinguished English writer. Granddaughter of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan. Her first volume appeared when she 
was but seventeen years old. Her marriage to Sir George 
Norton proved unfortunate, and she was divorced. Mrs. 
Sedgwick wrote of her, that she was the perfection of intel- 
lectual and physical beauty, uniting masculine force with 
feminine delicacy. Her second husband was Stirling Max- 
well. 1808-1877. 


Norton, Lady Frances

Russian writer and journalist. Pseudonym, ‘‘K. O.’’ Her 
advocacy of certain reforms gave much offence to the 
authorities. Born 1842. 


Nox 
Goddess of night. Daughter of Chaos.

A Roman goddess, who was invoked when children were 
named. 


Nurse Rebecca 
Reputed American witch. Hanged at Salem, 1672. 
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Nyberg, Julia C. | 
Swedish poetess. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Euphrosyne.’’ 1785-1854. 


Nymphs 

A numerous class of female divinities, with which the 
imagination of the Greeks peopled groves, mountains, 
lakes, rivers, fountains and valleys. ‘They were personifi- 
cations of the beneficent powers of nature. They possessed 
youth and beauty. They were divided into several classes : 
Oreades, mountain nymphs; Oceanides, sea nymphs; 
Nereides, salt-water nymphs ; Naiades, fresh-water nymphs ; 
Dryades, wood nymphs; Limniades, nymphs of lakes; and 
Napaz, nymphs of forests. They were the nurses of Bac- 
chus, Pan and Jupiter. They were also the attendants of 
the goddesses.

Without her 
interposition, civil war would have broken out between her 
brother Octavius, afterward Augustus, and Antony. Sup- 
planted in the affections of Antony by Cleopatra, he sent 
her back to Italy. She was ultimately divorced against her 
consent. She was an excellent and loving wife. She 
ended her days in deep melancholy. Augustus pronounced 
her funeral oration, but declined the honors the senate 
wished to bestow upon her. Died 12 B. C. 


Octavia 

Daughter of the emperor Claudius, by Messalina, and sister 
of Brittanicus. Her life, though short, was full of misfor- 
tunes. She was afhanced to the grandson of Augustus, 
but Agrippina, by her influence over the imbecile Claudius, 
broke off the match, and gave Octavia to her own son 
Nero, who was but sixteen. Nero, on ascending the throne, 
repudiated her, that he might unite himself to Poppza. 
Octavia was banished. The murmurs of the people forced 
Nero to recall her from exile, and the populace hailed 
her return with joy. Again she was banished on a false 
charge and put to death at the age of twenty. 42-62. 
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O’ Donoghue, Nannie P. 
Irish journalist. 19th century. 


Oenone 

A nymph of Mount Ida. Paris, before he was discovered 
to be a son of King Priam, married her, and as she had 
received from Apollo the gift of prophecy, she warned 
him not to visit Greece. She told him to come to her 
if he ever should be wounded, as she alone could cure him. 
He did so in the Trojan war, but she refused to aid him 
and he died. She threw herself on his funeral pile and 
perished. 


Oldfield, Anne 
Celebrated English actress. 1683-1730. 
Olga, Saint 
Regent of Russia. Embraced the Christian religion. 
Died 969. 
Olin, Julia M. 
American authoress. 1814-1879. 


Oliphant, Margaret O. W. 
Scottish novelist. She published novels, biography and 
history. Born 1828. 


Oliphant, Caroline

Oliver, Grace A. 
American authoress. Born 1844. 


Oliver, Sophie H. 
American poetess. Born in Kentucky, 1811. 


Olympias 
Queen of Macedon, and mother of Alexander the Great. 
Philip, her husband, repudiated her for haughtiness and 
suspected unfaithfulness, but Alexander sided with his 
mother. Philip was murdered, probably at her instigation. 
On Alexander’s death, Olympias seized on the government 
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and cruelly put to death several leaders. She was at last 
massacred by the soldiery, 316, B.C. 


Omphale 


A queen of Lydia, whom Hercules, in female attire, served 
for three years. She taught him to spin. 


O'Neill, Eliza 
Popular Irish actress. She married W. Becher, M. P. 
At that time her receipts from the stage were £12,000 per 
annum. 1790-1872. 


Onicke, Clara W. 
German historical painter. Born 1818. 


Oosterwyck, Maria 


Dutch painter of flowers and fruits. She was very cele- 
brated. 1630-1693. 


Opie, Amelia A. 
Popular English novelist. Wife of the painter. She also 
wrote pleasing poems. She joined the Quakers, and partly 
retired from society. She afterward removed to Paris. 
Her married life was one of almost ideal happiness. She 
was the daughter of Dr. James Alderson. 1769-1853.

Goddess of the earth.

Orlandine, Emilia

de Maintenon was her enemy. 1652-1722.

Daughter of the duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. On 
the abdication of Louis Phillipe, she appeared with her 
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minor son, the count of Paris, before the Chamber of 
Deputies and claimed the regency.

She was the daughter of Joseph Lock, 
and the wife of a distinguished artist. Born in Boston.

American scholar. Born in Massachusetts. Her maiden 
name was Sarah M. Fuller. She edited the ‘ Dial,’’ 
a periodical instituted for the advocacy and diffusion 
of transcendentalism in America. Subsequently she took 
charge of the literary department of the ‘‘New York 
Tribune.’’ She visited Rome and made the acquaint- 
ance of Marquis d’ Ossoli, who was many years her junior. 
She married him in 1847. She took the deepest interest in 
the cause of Italian liberty, and during the siege of Rome 
devoted herself to the care of the sick and wounded. In 
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1850 she set sail for America, but the vessel stranded on 
Fire Island Beach, Long Island, and in a few hours went to 
pieces. She, with her husband and child, perished. 1810- 
1850.

Dutch painter of flowers and still-life. 17th century. 


Otis, Eliza H. 


American philanthropist. 1796-1873. 


Otto, Luise 


German novelist. Married August Peters, an author. Her 
works were of an ultra-republican and revolutionary char- 
acter. Her husband was also a radical and at one time was 
imprisoned. Luise Otto suffered greatly from confiscations, 
fines, etc. She was an ardent advocate of Women’s Rights.

Daughter of A‘sculapius, the god of physicians. 


Pandora 

The first created female, according to mythology. She first 
caused the introduction of evil in the world. Jupiter, to 
punish Prometheus for having stolen fire from the skies and 
carrying it to the earth, resolved to punish mankind for this 
daring deed. He, therefore, directed Vulcan, the god of 
blacksmiths, to knead earth and water, to give it human 
voice and strength, and to make it assume the form of a 
goddess. Minerva endowed the figure with artist know- 
ledge, Venus gave her beauty and Mercury bestowed upon 
her an artful disposition. She was attended by the Seasons 
and the Graces. She was called Pandora, which means 
‘‘all gifts.’’ She was brought by Mercury to Epimetheus, 
the brother of Prometheus, who foolishly made her his wife. 
In his dwelling stood a jar, which he had been forbidden to 
open. Pandora, under the influence of curiosity, disregard- 
ing the injunction, raised the lid, and all the evils hitherto 
unknown to man, poured out and spread themselves over 
the earth. In terror she dropped the lid, just in time to 
prevent the escape of Hope, which thus remained man’s 
chief support and comfort. 


Panope 
One of the Nereids, often invoked by mariners. 
Panthea 


Wife of the Persian Abrydates. Celebrated for her beauty 
and conjugal affection. Sheslew herself on the corpse of her 
husband, who had fallen in battle by the side of the elder 
Cyrus. 6th century B. C. 


Panzacchia, Maria E. 
Italian painter. 1668-1709. 
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Paolini, Petronella 
Italian scholar. Died 1726. 


Pape, Marie 
Eminent French educator. Founder of a normal school. 
1815-1878. 


Pappenheim, Eugenie 
American vocalist. Sung in many German cities, and also 
in this country. s1gth century. 


Paradis, Marie T. 
German musician. Blind from childhood. 1759-1824. 


Parcae 
The Fates, children of Night, or as Plato asserts, children of 
Necessity. Their names are Clotho, Lachesis and Atropos. 


Pardoe, Julia 
English authoress. 1808-1862. 


Parepa-Rosa Euphrosyne 


Scotch vocalist and actress of eminence. She first appeared 
on the stage at Malta, when she was but sixteen. She per- 
formed with brilliant success in Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. Her voice had extraordinary compass and 
power. She married Carl Rosa, her manager. 1836-1874. 


Parker, Helen T. 
American novelist. 1827-1874. 


Parodi, Madame 


Celebrated Italian singer. She has performed with great 
applause in the principal cities of Europe and the United 
States. Born about 1830. 


Parr, Catharine 
See ‘‘ Catharine Parr.’’ 


Parr, Harriet 
English novelist. Pseudonym, ‘‘ Holme Lee.’’ Born 1828. 
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Parthenay, Catharine de 

French scholar. Wrote tragedies also. When but fourteen 
she married Charles de Quellena, who on his marriage took 
the name of Soubise. He fell a sacrifice at the massacre of 
St. Bartholemew. His widow married Viscount Rohan. 
She was but thirty-two when he died. At the siege of 
Rochelle her poverty was such that she nearly died of star- 
vation. She and her daughter were imprisoned. 1554- 
1631. 


Parton, Sarah Payson Willis 
Popular American novelist. Born in Maine. Sister of 
N. P. Willis, the poet, and wife of James Parton, the writer. 
Her pseudonym was ‘‘ Fanny Fern.’’ Her works attained 
great popularity in the United States and were republished 
in England. 1811-1872. 


Parysatis 


Queen of Persia. She was the mother of Cyrus the 
Younger. 5th century B. C. 


Pascal, Jacqueline 
French poetess. Sister of Blaise Pascal. She was beauti- 
fuland gifted. She entered a convent and became morbidly 
religious. 1625-1661. 


Paschkoff, Lidia 
Russian writer and traveler. She inherited masculine tastes. 
She was seized with profound melancholy and attempted 
suicide. Born 1845. 


Pasiphe 
Daughter of the sun and wife of Minos, king of Crete. 
The Minotaur, half man and half bull, was her frightful off- 
spring. Daedalus built a labyrinth for this monster. He 
was fed on human flesh and afterward on the youth and 
maidens sent from Athens. ‘Theseus, by the aid of Ariad- 
ne, killed the monster. 


Pass, Madeleine van 
German engraver. Born 1576. 
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Pasta, Giuditta N. 
Celebrated Italian vocalist of Jewish extraction. Paris was 
wild with enthusiasm over her wonderful soprano voice. 
Bellini wrote ‘‘ Norma’’ and the ‘‘ Sonnambula ’’ expressly 
for her. 1792-1865. 


Patey, Janet M. 
Scotch vocalist in oratorio. Born in London, of Scotch 
parents, in 1842. 


Paton, Mary Anne 
Scotch soprano singer. She married Lord Lennox, from 
whom she obtained a divorce. Afterward she married 
Joseph Woods, a tenor singer. 1802-1854. 


Patti, Adelina Maria 

Renowned Italian vocalist. Daughter of an Italian father 
and a Spanish mother. She was born at Madrid. Her 
mother was a singer of some celebrity until the birth of her 
daughter, when she lost her voice. This misfortune, 
together with pecuniary losses, obliged the family to go to 
America, where the young Adelina commenced her mar- 
velously successful career as a public singer. She received 
her musical education from her brother-in-law, Maurice 
Strakosch, and appeared in public at the age ofseven. In 
1859, after a two years’ trip through the United States, she 
made her début on the operatic stage in New York. ‘Two 
years later she made her first appearance in London, where 
she became the first favorite of the day, her audience being 
spell-bound by her beauty of person, graceful manner and 
artistic skill. The Russian czar conferred upon her the 
Order of Merit. 

In 1868 she married the Marquis de Caux, from whom 
she was formally divorced in 1880. She subsequently 
married Nicolini, the singer. In 1881 she entered into an 
engagement to give forty performances in the United States, 
receiving $4,400 for each performance. Born in 1843. 


Patti, Carlotta 


Sister of the foregoing. Noted Italian vocalist. Born in 
Florence. For some time she was the leading vocalist in 
the United States. Her voice is said to be the highest 
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soprano ever known. Owing to lameness she did not 
appear in the opera but achieved great success as a concert 
singer. She married Ernst de Munck, a violincellist. 
1840-1889. 


Pattison, Dorothy W. 
English philanthropist. Called ‘‘ Sister Dora.’’ Labored 
with a sisterhood in the hospitals. 1832-1878. 


Pattison, Kate 
English actress. Prior to her connection with the stage, she 
had been associated with Miss Emily Faithfull in the conduct 
of the ‘‘ Victoria Magazine,’’ and had traveled with that 
lady through the United States. She has traveled with Mr. 
and Mrs. Kendal through the Provinces, and with Mrs. 
Langtry through the United States. 1gth century. 


Pattison, Mrs. Mark 
English writer. Her works are mainly on the subject of 
art. Born 1842. 


Paul, Mrs. Howard 
English actress and vocalist. Made her début in 1854. 
Died 1879. 


Paula, Saint . 
Roman lady of noble birth and great learning. She 
embraced Christianity and built a convent.

The fraud being dis- 
covered, the Emperor Tiberius banished Mundus and cruci- 
fied the priests of Isis for sacrilege. 1st century. 


Pauline 
Wife of Seneca, the celebrated Roman philosopher. She 
determined to share her husband’s fate, who, by the order 
of Nero, was condemned to die. Her veins were accord- 
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ingly opened at the same time, but, fainting from loss of 
blood, her wounds were bound up. She lived but a short 
time thereafter. 1st century. 

Pax or Eirene 
The goddess of peace.

American educator. Born in Massachusetts, 1804. 


Pearson, Emma M. 
English philanthropist. Died 1893.

She promised com- 
pliance if they would allow her to finish a piece of tapestry 
she was weaving, but she undid at night what she wove in 
the day, and thus eluded their importunity until the return 
of Ulysses. 12th century B. C.

French writer. Wife of a physician. Born 1827.

Queen of the Amazons. Fought bravely at the siege of 
Troy, and was slain by Achilles. 
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Pepys, Lady Charlotte 
English writer. Daughter of the Chancellor Cottenham. 
roth century. 


Percoto, Countess Caterina 
Italian writer. xgth century. 


Percy, Elizabeth 

Daughter of the earl of Northumberland. At eleven, she 
was made the wife of the earl of Ogle, son of the duke 
of Newcastle. He died the following year. A year later, 
she married Thomas Thynne, a man of great wealth. She 
disliked her husband, and fled to Holland, where her wealth 
and beauty attracted many admirers. One of her lovers, 
Count Konigsmark, hired assassins who shot Mr. Thynne 
while he was riding in London. The heiress, now but 
fifteen, married Charles Seymour, the proud duke of Somer- 
set. He was just twenty, handsome and with many good 
qualities. As one of the attendants of Queen Anne, she 
excited the ire of the duchess of Marlborough. 18th 
century.

Italian vocalist. 1812-1867. 


Peschka, Minna 
Austrian vocalist. She visited England and America, and 
was well received. Born 1839.

Homer is said ta have copied the greater 
part of the Iliad and Odyssey from her description of the 
Trojan War, and the return journey of Ulysses. 12th 
century B. C. 

Phebe 
Christian deaconess of Corinth; esteemed by Paul. 1st 
century. 

Phelps, Almira H. 
American educational writer and teacher. Born in Con- 
necticut. Sister of Mrs. Emma Willard, with whom she 
was associated in the seminary at Troy, N. Y. 1793-1884. 


Phelps, Elizabeth Stuart 
American writer. Born in Boston. Her best known work 


was ‘‘ Gates Ajar.’’ Her mother had the same name, and 
wrote religious tales, such as the ‘‘ Kitty Brown’’ series. 
Born 1844. 

Pheretima 


Wife of Battus, king of Cyrene. When her son, Arcesilaus, 
was assassinated by his subjects, she recovered the kingdom 
by the aid of Amasa, king of Egypt. She caused the 
assassins to be crucified around the walls of Cyrene, and 
cut off the breasts of their wives, and hung them alongside 
of their husbands. 7th century B. C, 
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Philippa of Hainault 

Queen of England. Wife of Edward III. After the Eng- 
lish had gained in France the great battle of Crecy, David 
Bruce invaded England from Scotland, and ravaged the 
country. Philippa, with twelve thousand men, defeated 
him and took him prisoner. By her advice, the English 
first manufactured cloth. She was the patroness of Chaucer 
and Froissart. 14th century. 


Philips, Catharine F. 
English poetess and letter writer. 1631-1664.

English writer. 1gth century. 


Phillipps, Adelaide 


Noted American singer. Born in Bristol, England, but 
removed at the age of seven to Boston. Fine contralto 
voice.

Transformed into a nightingale. 


Philotis 

Roman patriot. She was a maid servant in Rome, who 
saved her city from destruction. After the siege of Rome by 
the Gauls, the Fidenates marched against it and demanded 
the delivery to them of all the women in the city. Philotis 
advised the Romans to send all the female slaves, disguised 
in matrons clothes, and offered to march at their head. 
The advice was followed, when the Fidenates, having 
feasted late, fell asleep intoxicated. Philotis lighted a 
torch, a signal for her countrymen to attack the enemy. 
The Fidenates were conquered, and the senate, to reward 
the fidelity of the slaves, allowed them to appear in the 
dress of the Roman matrons. 


Philp, Elizabeth 
English song writer. Her ballads are unrivalled. 19th 
century. 

Philyra 
One of the Oceanides. Mother of the centaur Chiron by 
Saturn. She was changed into a linden tree, 
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Phcebe 
One of the female Titans. Daughter of heaven and earth. 
Her name signifies ‘‘the bright one.’’ Sometimes the 
name Is given to Diana, or the moon. 


Phorcydes or Grez 


The hoary headed daughters of Phorcys and Ceto. They 
were two in number; and were the guards of the Gorgons. 
They had one eye and one tooth incommon. The sun 
and moon never shone upon them. Perseus intercepted 
the eye as they were passing it. 


Phryne 
An Athenian courtesan. She was the model of the statues 
of Venus, produced by Praxiteles. She was also a model 
of Apelles. 4th century B.C. 

Phya 
A tall, beautiful woman of Attica, whom Pisistratus, trying 
to re-establish his usurped power, led to the city of Athens, 
in a chariot, dressed like the representations of the goddess 
Minerva. 

Phyllis 
Daughter of the king of Thrace. Her lover not arriving 
on the day fixed for the marriage, she put an end to her 
existence. 

Piatt, Louise K. 
American journalist. 1826-1864. 


Piatt, Sarah M. 
American poetess. Born in Kentucky, 1836. 
Piccolimini, Maria 
Italian vocalist. In 1861, she married the Marquis Gaetano, 
and retired from the stage. Born 1835.

American poetess. Daughter of a Russian. Born in 
Florida, 1820.

Piozzi, Esther L. 


English writer. Her first husband was Mr. Thrale, a Lon- 
don brewer. On his death she married an Italian teacher 
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of music, named Piozzi. Her beauty, vivacity and intelli- 
gence made her house the resort of the literati of her time. 
Dr. Johnson was almost domesticated there, but her second 
marriage caused arupture. Notwithstanding her social and 
literary duties, she read the entire Bible to her children, 
Milton, Shakespeare, Young and Pope entire, and also 
Roman and English history. 1739-1821. 


Piscopia, Cornaro E. 
Italian scholar. Gifted linguist. She was a professor of 
philosophy, mathematics, theology and astronomy. She 
was skilled in music and poetry and a remarkable improvis- 
atrice. 1646-1684. 


Pisé, Christine de 


French writer, though born in Italy. Her father was the 
astrologer of Charles V. She was a splendid classical scholar. 
She married Etienne Castil. On his death she suffered great 
poverty. Henry IV invited her to the English court, where 
she received marked attention. 1363-1441.

American writer of children’s stories. Born 1850. 


Pix, Mary 
English dramatist. 1665-1720. 


Pizzoli, Maria L. 
Italian musical composer. 1817-1838. 


Placidia 


Daughter of Theodosius the Great, and sister of Honorius 
and Arcadius. Bornin Constantinople. At the third siege 
and sack of Rome by Alaric, she was taken prisoner and 
was married to Ataulphus, Alaric’s successor. After his 
murder, his successor, Singeric,treated her with ignominy, 
obliging her to walk twelve miles before his chariot. On 
his assassination, Placidia was ransomed by the Romans for 
600,000 measures of wheat, and returned to Italy. Her 
brother Honorius compelled her to marry Constantius, his 
general, who afterward became his partner in the empire. 
She acted as regent during the minority of her son, Valen- 
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tinian III. Her administration was neither wise nor vigor- 
ous. 388-450. 

Planché, Matilda 
English novelist. Wrote tales for children. 19th century. 


Plater, Emilie 
Polish patriot. Fought with the rank of captain against 
the Russians. 1806-1831. 

Pleiades 
Daughters of Atlas and the ocean nymph, Pleione. They 
were seven in number. ‘These nymphs hunted with Diana. 
When pursued by Orion, Jupiter turned them into pigeons, 
and afterward made them a constellation in the sky. 

Pleione 
One of the Oceanides. Wife of Atlas. Mother of the 
Pleiades. 

Pleyel, Marie F. 
French musician. An extraordinary pianiste. 1811-1875. 


Plotina, Pompeia 


The excellent wife of the Roman Emperor Trajan. Died, 
A. D. 100. 


Plumptre, Arabella 
English writer of children’s tales. 1gth century. 


Plunkett, Mrs. 
English novelist. 1gth century. 


Pocahontas 


Indian heroine. Daughter of Powhatan, a chief of Virginia. 
She saved the life of Captain John Smith, who was con- 
demned to death by her father. Smith was captured while 
exploring the James River, by some of Powhatan’s warriors, 
and was brought before the chief. Powhatan had heard of 
him and thought he was too dangerous to live. A council 
was called and his fate decided. He was condemned to have 
his brains beaten out by clubs. He was placed on the 
ground, with his head resting upon a stone. Pocahontas, 
though but a child of twelve or thirteen, was present at the 
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council and heard the sentence. When it was about being 
executed, she flung herself on the body of Smith, and pro- 
tected his life at the risk of her own. ‘Touched by this act 
of heroism, the savages relented and released Smith. 

Two years later her tribe laid a plan to entrap Smith, 
but Pocahontas rode nine miles through the forest to give 
him warning. For three or four years she aided the whites, 
until Powhatan sent her away to the chief of a neighboring 
tribe for safe keeping. Hereshe was captured by an English 
vessel, but her father refused to ransom her. While a cap- 
tive, she was well treated, and Thomas Rolfe, a pious young 
man and a brave officer, who had undertaken to instruct 
her in English, offered to marry her. Powhatan, on being sent 
for,acquiesced in the marriage and ever afterward was friendly 
to the English. Pocahontas accompanied her husband to 
England where she was presented to court, and became an 
object of curiosity to all classes ; her title of princess causing 
her to receive much attention. She was converted to 
Christianity and baptized under the name of Rebecca. She 
had believed Captain Smith dead, and displayed much 
emotion when she met him in England. Evidently she had 
loved Smith and had been imposed upon by Rolfe with the 
story of Smith’s death. She died a year later at the early 
age of twenty-three, leaving one son, who was educated in 
England and afterward returned to Virginia, where he 
became wealthy and distinguished, from whom have | 
descended several well-known families of that state. 1594- 
1617. 


Podarge 
One of the Harpies. ‘The name implies swiftness of feet. 


Poictiers, Diane de 
See ‘* Diane de Poictiers.’’ 


Polko, Elise 
German novelist. Sister of Edward Vogel, the traveler. 
Also evinced great poetic and musical talent. Born 1823. 
Polla 


Wife of Lucan, the Roman poet. On being condemned to 
death by Nero, Lucan chose the warm -bath and the open 
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artery, but entreated his wife to live and transcribe his great 
poem, ‘‘ Pharsalia.’’ 1st century. 


Pollard, Josephine 
American religious writer. 1842-1892. 


Polley, Margaret 
English martyr under Queen Mary. Died 1555. 


Polyhymnia 
Muse of singing and rhetoric. ‘The inventor of harmony. 


Polyxena 

Daughter of Priam and Hecuba. Celebrated for her beauty 
and her misfortunes. Achilles, the Grecian warrior, saw her 
while, with other maidens, she was performing sacred rites 
to Apollo outside the walls of Troy. Attracted by her 
beauty, he sent word to Hector that he desired to wed her. 
Hector agreed that he should marry her if he would betray 
the entire Grecian army. Achilles replied that he would 
bring the war to a close if she was given to him. Hector 
refused these terms unless Ajax and the Atridz should 
be slain. After Hector’s death, Polyxena accompanied 
her father to the tent of Achilles to obtain the corpse of her 
brother. Achilles was afterward treacherously slain by 
Paris with a poisoned arrow. 


Polyxo 
Queen of the island of Rhodes. Helen, after the death of 
Menelaus, fled to Rhodes, but was hung by order of the 
queen. 12th century B. C. 


Pomare 
Queen of Tahiti. Born 1822. 


Pomona 
Roman goddess, who presided over fruit trees. 


Pompadour, Jeanne A., Marquise de 
Mistress of Louis XV. ‘The illegitimate daughter of a 
financier. She was distinguished for her beauty and talents. 
She was the wife of M. d’ Etioles, when she attracted the 
king’s notice, became his mistress, and was created mar- 
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quise de Pompadour. She exercised a great influence 
over the king, and employed it, at first, in patronizing arts 
and literature. When her charms began to fade, she turned 
her attention to state affairs, and produced many of the 
evils that ultimately brought on the revolution. 1721-1764. 


Pompeia, Plotina 
Third wife of Julius Cesar. Hearing rumors affecting her 
character, he divorced her, saying: ‘‘ Ceesar’s wife must be 
above suspicion.’’ 1st century B. C. 


Pomroy, Rebecca R. 
American nurse and philanthropist. 1817-1884. 


Ponsonby, Catharine 
English writer. 19th century. 


Pool, Rachel van 
Excellent Dutch painter of flowers and fruit. 1664-1750.

They were rendered 
insane for contemning the rites of Bacchus. ‘They roamed 
over the plains, believing themselves to be cows. Two were 
cured. 


Proserpine 


Daughter of Ceres, the goddess of agriculture, and Jupiter. 
On one occasion, while gathering flowers in the fields, the 
earth suddenly opened, and Pluto, the god of the infernal 
regions, appeared. He seized Proserpine, and carried her 
forcibly to Hades, where he made her his wife. Ceres 
searched for her everywhere on earth, and was finally 
informed by Helius, the sun-god, that Pluto had carried her 
below in his chariot. Ceres then abandoned the society 
of the gods, and came down among men. She assumed the 
guise of an old woman. 

Pluto, at last, consented that Proserpine should return 
to earth, but, as she had eaten a pomegranate seed in his 
domains, she was compelled to spend one-third of each year 
with him. She represents the seed wheat, which spends 
one-third of the year under ground. 


Psyche 


A young maiden beloved by Cupid. She was the daughter 
of a king, and the youngest of three sisters. Her beauty 
was so remarkable that crowds came to see her, and she was 
termed a second Venus. ‘This irritated the goddess, who 
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summoned Cupid, her son, and instructed him to inspire 
Psyche with love for some vile and abject wretch. Psyche’s 
sisters were both married, but, while Psyche had many 
admirers, she had no lover. Her father consulted the oracle 
of Apollo, and was instructed to expose her on a rock, 
whence she would be carried away by a monster. The 
oracle was obeyed, and Psyche, amidst the tears of the 
people, was placed on a lofty crag. The wind gently lifted 
her and carried her to a charming valley. When she awoke 
from sleep she found a fountain and near it a stately palace. 
She entered it, and a voice announced she could have all 
that she might desire. An unseen youth addressed her in 
the night, and she became his bride. Moved by her tears, he 
consents that her sisters shall be invited to visit her. The 
obedient zephyr brings them to her. ‘They grow envious 
of her, and advise her to light a lamp and look at her 
invisible husband during his sleep, believing she would find 
him amonster. She did so, and, instead of finding hima 
dragon, found him to be Love himself. Filled with amaze- 
ment at his beauty, she leaned over him, and a drop of oil 
fell from the lamp on his shoulder. He awoke and flew 
away, reproaching her for her breach of faith. The aban- 
doned Psyche roamed through the world in quest of Cupid, 
and tried to commit suicide. She induced her sisters to 
self-destruction. She then roamed on, subject to numerous 
trials by Venus. Jupiter finally endowed her with immor- 
tality. Venus was reconciled, and the marriage of Cupid 
and Psyche is celebrated by the gods. Their offspring was 
called Pleasure. Psyche is the representation of the human 
soul.

French tragic actress. She was the daughter of a Jewish 
peddler, and was born in Switzerland. She was the eldest 
of seven children, and early began to aid her parents in 
their severe struggle to gain subsistence. Her career 
opened as a street singer, with an old guitar, which she 
played as an accompaniment. One cold, January evening, 
Choron, the founder of an academy for music in Paris, 
was charmed by the silver voice of a child, singing in the 
streets of Lyons. It was little Rachel. He pressed through 
the crowd who surrounded her, and was amazed to find a 
delicate child of ten or twelve, thinly clad, and standing 
in the snow, the very image of desolation. Choron 
dropped a silver coin in her wooden bowl. She told him 
nobody had ever taught her to sing, that she had caught the 
airs and words by standing under windows and hearing 
the inmates sing. He asked her to come with him and get 
some food, and the crowd clapped their hands. He then 
took charge of her musical education. On his death, she 
obtained an engagement in one of the smaller Parisian 
theatres. She made no impression and received no applause. 
She then borrowed an old copy of Racine and read it care- 
fully. She obtained an engagement at the Theatre 
Francaise, and played Racine’s plays. She was greeted 
with immense applause and the Parisians were in ecstasies. 
She was termed the Tragic Muse. Her salary the first 
season was 4000 francs, the second it was 150,000 francs. 
The courts of France and England delighted to pay her 
homage, and Queen Victoria presented her with a gorgeous 
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diamond necklace. For years her annual income amounted 
to $35,000. She hadno peer in her profession and reached 
the highest tragic eminence. 

She was charitable to the poor and never ignored her 
own humble origin. Accustomed in her early life to scenes 
of misery and vice, her own moral nature became somewhat 
tainted. 1821-1858. 


Radcliffe, Ann 


Popular English novelist. Her husband was editor of the 
‘‘English Chronicle.’’ The peculiar bent of her mind was 
not displayed until after her marriage. The ‘‘ Romance of 
the Forest,’’ and the ‘‘ Mysteries of Udolpho’’ were the 
best of her works. Her chief pleasure was in the home 
circle. All of her writings were done within ten years. 
The last twelve years of her life she suffered greatly from 
asthma. She was pious and sincere in her attachment to 
religion. 1764-1823. 


Radegonde 


Queen of France. Wife of Clotaire. She was the daughter 
of the king of Thuringia, and when a child was taken 
prisoner by Clotaire, king of Normandy. He arranged for 
her education, and at the age of ten she renounced Paganism 
and accepted Christianity. On learning that she was to 
be one of Clotaire’s wives, she fled, but was sent back. 
She lived apart from Clotaire and finally took refuge in a 
convent, and lived the simple life of anun. Her forced 
marriage was annulled. She was afterwards canonized. 
Died 587. 


Rahab 


A woman of Jericho. She secreted the spies who had been 
sent from the camp of Joshua, and as her house was upon 
the town wall, she let them down at night by acord. For 
this important service she and her relations were spared by 
the Jews in the sack of the city. 415th century, B. C,

German musician, Born 1833. 
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Rambaut, Mary L. Bonney 
American educator. Born 1816. 


Rambouillet, Catharine de

Napoleon III banished her from 
the city. She married Frederic de Solms, a rich Alsatian, 
from whom she was divorced. She married Ratazzi in 
1860. Born 1830. 


Raven, Matilda 
German novelist. Also a political writer. Born 1817. 


Ravira, Feletto 
Italian poetess. 16th century. 


Read, Catharine 
English portrait painter. Died 1786. 
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Rebekah 


Daughter of Bethuel, and wife of Isaac. Mother of Esau 
and Jacob. 


Recamier, Madame Jeanne F. 
French patroness of letters, and leader of society. <A 
beautiful and accomplished Frenchwoman. She married 
a man of large fortune. She was an intimate friend of 
Madame de Stael. Napoleon paid her marked attention, 
but subsequently banished her from Paris on account of 
her intimacy with Madame de Stael and other enemies 
of the emperor. Prince Augustus of Prussia, brother of 
the king, was violently enamored of her, and desired her 
to obtain a divorce and marry him. Her religious princi- 
ples forbade her listening to this proposal. She returned to 
Paris, with the Bourbons, after Napoleon’s death. From 
that time until his death she lived in the most intimate 
relations with Chateaubriand. Her salon became the 
resort of all the French literati. For some years before 
her death, she became blind, an affliction she bore with 
serenity. Her beauty, in early life, was extraordinary.

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daughter of an engraver, and liberally educated. In youth 
she was an enthusiastic devotee of the Roman Catholic 
church and desired her parents to send her to a convent. 
Her favorite book was Plutarch. She adopted eagerly the 
popular doctrines of equality and brotherhood. Her beauty 
attracted many admirers, but she refused all offers. After 
her mother’s death, her father became dissipated and care- 
less, and nearly ruined himself. M. Roland at this time 
was a manufacturer at Lyons, and nearly fifty years of age. 
He was reserved and abrupt in manners. They married, 
and he proved a selfish, exacting husband, but her enthusi- 
astic nature caused her life to be a cheerful one. The 
opening of the French Revolution drew her from private 
life. She accompanied her husband to Paris, where her 
beauty, enthusiasm and eloquence soon exercised a marked 
influence. She became the nucleus of a large and powerful 
party. She presided over political meetings with tact and 
discretion. ‘The Girondist party made her husband Min- 
ister of the Interior, from which he was subsequently dis- 
missed on account of his letter to the king. On the down- 
fall of the monarch, he was recalled to the ministry. 
Madame Roland’s opposition to the massacres drew upon her 
husband and herself the hatred of Marat and Danton. 
Roland escaped, but his wife was committed to prison. 
She was condemned to death, and clad in white was placed 
in the fatal cart. When passing the statue of liberty, she 
called out: ‘‘Oh, Liberty, what crimes are done in thy 
name!’’ She died at the age of thirty-nine. Her husband 
committed suicide shortly afterward. 1754-1793. 


Rollins, Alice W. 
American poetess. Born in Massachusetts. Her principal 
book was ‘‘ The Ring of Amethyst.’’ Born 1847.

She accompanied Garibaldi 
in Italy in his expeditions, shared his dangers and tended 
him during his captivity. Born 1821,

Scott, Lady Anne

and made prisoner at Sedgemon, and was executed. She 
was a most exemplary wife, but never won her profligate 
husband’s affections. 1652-1732. 


Scott, Julia H. 


American poetess. Born in the northern part of Pennsyl- 
vania, 1809. 


Scott-Siddons, Mary F. 


English actress. Great-granddaughter of the famous Sarah 
Siddons. She married Mr. Scott Chanter, a naval officer. 
At one time she gave a series of Shakesperian readings at 
Steinway Hall, New York. When but eleven years of age 
she attracted great attention on account of the admirable 
manner in which she played children’s parts. Born in 
India, 1844. 


Scribonia 


Second wife of the Emperor Augustus, after he had divorced 
Claudia. He was afterwards divorced from Scribonia to 
marry Livia, who was probably the only one he really 
loved. Scribonia had been married twice before her union 
with Augustus. She was the mother of the infamous Julia, 
ist century. 


Scuderi, Magdeleine de 


French novelist. Her books were eagerly sought and her 
reputation was made, Christina of Sweden settled a pension 
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on her, as did also Louis XIV. At the suggestion of 
Madame de Maintenon Cardinal Richelieu settled an annuity 
upon her in his will. Her house in Paris was the resort 
of all the literati. 1607-1704. 


Scylla 
Daughter of Nisus, king of Megara, who became enamored 
of Minos as that monarch besieged her father’s capital. 


Scylla 

A fearful monster, of whom mention is made in the Odyssey. 
She dwelt among some cliffs on the sea shore. Her voice 
sounded like that of a young whelp; she had twelve feet 
and six long necks with a terrible head and three rows of 
teeth in each. Out of each ship that passed she took a man. 
As Ulysses passed by, Scylla took six men of his crew. 
Scylla is a lofty rock facing the whirlpool of Charybdis. 
It was said that she was once a beautiful maiden. 


Searing, Laura 
American poetess. Bornin Maryland. Pseudonym, ‘‘ How- 
ard Glyndon.’’ At ten years of age she entirely lost her 
hearing. Born 1840. 


Sedgwick, Amy (Mrs. Goostry) 
Popular English actress. Born 1835. 


Sedgwick, Catharine Maria 
Eminent American writer and novelist. Daughter of Judge 
Sedgwick, a prominent jurist of Massachusetts. Wrote 


several novels, also popular tales for the young. 1789- 
1867. 


Sedgwick, Susan R. 


American novelist. Wife of a prominent jurist. Born in 
Massachusetts. 1789-1867. 


Sedley, Catharine 
Mistress of James II, king of England, who gave her the 
title of Countess of Dorchester. She endeavored to dis- 
suade him from openly avowing himself a Catholic. She was 
the daughter of Sir Charles Sedley, the noted wit and 
profligate, who was prominent in the court of Charles II. 
Died 1692. 
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Seebuch, Marie 
Popular German actress. She visited the United States. 
Born 1837. 

Seidelmann, Apollonia 
German painter. Wife of a professor of fine arts in Dres- 
den. 18th century.

Syrian queen. Wife of Antiochus X. Daughter of Ptolemy, 
king of Egypt.

Sellon, Priscilla L, 


English philanthropist. Established a Protestant sisterhood 
for the care of the sick, and the education of poor children. 
1820-1876. 


Selvaggia, Ricciarda 
Italian poetess. Beloved by Cino, a famous poet. This 
affection has made her famous and she is ranked as one 
of the four celebrated Italian women of the 14th century, 
the others being Dante’s Beatrice, Petrarch’s Laura and 
Boccaccio’s Fiametta. 14th century. 


Sembrich, Marcella 


Austrian vocalist. She aroused much enthusiasm in New 
York and elsewhere. Born 1858. 


Semele 
Daughter of Cadmus and mother of Bacchus. She desired 
Jupiter to appear in his greatest splendor. He came in 
flashes of lightning by which she was consumed. Bacchus 
brought her from Erebus and raised her to Olympus, where 
she was called Thyone. 
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Semiramis 


Celebrated queen of Assyria. Wife of Menones, king 
of Nineveh. Her wisdom and beauty attracted the atten- 
tion of Ninus, king of Assyria. On learning of this,her 
husband hung himself. She then married Ninus, over 
whom she acquired such influence that he granted her 
request to be allowed to rule one day. One of her first 
acts was to order the death of her husband, in order that 
she might prolong her reign. She made Babylon the most 
magnificent city of the world, and everywhere through her 
dominion she left monuments of her greatness. She levelled 
mountains, filled up valleys, and had water conveyed by 
immense aqueducts to unfruitful plains. She conquered 
many nations, Ethiopia among the rest, but was defeated by 
the king of India. She resigned the government to Ninyas, 
her son, who afterward slew her. 13th century B. C. 


Sempronia 


Roman matron. Sister of the Gracchi and wife of Scipio 
Africanus, the Younger. 3d century B. C. 


Senior, Jane 
English philanthropist. Died 1877. 
Serment, Louise A.

English painter. 1772-1834. 
Servilia } 
Mistress of Julius Czesar. Wife of Marcus Junius Brutus, 
the younger one of Ceesar’s assassins.

English high church novelist. Also wrote histories for the 
young, and educational and devotional works. Born 1815. 


Seymour, Anne, Jane and Margaret 


English poetesses. Daughters of the duke of Somerset. 
Anne married the earl of Warwick. 16th century. 


Seymour, Lady Jane 
English queen. Third wife of Henry VIII, and mother 
of Edward VI. ‘Two days after her son’s birth she was 
beheaded. She was cold and uninteresting. She never 
meddled in state affairs. She had been a maid of honor 
of Anne Boleyn. She was queen for one and a half years. 
Beheaded 1537, at the age of twenty-seven. 


Seymour, Mary F. 
American journalist. 1847-1893. 
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Sforza, Bona 

Queen of Poland. She was the daughter of Isabella of 
Arragon and Servano Sforza of Naples, and was married 
by proxy to Sigismund I, king of Poland. She obtained 
great influence over him, which she used to the advantage 
of the country. She inspired the administration with an 
activity hitherto unknown, and encouraged men of letters. 
On the death of her husband, she returned to Italy. 1501-

Henry VIII of England 
demanded her hand of Charles V, but she refused to 
marry a second time. She defended a small state from the 
rapacity of Henry II of France. ‘Through her unwearied 
exertions a peace was established between France and 
Spain. The rest of her life was spent in seclusion. Died

Italian classical scholar. Wife of Alphonso II, king of 
Naples. 1445-1488.

American painter. Born at Troy, 1852. 


Shelley, Mary Wollstonecraft 


English novelist. Wife of Shelley, the poet, and daughter 
of William Godwin, the novelist. 1797-1851.

Shereen 


Persian queen. Beautiful, intellectual and accomplished, 
and the heroine of many Turkish and Persian romances. 


Sheridan, Frances 
Irish novelist and dramatist. 1724-1766. 


Sherwood, Mary E. 
American authoress. Born 1830. 


Sherwood, Mary M. 
English religious novelist. Her best work was the ‘‘ Lady 
of the Manor,’’ the design of which was to teach the 
doctrines of the church of England to young females.

Shindler, Mary B. 


American authoress. Born in South Carolina. Her father 
was a congregational clergyman. She first married Charles. 
E. Dana, and, upon his death, Rev. Robert D. Shindler, 
an Episcopal clergyman. At one time she became a convert 
to Unitarianism, but subsequently joined her husband’s 
church in Upper Marlboro, Maryland. Born 1810. 


Shipley, Mary E. 
English novelist and poetess. Wrote many tales for chil- 
dren. Born 1842.

English prophetess. 1458-1539. 
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Shirley, Selina 
English religious leader. 1707-1791. 


Shirreff, Emily A. 
American journalist. Born 1814. 


Shore, Jane 

Celebrated mistress of Edward IV, king of England. She 
was the wife of a London goldsmith. She was beautiful 
and generous, and although her influence over the king 
was great, she never exerted it to the prejudice of any one. 
After his death, she attached herself to Lord Hastings. 
On his execution by Richard III she was arrested for 
witchcraft. In the reign of Henry VIII she was poor, old 
and shriveled. It was asserted that she died in a ditch. 
Died 1525. 


Shrewsbury, Elizabeth, Countess of 


Custodian, with her husband, of Mary, Queen of Scots, after 
her incarceration by Queen Elizabeth. She was the 
grandmother of the ill-fated Arabella Stuart ; was married 
four times, and on each occasion to a man of wealth. 16th 
century. 


Sibyls 

Certain women in different parts of the world, who were 
believed to have been inspired by heaven. Varro says there 
were ten of them. ‘The most celebrated was the Cumean 
Amalthea in Aolis. She accompanied A‘neas to the 
lower world. One of the Sibyls came to Tarquin, the 
Second, the king of Rome, with nine volumes, which she 
offered for sale at a high price. ‘The monarch declined, 
whereupon she left him and destroyed three of the volumes. 
Returning soon afterward, she asked the same price for the 
remaining six books, which Tarquin again refused to pur- 
chase. She then destroyed three more of them and asked 
the same price as before for the remaining three. By the 
advice of the augurs he bought these. They were preserved 
with great care and called the Sibylline Verses. A col- 
lege of priests took care of them, and consulted them when 
the state was believed to be in danger. 
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Siddons, Sarah 
Celebrated English tragic actress. Daughter of Roger 
Kemble, the manager of a company of itinerant actors. 
Her first appearance on the London stage was not a success. 
Time, and study, however, matured her powers, and _ her 
re-appearance resulted in a complete triumph. Her figure 
was symmetrical, her countenance beautiful, and her deport- 
ment majestic. Her private character was irreproachable. 
She also possessed considerable talent as a sculptress. After 
acquiring an ample fortune, she withdrew into private life. 
1755-1831.

ishment, and their bones lay whitening on the strand. 
As Ulysses and his companions were on their homeward 
voyage, by the advice of Circe, Ulysses stopped the ears 
of his companions and the sailors with wax, and had him- 
self tied to the mast. When he heard the song of the 
Sirens, he made violent signs to the sailors to unloose him, 
but they only secured him the more closely, and thus he 
listened to the accents of the Sirens, and yet escaped with 
his life.

Sisigambis 
Mother of Darius, king of Persia. She was taken pris- 
oner by Alexander the Great at the battle of Issus.

Owing to pecun- 
iary embarrassments she returned to the scene of her former 
musical triumphs. During her life of retirement she bestowed 
immense sums on charity, and was received at court with 
great distinction. The surprising success of Jenny Lind 
in America led her to follow her steps, and she visited 
nearly every city in the United States, where she was 
received with enthusiasm. In Mexico, she was attacked 
with the cholera, and died there. Her character was 
unblemished. 1805-1854. 


Sophia, Alexievna 


Russian princess. Half sister of Peter the Great. She 
was ambitious and energetic. At the death of Feodor, 
she instigated a revolt against Peter, and had her brother 
Ivan recognized as joint sovereign. She subsequently 
acted as regent for seven years and then was confined in 
aconvent. 1657-1704. 


Sophia, Dorothea 


Queen of England. Wife of George I, who treated her 
badly. She was divorced for alleged infidelity and con- 
fined in prison until her death. 1666-1726. 
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Sophia, Dorothea (the Second) 
Daughter of George I of England, and wife of King Fred- 
eric William of Prussia. 1687-1757. 


Sophia, of Hanover 
Electress of Hanover. Her mother was Elizabeth, daughter 
of James I of England. Her son became George I of 
England. 1630-1714. 


sophia, of Wolfenbuttel 
Russian princess. Sister of the wife of Charles VI of 
Germany. Wife of Alexis, son and presumptive heir of 
Peter the Great. Though a model wife, her brutal husband 
sought to poison her, and but for antidotes promptly admin- 
istered would have succeeded. On one occasion he struck 
her senseless, and believing her dead, had funeral rites 
celebrated in her honor. She escaped from Russia to Paris, 
and from there to New Orleans, where she married a young 
man named Moldask, who had travelled in Russia and 
recognized the princess. His sickness led her to return to 
Paris, where she met friends who urged her return to Russia, 
as Alexis had died long before. Maria Theresa especially 
desired to aid in her restoration to her former rank. But 
she persistently declined, preferring to live with her second 
husband. 18th century 


Sophonisba 
A Carthaginian lady. Daughter of the noted general 
Hasdrubal. She married Syphax, a Numidian chief, who 
was totally defeated by the forces of his rival Masinissa 
and the Romans. She was taken prisoner by Masinissa, 
who married her. Scipio Africanus ordered the Numidian 
king to give her up, lest he should become an ally of the 
Carthaginians. The cowardly king gave her a cup of 
poison and told her to drink it and die as became the 
daughter of Hasdrubal. 3d century B. C. 


Sor, Charlotte de 
French novelist. 1gth century. 


Sorel, Agnes 
See ‘‘ Agnes Sorel.”’ 
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Soulé, Caroline A. 
American Unitarian preacher. Married Count Rossi. Born 
1821. 

Southcott, Joanna 
English prophetess and fanatic. She was a domestic servant. 
Early in life she saw visions and claimed to have received 
divine revelations. At the age of forty-two she com- 
menced to announce her prophecies and made many dupes. 
She declared that at a given date, Shiloh would be born 
to her, and great preparations were made for her accouche- 
ment. She died of the malady which led to this belief. 
1750-1814. 

Southey, Caroline A. 
English poetess. Wife of Robert Southey, the poet laureate 
of England. Her maiden name was Bowles, under which 
name most of her poems appeared. She nursed her 
husband with devotion during his declining years. She 
was a woman of deep and unaffected piety. 1787-1854. 


Southworth, Emma D. E.N. 


American novelist. Born at Washington, 1818. She fre- 
quently wrote under the initials, E. D. E. N 


Souza, Marchioness Adele de 


French novelist. Married Count Flahault, who perished at 
the guillotine. Subsequently, she married the Portuguese 
ambassador, Souza Botelho. 1760-1836.

A monster of the Greek mythology. It had the face of a 
woman, the wings of a bird, and the breast, feet and tail of 
alion. It was the offspring of Typhon and Chimera. It 
appeared near Thebes in Boeotia, in Greece, and propounded 
a riddle to each one that passed. Failing to give the solu- 
tion, the traveler was killed. The riddle was: ‘‘ What 
animal is that which goes on four feet in the morning, on 
two at noon, and on three at the setting of the sun?”’ 
CEdipus gave the true answer: ‘‘ Man; who creeps in 
infancy, walks on two feet in manhood, and uses a staff in 
old age.’” The Sphinx then destroyed herself. 


Spilberg, Adriana 
Dutch painter. Her best works were portraits in crayon. 
Her father, Johann Spilberg, and her husband, Eylen Van- 
derveer, were both celebrated painters. Born 1646. 


Spilembergo, Irene di 
Italian painter. ‘Titian was her friend. 16th century. 


Spofford, Harriet E. Prescott 
American novelist. Born in Maine 1835. 


Staal, Marguerite J. von 


French writer. Elegant in her style. 1693-1750. 


Stael, Madame Anne L. de 


One of the most celebrated of French authoresses. She was 

‘the daughter of the well-known French financier, Necker. 
Her family being Protestants, she was not sent to a con- 
vent, but was reared at home by her mother. She was 
allowed to mingle freely among the talented guests who 
assembled in Madame Necker’s drawing-room. Her pre- 
cocity was remarkable, and, even when yet a child, she 
delighted to participate in the conversation of literary peo- 
ple. To restore her health, impaired by hard study, she 
was sent, at the age of fourteen, to the country. From the 
first she was the very incarnation of genius and impulse. 
Her vivacity and vehemence, both of intellect and tempera- 
ment, baffled all her mother’s efforts at control. From her 
mother she imbibed a strong religious feeling, and from her

father an ambitious love of political popularity. Her love 
for her father amounted almost to adoration. In 1786, she 
married Baron de Stael, a Swedish diplomatist, and received 
from her father an immense dowry. He was young, hand- 
some and cultivated, and in religion a Lutheran, but the 
marriage was not one of love on either side. Marie 
Antoinette took great interest in bringing about this union. 
At the commencement of the French revolution, an enthu- 
siast for liberty, she gave all the weight of her influence to 
‘the cause. Her father’s banishment, and his subsequent 
triumphal return, with his ultimate retirement, affected her 
greatly. During Robespierre’s ascendancy she exerted her- 
self, at the risk of her life, to save many of his victims, and 
she published a powerful defense of the queen. Fora time, 
in company with Talleyrand, she retired to England. 
When Sweden recognized the French republic she returned 
with her husband to France. She was an advocate of con- 
stitutional liberty, and her influence was so great as to excite 
the jealousy of Napoleon, to whom she refused to offer 
homage. He banished her from Paris, and forbade her to 
reside within forty leagues of the capital. She then visited 
Germany, where she associated with Goethe, Schiller and 
Schlegel. On the death of her first husband, she secretly 
married a young officer named Rocca, who loved her with 
romantic enthusiasm. In 1814, she returned to Paris, and 
was received with great distinction by the allied princes. 
On Napoleon’s return from Elba she again withdrew, though 
urged by him to remain. Madame de Stacl has been called 
the greatest female writer and conversationalist of all ages 
and countries. She was certainly the most distinguished 
woman of her age. Since Rosseau and Voltaire, no French 
writer has displayed equal power. ‘‘ Corinne’’ is probably 
her best known work. 1766-1817. 


Stanhope, Lady Hester 
A most eccentric Englishwoman. Niece of the great states- 
man, William Pitt. Under the nominal guidance of a 
young and gay stepmother she received an ill-directed edu- 
cation. She resided with her uncle, Mr. Pitt, until his 
death. She was energetic, impulsive and disdainful of 
conventionality. Yet she prided herself on her noble birth. 
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On the death of Pitt she received a pension of £1500. 
She abandoned England, and removed to the East. On 
arriving in Syria, she adopted Oriental customs, erected 
extensive buildings on or near Mount Lebanon, had a 
retinue of servants, and was treated like a queen. She 
acquired great prestige as a magician and mistress of mystic- 
al lore. It was impossible to state what her faith really 
was. She professed to believe in magic, astrology, necro- 
mancy and demonology. Her residence was a place of 
refuge for the oppressed. After the siege of Acre, she 
sheltered several hundred persons. She became involved, 
from her numerous charities, in financial difficulties. 
Finally, her pension was discontinued. 1766-1839. 


Stanley, Mary 
English philanthropist. She was the eldest sister of Dean 
Stanley, and had charge of a detachment of nurses in the 
Crimea. She originated the Flower Mission, in London. 
In 1856, she united with the Church of Rome. 1814-1879. 


Stannard, Mrs, 


English writer. Pseudonym, John Strange Winters. 19th 
century. 


Stanton, Elizabeth Cady 


Distinguished American advocate of women’s rights. Born 
in Johnstown, New York. Her father was a lawyer and 
judge, Daniel Cady by name. She prepared for college, 
and made application for entrance to Union College, but 
was refused on account of her sex. In 1839, she married 
Henry B. Stanton, a well known anti-slavery lecturer. She 
visited the World’s Anti-Slavery Convention in London, 
but was refused admission as a delegate, because she was a 
woman. Here it was she met Lucretia Mott, with whom 
she formed an intimate friendship. In 1848, chiefly 
through Mrs. Stanton’s efforts, the first Women’s Rights 
Convention was formed. It was held at Seneca Falls, N. Y. 
Born 1816. 


Statira 


Daughter of Darius, king of Persia. She was captured by 
Alexander, who made her his wife. The nuptials were 
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celebrated with great splendor. Nine thousand guests were 
present, to each of whom Alexander gave a golden cup. 
She was put to death by Roxana, another daughter of Darius. 
who also was the wife of Alexander. Died 331 B.C. 


Stebbins, Emma 
American artist. 1815-1882. 


Steele, Anne 
English hymn writer. She was unmarried and of the Bap- 
tist faith. She wrote an able version of the Psalms. 1716-

Stein, Charlotte A. 
German epistolary writer. Wife of Baron von Stein. 
She was intimately associated with Goethe and Schiller. 
Her correspondence with them is of literary value. 1742-

Stengel, Franziska von

Popular American novelist. Born in Connecticut. After 
marriage she removed to Portland, Maine, where she edited 
a magazine.

Stephens, Katharine 


Celebrated English vocalist. She was the daughter of 
a carver and gilder, and bore an excellent character.

Born in New York 
in 1850. She married John M. Kinlay.

American educator and temperance reformer. Born in 
Maine, 1844. 


Stevenson, Mrs. Cornelius 


American archeologist. 1gth century. 


Stevenson, Fanny De G. 


English magazine writer. 19th century.

American physician. Born 1843. 


Stirling, Fannie 


English actress. Daughter of a military officer. She was 
educated principally in France. She became a professor of 
elocution, and was a very witty speaker. Born 1816. 


Stoddard, Elizabeth 


American poet and novelist. Born 1823. 


Stone, Lucy 


Distinguished American reformer. 1818-1893. 


Stowe, Harriet Beecher 


Distinguished American writer. Born in Connecticut. She © 
was the daughter of Rev. Lyman Beecher. From the age 
of fifteen until her marriage she assisted her sister Catharine 
in the care of a large female seminary. She was a most 
precocious child. At the age of twenty she married Prof. 
Calvin E. Stowe and became a model wife and mother. 
After her husband became a Professor in Bowdoin College, 
she wrote ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’’ the success of which has 
been without a parallel in literature. A half million copies 
of the work have been sold in the United States and 
probably nearly the same number elsewhere. It has been 
translated into all the principal European and in some of 
the Asiatic languages. ‘The ‘‘ Minister’s Wooing’’ and 
“‘Qldtime Folks,’’ have also been popular. Born 1812. 
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Strangford, Viscountess Emily A. 
English philanthropist. She started an association to pro- 
vide trained nurses for the Russo-Turkish war. She distin- 
guished herself by services in the Egyptian war. Died 1887. 


Stratonice 
A beautiful queen of Syria. Wife of Seleucus I. Born 316

Stretton, Hesba . 
English novelist and journalist. 1gth century. 


Strickland, Agnes 
English historical writer of high repute. She was descended 
from an eminent family, the Nevilles. Her ‘‘ Lives of the 
Queens of England’’ have made her famous. 1806-1874. 


Strickland, Catharine P. 
English-Canadian novelist. Sister of the above. roth 
century. 


Strickland, Susannah 
Canadian novelist. Married J. W. Moodie. 19th century. 


Stuart, Arabella 
An unfortunate English woman. Daughter of Charles 
Stuart, duke of Lennox, the brother of Darnley, husband of 
Mary, queen of Scots. She was the object of Queen 
Elizabeth’s jealousy. On the accession of James I to the 
English throne she was treated as one of the royal family. 
Raleigh started a conspiracy to place her on the throne. 
Although there existed no proof of her complicity in the 
plot, she was suspected. Her secret marriage to the son of 
the earl of Hertford excited the ire of the king, and she 
was incarcerated in the Tower. She became a maniac.

M. de Fontenay. During the Reign of Terror, he was 
imprisoned. While at Bordeaux, striving for his pardon, 
she met one of the leaders of the Revolution, Tallien, who 
was there persecuting the Girondists. He was fascinated 
by her wit and beauty and at once released her husband, and 
permitted him to return to Spain. He persuaded the lady 
to obtain a divorce and then married her. ‘Through her 
efforts, many were saved from the guillotine. The people 
of Bordeaux called her ‘‘ Our Lady of Mercy.’’ ‘Tallien’s 
leniency was condemned in Paris. He was recalled and his 
wife was thrown into prison, where she shared the room 
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of Josephine, the futureempress of France. ‘Tallien exerted 
himself to effect her release. At her instigation, he plotted 
against Robespierre, and finally overthrew him and delivered 
France from the Reign of ‘Terror. A public celebration 
of their marriage shortly followed. She exercised the most 
beneficial influence over her husband’s public life, and 
greatly assisted the sufferers from the Revolution. She ulti- 
mately tired of her husband and was divorced from him. 
Napoleon forbade Josephine having any further intercourse 
with her, and excluded her from court. She was thus 
thrown into the opposition, which led to her connection 
with Madame de Stael and the prince of Chimay, who 
became her third husband. She had children by each of 
her husbands. 1773-1835. 


Talma, Charlotte V. 


Dutch actress. Excelled in comedy. She was the wife 
of Talma, the celebrated French tragedian. 1771-1860. 


Tamar 
Daughter-in-law of the patriarch Judah. 


Tamyris 
see.

Tambroni, Clotilda 
Italian scholar and professor of Greek. 1758-1817. 


Tanaquil 

Wife of the Roman king, Tarquin, the elder. She was 
skilled in augury, and predicting an exalted destiny for 
her husband, prevailed upon him to leave Etruria for Rome. 
She kept his subsequent assassination secret, until she had 
adopted measures to secure the succession of her son-in- 
law, Servius Tullius.

The gay and worldly life led by her and other inmates of 
the convent caused great scandal. She succeeded in gain- 
ing her liberty, except that she was not freed from the vow 
of celibacy. She assumed the title ‘‘ Madame,’’ but never 
married. A brilliant and select circle assembled at her 
house. She was fascinating, rather than beautiful. She 
possessed a keen insight into the follies of human nature 
and a good perception of character. She drew together 
men of the most varied tastes and opinions. La Frenaye, 
councillor to the king, shot himself in her room in a fit 
of jealousy and despair. While dying he accused her 
of being the cause of his death, for which she was a short 
time imprisoned. The first attacks on absolute monarchy 
originated in her drawing-room. Her intrigues procured 
her brother the highest offices of the church. Fontanelle 
and Montesquieu were among her friends. She wrote novels 
and other works. 1681-1749. 


Tenda, Beatrice 
Italian Countess renowned in poetry and fiction. Executed 
on a groundless charge of infidelity, preferred by her hus- 
band. Born 1370. 


Teodoro, Danti 
Italian scholar. 1498-1573. 


Terentia 
Wife of Cicero. Cicero repudiated her, after living with 
her thirty years; and, being deeply in debt, married his 
rich ward Publilia. Terentia then married Sallust, his 
enemy, and on his death, Corvinus. She lived about 117 
years. ist century B. C,

Empress of the east. Wife of the Emperor Justinian. In 
youth she was an actress and courtesan in Constantinople. | 
She was famous for her beauty, intrigues and talents. Her 
father was the keeper of the beasts for public spectacles. 
Justinian first saw her when she was dancing on the stage, 
and obtained a repeal of the Roman law, which prohibited 
the marriage of the great officers of the empire with 
actresses. He associated her with him in the government 
and she was crowned empress. She exercised her power 
to raise from obscurity her friends and favorites and to 
avenge herself on her enemies. She continued to indulge 
in the most degrading sensuality, and disgraced the 
palace by scenes of infamous profligacy. With all her 
faults, she displayed great courage in the presence of danger, 
and prevented her husband leaving his capital during an 
insurrection. She ultimately died of cancer, 547. 
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Theodora II 
Empress of the east. Wife of Theophilus. At his death 
she became regent,and governed with wisdom for fifteen 
years. 810-867. 


Theot, Catharine 
French prophetess. Called herself the second Eve and 
the mother of God. She was confined in the Bastile. 
Her followers became very numerous and extended into 
Germany. Her revelations were regarded as divine. She 
was again arrested, but was protected by Robespierre. 
Born 1725. 


Theresa, Maria

Spanish nun. Founder of several Carmelite convents.

Theroigne, Anne J. 

French Revolutionist. Beautiful daughter of an humble 
laborer. When quite young she visited England, and 
made a conquest of the prince of Wales. Here she lived 
in luxury. She returned to Paris and became the reigning 
belle of the city. Her tall, well formed figure, brilliant 
eves and expressive countenance made her conspicuous. 
On the first breaking out of the French Revolution, she 
joined the insurgents, and adopting the dress of a soldier 
led the savage hordes of men and women who sacked the 
Hotel des Invalides, burnt the Bastile, and murdered 
all of the aristocracy who crossed their paths. She gave 
orders to these ferocious crowds, and was strictly obeyed. 
She spoke at the clubs with great effect. With her own 
hand she slew a young nobleman who,in her early days, 
had wronged her. She formed an attachment for Brissot, 
which was the cause of her ruin; for when he was assailed 
by a mob, she strove to defend him, for which she was 
publicly whipped by a band of furious women. This 
disgrace led to her becoming deranged. Her ferocity 
survived her intellect. 1759-1817, 
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Thessalonice 
Sister of Alexander the Great. Married Cassander, one 
of his generals. She was slain by her son, Antipater. 
4th century B. C. 


Thetis 
A beautiful sea-nymph, one of the Nereids. A _ grand- 
daughter of Neptune. Married to Peleus, she became the 
mother of Achilles. 


Thicknesse, Anne 
English writer. While in France, Robespierre issued an 
order for her execution, but she escaped. 1737-1824. 


Thierry, Julie de 
French writer. Wife of the historian. Died 1844. 


Thisbe 

A beautiful maiden of Babylon whose unhappy love for 
Pyramus has rendered her immortal. Owing to the oppo- 
sition of their parents, they conversed through a hole in 
the wall, which separated their houses. They made an 
appointment to meet at a tomb outside the city. Thisbe 
arrived first, and frightened by the appearance of a 
lioness, fled, dropping her cloak, which was torn to shreds 
by the animal. Pyramus saw the torn garment and the 
retreating lioness, and concluded that Thisbe had been 
slain by the beast. In his despair he killed himself with . 
his sword. Thisbe, emerging from her hiding place, killed 
herself with the same weapon.

She spent three 
years in the United States and gave her impressions. She 
drew so severe a picture of American faults and foibles, of 
their alleged want of delicacy, their affectation, drinking, 
coarse selfishness and ridiculous peculiarities, that the whole 
nation was incensed at their English satirist. ‘This satire 
was continued in her subsequent work, ‘‘‘The Refugee in 
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America.’’ Her books of travel are crowded with plebeian 
criticisms on works of art and the usages of courts, and are 
held in great esteem by her admirers. In her novels her 
defects are most glaringly exhibited. She took a strange 
delight in the hideous and disgusting, and gloated upon the 
sins of vulgarity. While living in Cincinnati, after the 
failure of her efforts in Tennessee to cultivate the eesthetic 
element among the negroes, she was never visited or invited 
into society, owing to her vulgar appearance and lack of 
letters of introduction. She was married in 1809 to Anthony 
Trollope, a barrister. 1790-1863.

Tullia

Venus 


Goddess of love and beauty. Sprang from the foam of 
the sea. Others say that she was the daughter of Jupiter 
and Dione. Her Greek appellation was Aphrodite. She 
became the wife of Vulcan, the god of blacksmiths. She 
was the mother of Cupid, Harmonia, Hymen, the Graces, 
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Priapus and Afneas, though none of these were the off- 
spring of Vulcan. Juno, Minerva and Venus were com- 
petitors for the prize of beauty (the apple of discord 
thrown by Pandora into the feast of the gods). A mortal 
was selected to award the prize.’ This was Paris, son of 
Priam, king of Troy. The three goddesses appeared 
before him, each one having previously attempted to bribe 
him. Juno offered him power and wealth, Minerva wisdom, 
and Venus, the prettiest woman in the world as his wife. 
His decision was in favor of Venus. Among her many 
admirers were Mars, Bacchus, Apollo, Adonis, Mercury and 
Anchises. Her favorite plants were the rose and myrtle. 
The dove, sparrow and swan were sacred to her. She was 
sometimes termed Cypria and Cythera from the islands of 
Cyprus and Cythera, where she was the principal deity. 
She was also called Venus Hortensis, Victrix, Verticordia, 
Alma and Erycina. Her worship was probably of Oriental 
origin. 


Vercherese, Mary M. 
Canadian heroine. 1678-1700. 


Verdier, Mdme. de 


French poetess. She was crowned by the Academy at 
Toulouse. 18th century. 


Verelst, Mdlle. 


Flemish historical and portrait painter. Also a remarkable 
linguist. Born 1630. 


Verneuil, Catharine H. 


A French lady whom King Henry IV of France sought in 
marriage.

Victoria, Alexandrina 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and Empress of India. 
She was the only child of Edward, duke of Kent, the 
fourth son of George III. Her uncle was Leopold I, of 
Belgium. On the death of her uncle William IV, she 
succeeded to the throne. Her father died when she was 
but eight months old. Her education was conducted by able 
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instructors. Before her twelfth year she could read Horace 
fluently. She became a skilled horsewoman. In 1840 she 
married her cousin, Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg Gotha. 
The union proved amost happy one. ‘The prince possessed 
sound common sense, and assisted the queen effectively 
but unostentatiously in the discharge of her public duties. 
His sudden death, in 1861, has colored the whole of the 
queen’s later life, and in a great degree prevented her from 
appearing in public. From her own pen entitled ‘‘ Leaves 
from the Journal of our Life in the Highlands,’’ personal 
incidents are given of her private career. It covers nearly 
the whole of her married life. Her character is most 
exemplary and greatly admired. Though so great a favorite, 
six different attempts have been made upon her life. All 
these attempts were apparently due to partial or entire 
insanity. Her children are Victoria Adelaide Maria Louise, 
who married the Crown Prince of Prussia; Albert Edward 
Prince of Wales, born 1841 and married to Princess Alex- 
andra of Denmark; Alice Maud Mary, who married the duke 
of Hesse Darmstadt, and died in 1878; Alfred Ernest 
Albert, duke of Edinburg, who married Marie Alexandrowna 
only daughter of the Russian Czar; Helena Augusta 
Victoria, who married Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein ; Louise Caroline Alberta, who married the Marquis 
of Lorne; Arthur William Patrick Albert, duke of Connaught, 
who married the Princess Louise Margaret of Prussia, Leo- 
pold George Duncan Albert, duke of Albany, who married. 
the Princess Helen of Waldcale and who died in 1884 ; and 
Beatrice, Mary Victoria Feodore who married the Prince 
of Battenburg. Born 1819. 


Victorina 


Roman patriot, who placed herself at the head of a Roman 
army, and made war against the Emperor Gallienus. Her 
son Victorinus and her grandson of the same name were 
declared emperors, but were both assassinated. She was 
poisoned, A. D. 269.

Weber, Helene M.

Her mother was the daughter of a 
Liverpool merchant, and after the death of her husband, 
she brought Helene, while yet an infant, to England, where 
they resided for a time and then removed to Brussels and 
finally to Leipsic. She published a series of tracts on 
woman’s rights embodying the following views: 1. Intellect- 
ual faculties. Here the sexes are equal. Man is the superior 
in profundity of mind, woman in quick preceptions and 
brilliant fancies. Uneducated women are more apt and 
intelligent than uneducated men. 2. Rights of property. 
The wife ought to hold her property independent of her 
husband, but it ought to be liable for debts contracted by 
her, even in her husband’s name, and for actual family 
expenses under a judicious discrimination of items. ‘The 
husband should not be liable for her debts. 3. Wedlock. 
The wife should not lose her civil existence by marrying. 
Actions against her to be prosecuted against her, irrespect- 
ive of the husband, who is not to be held for any pecuniary 
penalty imposed upon her. Divorces ought seldom or never 
be allowed. 4. Politics. Women ought to enjoy an equal 
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right with men to political stations, being capable to an 
equal degree. 5. Clergy. Women are capable of being 
efficient preachers of the gospel. 6. Right of suffrage. 
Women ought to vote at all elections. 7. Dress. Distinction 
in dress between the sexes ought to be abolished, and each 
person should dress as he or she prefers. She advises male 
attire for single women and for married women on some 
occasions. 8. Vocation. Agriculture is the most suitable 
employment for women of adequate means. It is noble, 
respectable and replete with pleasure. Attending shops 
and indoor mechanical pursuits are fit vocations for the 
sex. Every woman should produce as muchas she consumes. 
g. Ultraism. Fanatical reformers do great harm to the 
cause. Over zeal damages a cause more than downright 
opposition. There have hitherto been too many distinctions 
between the sexes. All organized bodies are detrimental 
to the advancement of woman’s rights. The work of 
reform must advance without hot-bed aid. 10. Prudery. 
The timidity and squeamishness of many women keep the 
work back. The duty of woman is to secure her rights 
and to retain what she gains. Miss Weber was not ultra 
herself, except in regard to dress. Her works have prob- 
ably done more good than the efforts of all the female 
reformers combined. Her reasoning is perspicuous and 
convincing. She assumed male attire when she was but 
nineteen years old. Her aunt left her a large legacy, 
whereupon she bought a farm near Brussels, and became 
a practical farmer. She was a pious and consistent church- 
woman and her books breathe a Christian spirit. She has 
written largely for periodicals and has lectured. 19th 
century. 


Webster, Augusta 


Prominent English poetess. Her first works were written 
under the zom de plume of ‘* Cecil Home,’’ but latterly 
she placed her own name on the title pages of her works. 
Her poems displayed the influence of Browning’s works 
whom she declared the chief of poets. She is a warm 
advocate for the political enfranchisement of women, and 
labored to have accorded to them the privilege of university 
examination. Born 1840.

Weissenthurn, Johanna von
